is fair and godlike in man. Hence, upon 
the beſt authority, we are told, by arch- 
biſhop Tillotſon, that * to commend 
thoſe excellent perſons, the virtues of 
whoſe lives have been bright and exem- 
plary, is not only a tribute of juſtice to 
the dead, but an act alſo of great charity 
to the living ; as ſetting before our eyes 
a pattern of well-doing, which is very 
apt and powerful, to incite and encou- 
rage us to go and do likewiſe *.. 
Brocraeny, whenever it is honeſtly con- 
ducted, forms the vehicle of this effect to 
the imitative world around us. . Without

day ; and then to periſh in a night for 
ever! This happy reſource, then, is the 
only remedy for the evil: it teaches by 
well-exhibited example, whoſe influence 
is fo generally and juſtly allowed to be far 
more potent than all the plauſibilities 
of barren precept : and it produces the 
wholeſome effect intended, by rendering 
genuine morals and ſincere piety perſoni- 
fied, as it were, and viſible to the ad- 
miring eye of mankind, It 1s not enough, 
therefore, that, while good men lived, 
their temporary excellence was known, 
and noted by their coevals with ſuitable 
reſpect and honour : their virtues muſt 
remain alſo on durable record ; and, if 
we wiſh to ſtir up others to benefit the 
world, from a ſincere love to Gop and to 
goodneſs, their names and their 3 


ſhould alike be had in all that we can give 


them of everlaſting remembrance * ! 

It has been very juſtly obſerved, that 
the hiſtorick records of great events may 
indeed ſurprize, from the unwonted 
{ſplendour of achievement: they may be

cial life; which tell, not how men learned 
to conquer, but how they endeayoured to 


live; not how they gained the ſhouts of 


admiring crowds, but how they juſtly ac- 
quired the efteem of their acquaintances 
and friends, That knowledge, in ſhort, 
ſhould moſt eagerly be purſued, which 
we can readily convert to our trueſt be- 
nefit. | 

« have often thought, ſays Dr. Jonx- 


soN, „ that there has rarely paſſed a life, 


of which a judicious and faithful narra- 
tive would not be uſeful. It 1s frequently 
objected to relations of particular lives, 


that they are not diſtinguiſhed by any 


ſtriking or wonderful viciſſitudes. The 
ſcholar, who paſſed his lite among his 
books; the mgrchant, who conducted only 
his own affairs; the prieſt, whoſe ſphere 


"of action was not extended beyond that 


of his duty ; are conſidered as no proper 
objects of publick regard, however they 
5 might 
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might have excelled in their ſeveral ſta- 
tions, whatever might have been their 
learning, integrity, and piety. But this 
notion ariſes tram falſe meaſures of excel- 
lence and dignity, and muſt be eradicated 
by conſidering, that, in the efteem of uncor-

Whoever knows the much-honoured 
name of biſhop WiLsoN, mult alſo recol- 
let, with peculiar reverence, that of 
biſhop ,HitpesLEY, his immediate ſuc- 
ceſſor in the dioceſe of Mann. Had it 
not been for the very ſincere reſpect of 
the writer of theſe memoirs for both their 
memories, the humble narration here given 
would never have appeared : nor would it 
now have been obtruded upon the reader's 
notice, but for the valuable aſliſtance 
Rich has been drawn from authentick 
papers, communicated by Mr. Giberne, 
merchant in London ; a relation of Dr. 
HirDESLEY, and alſo of the editor by mar- 
riage; and to whom the execution of his 
lordſhip's will principally devolved. | 

The firſt account we have of this truly 
primitive prieſt and biſhop, is derived

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from a few ſhort notes concerning him, 
originally inſerted in the Gentleman's 
Magazine for the year 1781. Theſe have 
ſince been given in the Hiſtory of the Gen- 
tlemen's Literary Society, eſtabliſhed at 
Spalding, in Lincolnſhire ; of which Mr, 
HiLDzsLEY was long an honorary mem- 
ber, having been entered of the ſame in 
the year 1750 *. They were furniſhed to 
the publick from a manuſcript of the late 
Rev. J. Jones, who, from being ſome time 
curate to the celebrated Dr. Young, a 
particular friend of Mr. HILpEsLEY, at 


Welwyn in Hertfordſhire, afterwards be- 


came vicar of Hitchin ; and thence they 
have found a place in the Biographical 
Dictionary, publiſhed in fifteen volumes, 
8vo, 1798. 

The brevity of thoſe notes made it ex- 
tremely deſirable to ſee a more ample ac- 
count of ſo very amiable and worthy a 
character. To the edition lately publiſhed 
of the life and writings of biſhop W1L- 
SON there are added, in the Appendix ,

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ſome few other anecdotes reſpect ing him; 
which the ingenious editor, in his preface, 
gratefully aſcribes to the condeſcending 
information given him by the dowager 
counteſs Spencer; a name, which muſt 
add luſtre to every page, from that con- 
ſtant munificence diſplayed by her lady- 
ſhip, in a thouſand inſtances, for the com- 
fort of poverty, whether in youth or age; 
and which beſt adorns the higheſt cha- 
racters on earth. Theſe too have afforded 
us a pleaſing opportunity of enlarging 
upon the life of Dr. HILDESLEVY; and being 
ſtill better enabled ſo to do, by the kind 
aid of Mr. Giberne, and other reſpectable 
friends, we have cheerfully embraced it, 
to form from the whole a more regular 
and accurate detail of particulars, 


DEsCENDED, as will hereafter be clearly 
ſhewn, from the antient kings of Eng- 
land *, he was the eldeſt ſurviving ſon of 
the Rev. Mark Hildeſley, rector of the 
valuable living of Houghton, held with 
the chapel of Witton, or Wyton All- 


See Appendix, No. XV. for the genealogy of the 
Hildeſleys, and ſome poſthumous records of the bi- 
ſhop's family, 
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Saints, in the county of Huntingdon 
who had been a ſtudent of St, John's 
college, Oxford, where he took his de- 
gree of M. A. on the 6th of February, 
1691, Mr. Hildefley, ſenior, out of a 
very numerous family, left ſeveral other 
children, two ſons. and four daughters, 
and died in the year 1726. The living, 
thus become vacant by his death, was 
offered to young Mr. HiLDesLEy by Sir 
John Bernard, bart. to be held on terms for 
a minor, which he conſcientiouſly de- 
clined. | 

He was born on the gth of Decem- 
ber, 1698, at the village of Murſton, 
near Sittingbourne, in the county of 


Kent; to the rectory of which his fas 


ther was preſented, in 1694, by Sir Tho- 
mas Hales, bart. of Beakſbourne in Kent, 
and John Hales, eſq. of the Inner Tem- 
ple, London, who were brothers of the 
very celebrated Dr. Stephen Hales, of 
Teddington, in Middleſex. In 1705, 
Mr. Hildeſley, ſen. was alſo preſented 
to the adjoining vicarage of Sitting- 
bourne, by Dr. Teniſon, archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, Both theſe” benefices he va- 
cated by ceſſion, on his removal in 1710 

to 
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to the rectory of Houghton cum Wit- 
ton *: and about the ſame time his fon 
Marx commenced his education at the 
Charter-houſe, in London, where he had 


the learned JorTin for his ſchool- fellow. 


At the age of nineteen he was removed 
to Trinity college, Cambridge; where he 
took his degree of A. B. in 1720, and of 
A. M. in 1724. He was elected a fellow 

of that ſociety in October, 1723; and 
about the ſame time executed the office of 
ſteward to his college. 

His letters teſtimonial for the order of 
deacon bear date Sept. 5, 1722, and are 
ſigned by the celebrated Dr. Richard 
Bentley, then maſter of Trinity, (who, be- 
ing appointed to that honour in 1790, 
held it for two and forty years ;) and by 
eight other members of the college. On 
the 29th of March, 1723, lord Cob»

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ham * appointed him one of his do- 
meſtick chaplains. In February, 1724-5, 
he was nominated a preacher at White- 
hall, by Dr. Edmund Gibſon, biſhop of 
London. From 1725, till the latter end 
of 1729, we find him curate of Yelling, 
in Huntingdonſhire. 

In 1733-4, January 18, Mr. eras 
was appointed chaplain to Henry, viſ- 
count St. John, the famous lord Boling- 


broke, though not ſo named in the quali- 


fication filled up by his lordſhip, where 
his ſignature is only * Sr. John +.” On 
the 1oth of May, 1742, he was nomi- 


nated chaplain to John, lord viſcount 


St. John : no mention 1s made of his re- 
ſignation of the former chaplaincy to his 
lordſhip's relative, lord Bolingbroke ; but, 
perhaps, that active politicign was not then 
in England.

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In February, 1730-31, he was preſented 
by his college to the vicarage of Hitchin, 
in Hertfordſhire ; and the ſame year mar- 
ried miſs Elizabeth Stoker, with whom he 
lived in the utmoſt conjugal affection for 
upwards of thirty years. It does not ap- 
pear that they had any children. 

At Hitchin his conſtant attention to the 
duties of his function, from- inabllity to 
keep a curate upon ſo ſmall a living, im- 
paired for a time his weakly conſtitu- 
tion * ; and having, ſoon after his inſti- 
tution, been obliged to beſtow great ex- 
pence on the vicarage-houſe, which be- 
fore he came to it was but a poor mean 
dwelling, —in order to improve his finances, 
he undertook the inſtruction of from four 
to ſix ſelect pupils, as boarders with him. 


It was his general cuſtom, at this period, 


to preach either from memory or ſhort 
notes; and at a viſitation at Baldock he 
delivered his diſcourſe to the clergy from 
memory alone, with a very ſingular and 
agreeable addreſs. 

In October, 1735, Mr. HirtpesLey ſuc- 
ceeded to the neighbouring re&ory of

of Hitchin-Priory, who had a great re- 


ſpect for his many amiable and engaging 


qualities; and always, with affectionate 


jocoſeneſs, was wont to call him“ Father 
Hildefley.'”” On this rectory, which he 
held for about two and thirty years, and 


to which he was inducted by mandate, 


November 15, 1735, he greatly diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf by a very diligent attend- 
ance on the buſineſs of his extenſive pa- 
riſh. It is faid to have been much neg- 
lected by the former incumbent ; and he 
therefore redoubled his exertions, took his 
conſtant rounds to viſit his pariſhioners 
both in the town and country, and talk 
familiarly amongſt them, old or young, 
without diſtin&tion, in the moſt friendly 
affectionate manner, upon moral and re- 
ligious topicks. He preached, alternately 
with his curate, at the two livings; and, 
above all other objects, he made thoſe of 
the riſing generation the peculiar ones of 
his indefatigable attention. He ſeems, 
indeed, very remarkably, through life, 
to have realized the character of an in- 

| ſtructor 
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ſtructor of the fooliſh, and a ke of 
babes in Chriſt *.” Every Friday evening, 
and ſometimes twice in the week, at ſes 
ven, throughout the year, he catechiſed 
in church, and converſed with the 
younger part of his congregations, chooſe 
ing an hour for them, when the buſineſs 
of the day was over, and they could beſt 
be ſpared : and upon Good Friday, in par- 
ticular, from year to year, he diſtributed 
ſuch good books among them, as he 
thought might beſt tend to eſtabliſh their 
improvement in religion and morals. 
* Permit me here,” ſays a writer un- 
known, © to pay a tributary. truth to 
the memoty of biſhop HiLtvesLEyY. It 
was his cuſtom at Hitchin,to-receive once 
or twice a week, in an eyening, as many 
boys from the different {ſchools there, as 
were willing to attend him, where I was a 
frequent attendant. If any others remain, 
I truſt they will acknowledge with me, 
that he took affectionate and zealous pains 
to make us profit by his good admoni-

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tion ; of which I hope ever to retain a 
grateful remembrance *.“ 

Such, for near twenty years, was the 
humble, but very uſeful, ſituation of this 
good man: during the latter part of 
which it appears, that his exemplary 
conduct had ſtrongly recommended him 
to the notice of his grace the duke of 
Athol, lord and patron of the biſhoprick 
of Sodor and Mann ; who, knowing 
his value, as a man and a divine, juſtly 
conſidered him a proper perſon to ſucceed 
biſhop WILSoN. 

A fit occaſion here offers, and we gladly 
avail ourſelves of it, to ſay a few words 
reſpecting the laſt-mentioned prelate ; 
who certainly ſhone forth as one of the 
moſt excellent that ever adorned the epiſ- 
copal character. His lordſhip was ſingu- 
larly long indulged to the dioceſe of Sodor 
and Mann, by divine Providence; having 
preſided over it for more than half a cen- 
tury ! He was eminently diſtinguiſhed for 


dee a letter in the Gentleman's Magazine for May, 
1796, p. 379, figned INSULAR1s. The letter is there 


dated July 10, 1995,—above two years before the editor 


had any thought of drawing up theſe Memoirs,

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the great fanctity and rectitude of his 
life, no leſs than for his benevolence, 
hoſpitality, and unremitting attention to 
the wants and happineſs of the people 
entruſted to his guardian care. He en- 
couraged agriculture amongſt them, 
eſtabliſhed ſchools for the inſtruction of 
the young inhabitants, and founded pa- 
rochial libraries in every diſtri& of his 
dioceſe. His virtues were, in ſhort, fo 
numerous, and ſo amply diſplayed, that 
he approved himſelf in every ſenſe an 
ineſtimable bleſſing to the Iſle of Mann, 
and an ornament to human nature. 
Venerable in his aſpe&t, meek in all his 
deportment, his face illumined with true 
chriſtian mildneſs, and his heart glowing 
with godlike philanthropy “, he went 
about, like his divine maſter, doing gaod. 
His whole character expreſſed the mind 
within, and gave to every beholder an 
animating idea of the * beauty of holi- 
neſs.” With that pride and avarice, 
which ſome have been found to aſſume,

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who yet bore the name of prelates, he was 


totally unacquainted. He was in fact too 1. 
great to be proud &, and too feelingly. li- ] 
beral to be covetous. His palace was a 
the Temple of Charity. Hoſpitality ſtood t 


at his gate, and, invited the ſtranger and 
the beggar alike to a plenteous repaſt: 
inſomuch, that it was not unaptly ob- 
ſerved, by a gentleman of the iſland, who 
knew him well, „that his lordſhip kept 
beggars from every body's door but his 
own.” The day he conſecrated to bene- 
volence ; and the night to that ardent and 
ſincere devotion, which iſſues from the 
heart. His revenue was dedicated to the 
poor and needy ; and, not contented with

and example, to cbnduct his little flock 
to the kingdom of heaven.

He died in the ninety-third year of his 
age, on the 7th of March, 1755, juſtly 
revered and lamented by the whole land, 
and by all good men. His grave was 
watered with the tears of thofe whom his 
bounty had ſupported, whom his benig- 
nity had gladdened, or his eloquent piety 
had “ turned unto righteouſneſs.” Even 
to this day, many of the inhabitants 
never hear his name mentioned, but the 
drops of gratitude inſenſibly ſwell in their 
eye; while the faultering tongue bleſſes 
the memory of their pious benefactor, 
whoſe unbounded kindneſs towards them

the church- yard of Kirk-Michael; and 


over his remains a monument has been 
raiſed by his only ſon, with a very ſhort 


and modeſt - inſcription, concluding em-

&« LRT THIS ISLAND SPEAK THE REST!“ 


No better monument, however, can 
poſſibly exiſt of ſo great a character, 
than his own numerous and valuable wri- 
tings already mentioned. 

If any thing in this world can make up 
for the loſs of ſuch a man, and at ſo in- 
tereſting a period, it very happily oc- 
curred in the caſe before us. Their Father 
had reſerved yet another bleſſing for the in- 
habitants of Mona!

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Mr. HiLpesLEY was well calculated to 
heal the wounds ſo deeply inflicted by the 
deceaſe of his pious exemplar: he ac- 
cordingly accepted the nomination of the 
duke of Athol to the biſhoprick of Sopor 
and Manw*, in 1755; and after being 
created Poctor in Divinity on the 7th of 
April in that year, by archbiſhop Herring, 


a licence of conſecration, within the pro- 


vince of Canterbury, was granted by his 
grace the 24th of April: in purſuance of 
which he was conſecrated in Whitehall 
chapel on the 27th by Dr. Hutton, arch- 
biſhop of Vork; aſſiſted by Dr. Richard 
Trevor, biſhop of Durham ; Dr. Richard 
Oſbaldeſton, then of Carliſle; and Dr. 
Edmund Keene, then of Cheſter ; being 
all the biſhops of the Northern Province : 
and, on the 6th of Auguſt following, was 
inſtalled in the uſual place for that ſo- 
lemnity, the cathedral of St. German on 
Peel, in the Ifle of Mann. | 
Painful to many, from long habits of 
eſteem, yet pleaſing to all who loved him, 
this moſt unexpected event was, perhaps,

health, at near three-ſcore years of age, 


was not likely to be recruited, amidſt the 
united preſſure of thoſe clerical and ſchool 
engagements, in which, as they were pur- 
ſued from juſt and ſteady principle, he 
ſeems cloſely to have occupied his whole 
time.

to ſupport the dignity of his ſtation .

Biſhop HIT DESsLEV held till his deceaſe 
the above-mentioned maſterſhip, or office 
of maſter or almner of Chriſt's hoſpital 
in Sherburn, near the city of Durham F. 
It was worth to him about a clear four 
hundred and fifty pounds per annum, 
though ſaid by ſome to be of much greater 
value ; and had been very kindly-given by 
his friend biſhop Trevor, upon the de- 
ceaſe of Dr, David Gregory, dean of 
Chriſt-church, Oxford; to which, after 
being licenſed, pro formd, as a publick 
preacher throughout the dioceſe of Dur- 
ham, he was collated and inducted Octo- 
ber 10, 1767, 

This wholly-unſought preferment was 
attended with a very pleaſing circumſtance

„Minor already noticed *, on whoſe bes 
half Mr, HitDesLEY, when young, had 
been offered to hold the rectory.. of 
Houghton cum Witton, was no other 
than the honourable Richard Trevor, 
then only about nineteen years of age, 
and who afterwards became lord biſhop 
of Durham.

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The intended young incumbent was the | 
fourth fon of Thomas, lord Trevor, 
baron of Bromham, in Bedfordſhire, by 
Anne his ſecond wife, widow of fir Ro- 
bert Bernard, bart. He was born Sep- 
tember 30, 1707, and, after receiving the 
firſt rudiments of education at Biſhop- 
Stortford ſchool, was removed to Welt 
minſter; and when of proper age en- 
tered a gentleman commoner of Queen's 
college, Oxford. In 1727, he was elected 
fellow of All-Souls, where he took his de- 
gree of A. M. January 28, 1731. On 
his receiving prieſt's orders in 1732, he 
was preſented, by his relation ſir Robert 
Bernard (who ſucceeded ſir John as pa- 
tron), to the rectory of Houghton cum 
Witton, which had been retained for him 
during his minority. In 1735, Mr. Tre- 
vor ſucceeded Dr. Terry, as canon of 
Chriſt- church; and on the roth of June, 
1736, proceeded LL. D. for which de- 
gree he went out grand compounder. 
In January, 1744, he was, by king 
George II. appointed biſhop of St. Da- 
vid's; from thence tranſlated to the ſee of 
Durham, November 9, 1752 ; and, upon 
the death of Dr. Gregory in 1767, his 

lord- 
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lordſhip conferred the maſterſhip of Sher- 
burn houſe on biſhop Hildeſley, as above- 
mentioned. 

So laſting a ſenſe of recollection, be. 
nevolence, and reſpect for a worthy and 
amiable acquaintance, after a period of 
more than forty years, is a very convin— 
cing evidence of Dr. HiLDESLEY's merits, 
in the eſtimation of biſhop Trevor ; and 
certainly reflects equal honour both on

during with exemplary fortitude, a moſt 
cruel and painful illneſs, which turned to 
gangrene, died much regretted, January 9,

Previous to his reſiding in the Iſle of 
Mann, biſhop HiLDtesLEyY called to take 
leave of his people at Hitchin ; to whom 
he had become juſtly endeared, and for 
whom, as well as for his pariſhioners at 
Holwell, he always retained and mani- 
felted the greateſt reſpe& and cordiality. 
His farewell ſermon at Hitchin is ſtill re- 
membered : it drew tears from all who 


heard it: and when he viſited the pariſh 


two years after, on returning to England 


from his dioceſe, he affectionately recog- 
nized the meaneſt of his catechumens, 
and other friends. The diſcourſe which 
he preached to them upon this trying 
occaſion was peculiarly pathetick ; for it 
came from the heart of a much-loved 
ſpeaker, ſoon to be heard by them no 
more!

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Both in his various letters and in his con- 
yerſation,” it was always his cuſtom to 
ſpeak of the deceaſed prelate with a kind 
of filial reſpect and veneration.

and had fouls to be ſaved, as well as they, 


theſe true benefactors provided tranſlations 
into the vulgar native language, for their 
| D 3 coun- 
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countrymen ; inſomuch, that moſt nations 
under Heaven, ſhortly after their conver- 
ſion to Chriſtianity, could hear Jeſus 
ſpeaking to them in their mother tongue; 
not by the voice of their Minifter only, but 
likewiſe by the written word, tranſlated and 


vi/ible, for their daily inſtruction and 


comfort. 
If, then, to have the lively oracles of 
Heaven thus familiariſed to proſelytes and 


converts from very early times, appears 


not only to have been thought on, but 
practiſed with energy and ſucceſs; no 
doubt, it was becauſe the work was eſ- 
teemed moſt profitable, for the readier in- 
troduction of ſaving faith into the hearts 
of men, who now were happily enabled 


to ſay, in the words of the Pſalmiſt, As 


we have heard, ſo have we ſeen.” 
„The judgement of Ariſtotle is well 
known, and worthy of remembrance ; 
(nor does it, in the caſe before us, ſeem 
inapplicable to the good Biſhops WILSON 
and HILDESLEY.) If Timotheus, ſaid he, 
had not been, we had not had much ſweet 
muſick ; but if Phrynis, his maſter, had 
not been, we had not had Timotheus.“ 


Bleſſed therefore be they, and moſt ho- 


1 noured 
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noured be their names, who brake the ice, 
and gave free iſſue to that. vital ſtream, 
which helpeth forward to the ſaving of 
ſouls. To this end, what can be more 


powerfully conducive, than to deliver 


God's book unto God's people in a tongue 
which they underſtand ; ſenſible, that of 
an hidden treaſure, and of a fountain that 
is ſealed, there is no profit? How many 
books of profane learning have been re- 
traced again and again, by the ſame tranſ-_ 
lators, and by others! Of one and the 
ſame book of Ariſtotle's Ethicks, there are 
extant not ſo few as fix or ſeven verſions. 
Now, if this coſt may bejuſtly beſtowed up- 
on the fragile Gourd, which affordeth to 


man a little ſhade, which to-day flouriſh- 


eth, and to-morrow is cut down; what may 
we not beſtow, nay, what ought we not to 
beſtow, upon the generous Vine, whoſe fruit 
maketh glad the conſcience of man, and 
whoſeſtem abideth for ever? And this is that 
word of God, which learning and labour, 
piety and zeal, ſo long perſevered to tranſ- 
late, and at length were happy to achieve.“ 
For this ſalutary purpoſe were many 
choſen, worthier in other men's eyes than 
in their own; who, ſeeking the truth ra- 
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ther than their own praiſe, ſaw in their 
reſpective exertions their exceeding great 
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reward; and thus, through the good 
hand of God upon them, brought their 
work to that finiſhed cloſe, which 1s now 
ſo joyfully experienced in the Ifle of Mann. 
In the year 1699, the year after his con- 
ſecration, and fifty-ſ1x years previous to 
Dr. HILDEsTEV's acceſſion, —biſhop WII. 
Son had publiſned a ſmall catechetical 
treatiſe, in Manks and Engliſh, intitled, 
+ The Principles and Duties of Chriſti- 
anity.” This he cauſed to be printed, for 
the uſe of the Iſlanders; and it was cer- 
tainly the ſecond, at leaſt, if not the firſt 
book, that ever appeared in the Manks 
language. It had often indeed been ſaid, 
that the Holy Bible was long ſince tranſ- 
lated into that language, under the care 
of biſhop Philips; a man much eſteemed 
for his learning, piety, and hoſpitality, 
who was conſecrated to the dioceſe in 
1605, and died in 1633. And to this re- 
port Camden adds, But, by reaſon of 
his death, it never came to the preſs ; ſo 
that the nuaiſters read the. ſcriptures to 
the people in the Manks language out of 
the Englith;—by what biſhop Hildeſley 
| o elſewhere 
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elſewhere calls “an offhand traſlation.“ 
Upon the beſt inquiry, however, that can 
be made, the fact appears to be ſimply 
this; that no more was attempted by 
biſhop Philips than a tranflation of the 
Book of Common Prayer; which, although 
ſtill extant, had long ago become obſolete, 
and is of no uſe at all to the preſent ge- 
neration *, | 

Biſhop W11.50n, ſome time after, cor- 
rected and improved his very uſeful tract, 
by making conſiderable additions; and in 
this ſhape he called it“ The Knowledge 
and Practice of Chriſtianity made eaſy to 
the meangſt capacities; or, an Eſſay to- 
wards an INSTRUCTIONS for the INDIANS,” 
2mo; under which title it was firſt pub- 
lithed in the year 1740, and hath fince 
gone through ſeveral editions both in 
Manks and Engliſh. 

The plan for tranſlating the New Teſ- 
tament took its riſe under peculiar circum- 
ſtances, and proved at length the happy 
offspring of misfortune. It had originally 
been concerted between biſhop WILsoN, 
and Dr, William Walker, one of his Lord-

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*ſhip's vicars- general, whilſt priſoners in 


the gaol of Caſtle-Ruſhin; to which place, 
in the year 1722, they had been moſt wick- 
edly committed by a captain Alexander 
Horne, the then abandoned governor of 
the iſland; and where they were not only 
kept for two months cloſely confined, but 
all perſons were denied admittance within 
the walls, to ſee or converſe with them *. 
The printing of St. Matthew's goſpel 
alone, as before obſerved, together with 
a tranſlation in manuſcript of the other

and others, the world is indebted for thoſe excellent phi- 
loſophical, religious, and hiſtorical productions, which 


have dignified the ſufferings of genius, and greatly be- 


nefited mankind. 
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three, and of the Acts, cloſed the progreſs 
of this generous deſign, which death denied 
biſhop Wilſon the power to finiſh. | 

It was thus left to the care and refolu- 
tion of his worthy ſucceſſor ; who, at 
length, had the great honour and happi- 
neſs to ſee it completed, by the divine 
bleſſing upon his own endeavours, and 
on thoſe of his clergy, in conſequence of 
a ſucceſsful application made to the So- 
CIETY FOR PROMOTING CHRISTIAN K NoW- 
LEDGE ; who, immediately, and in the 
moſt liberal manner, eſpouſed the cauſe, — 
together with the aid of many perſons of 
eminence and diſtinction, Who were pleaſed 
to honour themſelves by patroniſing the 
undertaking. Doctor Thomas Wilſon, 
late a prebendary of Weſtminſter, and 
rector of St. Stephen's, Walbrook, ſon of 
the former prelate *, ſent biſhop HiLDpes- 
LEY the firſt twenty guineas, to encourage 
. a ſubſcription which was ſtrenuouſly ſo- 

licited in perſon by his lordſhip, for de- 
fraying the great expence; and he alſo 
very eſſentially forwarded the good work, 
by giving up ſuch parts of it then, in his

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poſſeſſion, as had been printed or tranſ- 
lated under the inſpection of his father. 
At firſt, with the ſanction and ſupport 
of the ſociety, Dr. HiLvesLEy printed 
only The New Teſtament; The Book of 
Common Prayer * ; . The Chriſtian Moni- 
tor; Mr. Lewis's Expolition of the Cate- 
chiſm; and Biſhop Wilſon's Form of Prayer, 
for the uſe of the Herring Fiſhery +. But 
the benefactions came in ſo far beyond 
their expectation, that-in or about the 
year 1766 they were encouraged to ſet on 
foot a Manks verſion of the Old Teſtament 
alſo, entire f.

But, in the mean fime, our good bi- 
ſhop's health, which was always delicate, 
began to decline, and ſhewed ſome alarm- 
ing ſymptoms of approaching diſſolution.

| which, occaſion, according to his own re- 
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In conſequence of this application, his 
lordſhip ſoon found relief from medical 
aſſiſtance: but, although he. gained firm- 
neſs enough to venture on a vifit to his 
hoſpital near Durham, in June 1772, his 
uſual vivacity was viſibly much reduced, 
and application to buſineſs, of any kind, 
proved rather irkſome. This cantänüsd 
till about the nagdgle of, November fol- 
lowing, when he again had a favourable 
return of ſprightlineſs; diſpatched all 


common affairs without apparent fatigue; 


and performed the duties of his miniſterial * 
office with great alacrity.

ment :** And this, with Auch convincing 
force, and ſo friendly a feeling for his do-

Thus, „in ſomething like prophetic 


firain *,“ docs this good man ſeem to have 
anticipated, and to have prepared others 
for his own death : for, on Monday fol- 
lowing, the goth of November, after 
dining and cheerfully converſing in his 
palace at Biſhop's court, with his family 
and one of the neighbouring clergy around 
him, he was ſ{effed with a ſtroke of apo- 
plexy on the left ſide ; which, literally, 
in a moment did deprive him of his in- 
tellectual powers: And in this ſituation 
he remained till that day week ; when he 
calmly reſigned a valuable exiſtence, m 
the ſfeventy-fourth year of his age.

OP THE LAST ILLNESS AND DEATH 


OP 
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Ir is remarkable,“ ſays Mr. Moore, 
<« that, for a fortnight before he died, he 
was, apparently, in better health and ſpi- 
rits than he had been forſome months pre- 
ceding. This is what they here call“ a 
Lightening before Death.” On thevery day 
previous to his being taken ill, Sunday 
the, 29th of November, 1772, he per- 
formed the whole duty of the day in his 
chapel; ſeemingly with much eaſe and 
pleaſure to himſelf, as well as to the 
great ſatisfaction of all his hearers; went 
through his domeſtick duties of devotion 
in the ſame manner; and, as uſual, ſpoke 
for an hour in the evening to his ſervants 
and the family on religious duties and ſub- 
jects, which was his conſtant cuſtom. 
The next day, November the zoth, being 
a holiday (St. Andrew's), he read the ſer- 
vice of the day, in his chapel, equally 
E 4 well 
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well and clear as on the day before *; 
but, it being a wet ſtormy day, inſtead 
of his uſual morning's walk, he tookiWe» 
veral turns the length of his hall and 
parlour, for above an hour; talking to 
his ſiſter of various matters, and about 
his intended journey to Sherburn and 
London next ſummer. And on her ob- 
ſerving to him, that he would require a ju- 
dicious ſervant to attend him, on account 


of his but indifferent ſtate of health at 


times, he ſaid, * any ſervant would do 
for him; and added, that he ſhould 
have been well enough, had he not been 
plied with too much laudanum, in his 
former illneſs at Ballamoore .“ As he 
walked to and fro', he ſometimes took 
up a Spectator, that his ſiſter had been 
reading, and caſt his eye over it for a few 
minutes, and ſo continued his walk : then

took 
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took it up again, *till he had read it 
through. It was Saturday's paper, of 
July 26, vol. VIT*. This day he had 
a neighbouring clergyman to dine with 
him, and dined with a tolerably good ap- 
petite; ſat converfing with him tilh be- 
tween three and four o'clock ; roſe from 
his chair without much effort; {aw his 
gueſt to the hall, and returned to the par- 
lour, but with a ; tottering haſty kind of 
gait, which ſometimes took him ſince his 
former illneſs. On this, his ſer begged 
him to fit down; but he did not; aſked 
if Mr. Corlett was gone, for that there 
were two letters which might be ſent by 
him, and took them out of his caſe. 
Mr. Corlett was called, and, coming in

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with his lordſhip's fiſter, found him in 
the chair : he took no notice of them, but 
ſeemed intent on reading, or looking for 
ſomething; on which the gentleman went 
away without the letters. In leſs than 
twoginates his ſiſter returned, and found 
that he had fallen off his chair, Had had 
faſt hold of a moulding under the win- 
dow-ſeat, which he had pulled off, in at- 
tempting to riſe. On her approach he 
turned round, and looking up in her 
face, ſaid, with a ſmile, © Hetty, I can't 
Tiſe.”” How ſhe got him up, and ſeated 
him in his chair, ſhe knows not, for they 
were alone, and ſhe much frightened. 
He had ſtill the two letters in his hand, 
which ſhe took, and ſent them after Mr. 
Corlett to the ſtables, imagining this 
would go off, like ſomething of the ſame 
kind, that had alarmed them about a fort- 
night before. On one of the ſervants' 
coming in, with a petition relative to a 
ſuit in the biſhop's court, his ſiſter found 
that he had loſt his ſpeech, and the uſe of 
one hand,—indeed, of one ſide entirely 
But, thinking this might rouſe his atten- 
tion, ſhe put the petition ,into his hand, 
which he read through ; and it plainly 

appeared

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appeared that he underſtood it, as he re- 
peatedly afterwards mentioned, though 
with much difficulty, the petitioner's 
place of abode. He then had the ſheet 
turned, and ſeemed ſtill to read, where 
nothing vas written; made ſome ſign, by 
— as if he wanted an almanack, 
which his ſiſter opened to him in De- 
cember; and he ran his finger upon it, 
till about the ſeventh or eigbib day“. 

A letter coming in from Ramſay, was 
read to him; but he took no notice of it, 
and ſeemed quite inſenſible of any thing: 
and in this condition he was carried up 
to bed, when Mr. Wilks arrived, about 
five the ſame evening; and Dr. Scott 
being ſent for from Douglas, got to Bi- 
ſhop's Court the ſame night. Before the 
doctbr. came, the biſhop had got ſome 
warm claret and currant-jelly, and would 
have his ſiſter take a cup of the ſame,

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In the mean time, his ſtupor and inſenſi- 
bility increaſing, all that could be done in 
the medical way proved ineffectual. He 
ſeemed to make ſome attempts to ſpeak 
at times, but hardly any thing intelligible. 
And thus he continued till the Sunday 
night following, December the 6th, and 
expired, quietly, about one in the morn- 
ing of the ſeventh; much and greatly la- 
mented by his whole dioceſe, who have 
loſt in him a moſt affectionate and faith- 
ful paſtor, ever attentive to the ſpiritual 
and temporal welfare of the people com- 
mitted to his care. 

His zeal and piety, in getting the 
Scriptures of the Old and New Teſta- 
ment, together with the book of Com- 
mon Prayer, printed and publiſhed in the 
Manks tongue, for the uſe of his dio- 
ceſe, is, above all others, the ſtrongeſt 
and moſt laſting proof that «an be given, 
of his ardent love and concern for the 
good of his ſpiritual charge. And theſe 
he carried with him 7 the grave, and 
even into his grave: as he had by his 
will directed, that the funeral office and 
ſermon ſhould be in Manks; which was 
performed accordingly.

The great taſk, as we have already re- 
marked, was not finiſhed till above ſeven 
years after the date of the biſhop's wall, 
and but juſt a few days only before he 
died. So ſingularly were his ſanguine 
hopes fulfilled ; who © wiſhed but to live 
to ſee it finiſhed, and ſhould then be 
happy, die when he would *!“

and is a pleaſing ſpecimen of his general 
diſpoſition. * I Ltave, ſays he, to my very 
worthy friend, James Heywood, Eſq. of 
Auſtin-Fryers, London *, my moſt hearty 
thanks and acknowledgements; in the 
firſt place, for the honour he did me, and 
the confidence he placed in me, by com- 
mitting his ſon and heir to my care in 
his education, acroſs the ſeas, to the Iſle 
of Mann, for three years; and for the 
handſome compenſation annually and 
punctually remitted to me for the ſame: 
which I would, now, willingly return to 
him, were it not that 1 conceive his ge- 


nerous ſoul would diſdain to accept it. 


Do ALso moſt thankfully acknowledge the 
many and great civilities received from

mended to us in your Jordſhip's ſermons, 
lately delivered in our church.

The above addreſs, ſo far as it reſpects 
the accommodation of his flock in the 
Houſe of God, ſhews how much the 
ſubject occupied biſhop HILDESLEY's at- 
tention, It had lain indeed for ſome 
years, and very ſeriouſly, upon his mind. 
In his third Conference, p. 99, publiſhed 
at this period, (1762, ) we meet with the 
following paſſage, ſtrongly expreſſive of 
his ſentiments, both in point of piety and 
of decorum. And now, that Iam recur- 
ring to the matter of order and decency in 

Divine 
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Divine Service, one thing I would here 
beg leave to obſerve to you on that head; 


which is, that, in the congregation to 


which I belong, our room for proper de- 
portment and uniformity of geſture, 
which the generality ſeem very defirous to 
ſhew, is ſo /canty and confined, that it is 
not without the greateſt inconvenience and 
uneaſineſs they comply with the appointed 
cuſtom of #4nee/ing : inſomuch, that we 
have frequent inſtances of perſons carried 
out ſick, even when the weather is very 
temperate, —owing to an exceeding cloſe 
crowd. I have ſometimes thought, and 
hoped, that this manifeſtly great impedi- 
ment to the undiſturbed performance of 
regular worſhip might occaſion ſome well - 
diſpoſed perſons, who honour God's houſe, 
and think well of our Conſtitution, to take 
into conſideration ſome ways and means 
for enlarging our places of worſhip, for 
the better accommodation of the ſerious 
and pious frequenters of the ſervice there 
performed. I have reaſon to believe, 
however, that the complaint I am now 
referring to is not peculiar to the con- 
gregation I make a part of; for, by what 


1 heęar from thoſe of other diſtricts, it is 


pretty 
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pretty general in this part of the efabliſhed 
Church of England; inſomuch, that al- 
though moſt of our chriſtian aſſemblies 
would fain expreſs the humble ſenſe they 
have of themſelves, by the poſture of 
kneeling, in each part of the {ſervice 
where it is required; yet, were a ſtranger, 
unacquainted with inconveniences of the 
ſort, to come into our churches, in the 
time of ſervice, and ſee the heaps of fel- 
low Chriſtians preſſing upon each other, 
panting for breath, and endeavouring 
for room, he would be apt to think, and 
ſay, ©* Surely this is no other than a Houſe 
of Confinement for Criminals ''—We are in- 
formed that the late biſhop, Dr. Maſon, 
had taken this buſineſs into contemplation; 


and had even commenced a plan for en- 


larging ſeveral of the churches in his di- 
oceſe, which at preſent are in ſome diſtricts 
too ſmall, to contain, with eaſe and com- 
fort, the increaſed number of inhabitants.

leſs the tender youth of a country be im- 
bued with thoſe ſimple and eſſential rudi- 
ments of knowledge, on which depends 
the whole ſuperſtructure of wiſdom, mo- 
rals, and piety, in advancing life?

So much was his lordſhip of this opi- 
nion, that there was one buſineſs in parti- 
cular, concerning which he always felt 
himſelf very anxious; namely, the im- 
provement of the academical ſcholars, or 
young men of the iſland, deſigned for the 
miniſtry in the Church of Mann. They were 
ordered conſtantly to attend him once a 
month at Biſhop's Court, where he per- 
ſonally examined them in the Claſſicks, 
the Greek Teſtament, and the Thirty- 
nine Articles; then had them to read 
over diſtinctly ſome portion of the Holy 
Scriptures, in order to qualify them for 
reading in publick; and, when that was 
done, addreſſed them in a valuable and 
paternal exhortation, reſpe&ing their mo-

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rals and conduct. This he continued du- 
ring life; „and I myſelf,” ſays one of 
the reverend communicators of this ar- 
ticle*, „attended his lordſhip, with 
others, for ſeveral years, upon that inte- 
reſting occaſion.” 


To ſum up the qualities, as we have 
traced the deportment, of biſhop Har.- 
'DESLEY, can be attended with little dif- 
ficulty, from the foregoing narration, 
His primitive and ſimple manners, ever 
unaſſuming, ever amiable, attracted the 
early notice of Mr. Radcliffe ; and ac- 
quired from his diſcernment that affec- 
tionate appellation of Father,“ already 
mentioned. His conſtant aſſiduity and 
unwearied labours in the character of a 
true pariſh-prieſt, ſtruck no leſs power- 
fully the attention of the duke of Athol, 
his illuſtrious patron ; and confirmed in 
his grace's mind the well-founded opi- 
nion, that He who was thus faithful in 
little, would be {o likewiſe in more. 
We are expreisly aſſured, that it was his

Enough however is revealed, to evince 
the force of truth; to eſtabliſh the cauſe 
of piety; to animate us in the faithful 
diſcharge of duty; and to urge us, in 
every condition, to cultivate thoſe virtues, 
which ſooner or later are their own re- 
ward. 

The poſt of honour, we ſee therefore, 
ſought out Mr. HIL DESsLEVY; not he, it. And 
in this event, as in a thouſand others, we 
feel very pleaſingly realized that happy 
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ſentence of his old acquaintance and 
friend, the author of Night-Thoughts: 


High worth 1s elevated place: tis more; 
It makes the place ſtand candidate for thee: 
Makes more than monarchs, makes an honeſt man: 
Though no exchequer it command, tis wealth, 
And though it wear no ribband, *tis renown.” 


The tenour of his life, indeed, was one 
continued tiſſue of active, ſpontaneous 
benevolence, both in private and in pub- 
hck. Towards others, in narrow circum- 
ſtances, but of fair deſert, he felt himſelf 
ſtrongly impelled to be liberal, by a 
very cogent conſideration, to which he 
always liſtened ; namely, that he himſelf, 
in former days, and for no ſhort period, 
had experienced ſimilar difficulties; occa- 
ſioned by the ſlenderneſs of an income 
ill ſuited to his native benignity and ac- 
knowledged worth*. We find, that to 
his widowed parent, and to his other do- 
meſtick relatives, he was ſingularly kind, 
even whilſt his church preferment was 
comparatively ſmall. One inſtance, in 
particular, of his very lively ſenſe of that

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cordial duty, which reſults from higher 
conſiderations than any mere human laws 
were ever yet ordained to enforce, has 
been accidentally met with; nor can we 
withhold the mention of an account 
found amongſt his private papers, which 
tells far more than any laboured pane- 
gyrick could do, in honour of this exem- 
plary ſecond JosEPH. 

To introduce the buſineſs alluded to is 
the object of our inſerting. a few ex- 
tracts from the correſpondence of Mr. 
Rowland Hildeſley, brother to the biſhop. 
The firſt is dated October 31, 1726, a 
few months after their father's death, 
leaving five females, unſettled in life, to 
the care of heaven !—** My mother cer- 
tainly has gone through a great deal. I 
cannot but join with you in opinion, and 
think it will be for the beſt in the end; 
and I am now as well ſatisfied as if you 
had accepted the terms :'* [he means re- 
ſpecting the living of Houghton cum 
Witton.] “I don't doubt in the leaſt but 
Providence will ſtill be on our fide, and 
that ſhe and my filters will live comfort- 
ably enough, while io good a ſon and 
brother 1s living, which 1 think is a very 
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great bleſſing to us all; certainly a hard 
talk upon you; though may be you mayn't 
think it ſo, but rather a pleaſure, that it 
is in your power to be ſo kind and aſſiſt- 
ant to us all. I am very glad to hear 
ſiſter Birdy * is ſo well fixed; and pleaſed 
that Hetty 1s in town, at couſin Fitche's, 
as Frank tells me. Fanny and Molly I 
dare ſay will do well enough, with the 
aſſiſtance of friends, as I find we are not 
likely to want. As to myſelf, I know not 
what 1 am fit for, but to drudge on in 
the old way; and, at laſt, I may make 
a good bait for a fiſh.” 

In the ſame letter is this ſtriking ſen- 
tence : „I was very ſorry to hear of the 
death of my good friend, couſin Gower, 
There is an end, I ſuppoſe, of all my in- 
tereſt with Mr. Chetwynd. I am deter- 
mined to make myſelf eaſy: I cannot be 
well lower than I am; and as for riſing 
higher, I don't expect it. Thank Gop, I 
meet with no great hardſhips or ill uſage, 
and have a ſufficient quantity of meat, 
drink, and clothes, and in a wholeſome

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manner, altho' not quite ſo palatable. I 
thank you for your kind offer; and ſhould 
accept it, were it not for ſhame, and the 
unreaſonableneſs of the thing. Tis plain 
you have enough on your hands already ; 
and as I am clear of the world, which 1s 
a happineſs I am not inſenſible of, ſurely 
I may ſome way or other contrive to live, 
without throwing myſelf wholly on your 
hands; though I can't ſay I can live in a 
tolerable way as I am, without your aſſiſt- 
ance, which I am well aſſured I ſhall never 
want, while in your power.“ Again, 
November 4, 1727, he ſays, What you 
have done has been purely natural affec- 
tion, with a hearty ſincerity, and without 
any manner of ſelf-intereſt ; and I don't 
in the leaſt doubt, but we ſhall always 
find you the ſame friend and brother, 
and ihall not want your aſſiſtance. when 
'tis in your power. I think you have 
done great things with a little ; and that 
you have now put all my ſiſters in a fair 
way of living comfortably. I ſhall never 
think much of what you do for them ; 
but take as much pleaſure to ſee hem do 
well in the world as myſelf ; and when- 
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ever you aſſiſt the family, I am as well 
pleaſed, as if you aſſiſted me.” 

There is every reaſon from hence to 
conclude, that the finances of his pa- 
ternal and numerous family were re- 
ſtricted. Many other men are known by 
their communications. The temperature of 
Mr. HIL DESLEV's ſpirit is at length pro- 
claimed, without his moſt diſtant inten- 
tion, by a diſcovery of much good, done 
as it were by flealth; and fully juſtify ing 
the inference of Cicero, Mens cujuſque is 
et quiſque. It is peculiarly pleaſing, 
therefore, to read that ſhort ſtatement 
of his. filial and fraternal piety, which 
the following memorandum, in his own 
hand writing, conveys ; and which, per- 
haps, no eyes living but his own ever ſaw, 
until the latter were for ever cloſed in 
death! ; 
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« Monty diſburſed to, and for the uſe of 
our family ; from the death of my fa- 


ther, April 28, 1727, to April 28, 1736, 
containing the ſpace of eleven years.

His yearly eſtabliſh- 
ment of forty potinds for the added cle- 
rical ſervices at Hitchin and Holwell, does 
credit to his feelings: it demonſtrates not 
only the ſincerity of his zeal, as a faithful 
paſtor, 
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paſtor, but his kind remembrance, as a 
friend : abſent, indeed, and far remote 
in perſon; but ever ſpiritually preſent 
amongſt a people whom he fincerely 
loved, in the beſt evidences of ſentiment 
and regard. If his chaplain at Sherburn 
hoſpital be ill- mounted, biſhop HitDpesLEy 
aids him in the purchaſe of a more uſeful 
ſteed. If his ſalary of fifty pounds a year 
be found too ſmall, he enlarges it, in ef- 
fect; but, at the ſame time, to preclude a 
preſcript claim of exaggeration from the 
hands of his ſucceſſors, it comes ſimply in 
the ſhape of a ſeparate gift“. He gave, 
as it was really wanted; and this, perhaps, 
is the only true, becaule it is the only uſe- 
ful donation. At his firſt coming to the 
dioceſe, the fund appropriated for the 
ſupport of clergymen's widows in the Iſle 
of Mann was very ſmall. Commiſerating, 
therefore, the hardſhips which many of 
them ſuſtained, he exerted his beſt endea- 
vours with ſucceſs, to get ſome of the 
pooreſt of them admitted to enjoy a pen- 
ſion amongſt the Englith and Welſh w1- 
dows. He alſo ſucceeded in obtaining ap-

prentice- 
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prentice- fees to be paid for ſome poor 
clergymen's children out of the funds ſet 
apart by the excellent corporation in 
England for the benefit of the Sons of 
the Clergy *. At different times his lord- 
ſhip expended conſiderable ſums of mo- 
ney, towards the enlargement or re-build- 
ing of churches in the iſland. The 
amount of his benefactions in this way, 
we are not now enabled to ſtate with ex- 
actneſs; but from good information, and 
the biſhop's private memoranda, it ap- 
pears to have been upwards of four or 
five hundred pounds. In ſhort, to every 
publick meaſure or charitable aid pro- 
poſed, he was always found ready to con- 
tribute, out of an unambitious income; 
which, at the utmoſt, does not ſeem to 
have ever exceeded 1200]. or 1400l. a year; 
and that income too, from circumſtances 
of local diſtance, ſubjected to many un- 
avoidable deductions, which not a little 
cramped the powers of his willing muni- 
ficence. 

Of the eaſineſs and placidity of his tem- 
per, in matters which to ſome are natu-

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rally productive of much vexation, a 


ſmall evidence may ſuffice ; which is en- 


tered by him in one of thoſe pocket me- 
morandum-books, that he conſtantly uſed 
in travelling. He had been robbed, it 
ſeems, in his way to town from Hitchin, 
on Wedneſday, April 2*, 1755, immedi— 
ately before his nomination to the ſee of 
Sodor and Mann ; for his excellent prede- 
ceſſor died March 7, preceding; Dr. Hil- 
defley was conſecrated on the 27th of 
April: and this is the ſummary notice 
which he takes of his firſt day's excurſion.

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Amongſt his various addreſſes from the 
pulpit, now in being, Mr. Hildeſley gave 
his pariſhioners a diſcourſe, which is ren- 


dered ſingular and ſtriking, both on ac- 


count of the turbulent occaſion that gave 
it birth, and the very unpleaſant, though 
reſpectable, ſituation of its author. He 
tells us, by an indorſement on his notes, 
that it was preached by him, at Hit- 
chin, May 27, 1739, being the Sunday 
after the noted Mr. Whitfield's perform- 
ance there.” To explain this, a kind 
and worthy friend, who communicated 
the manuſcript, has informed the editor 
as follows: Mr. Whitfield came down 
from London in the year 1739, and, 
ſhortly after his arrival, ſome of the in- 
habitants, the greater number of them 
Diſſenters, applied to Mr. Hildeſley, de- 
firing the uſe of his pulpit for the new 
teacher, It was refuſed, upon the grounds 
ſo very candidly ſtated in the ſermon; 
and Mr. Whitfield took up with a tem- 
porary roſtrum in the Market-place, which 
adjoins the church-yard. The ringers had 
placed themſelves in readineſs ; and upon 
Mr. Whitfield's beginning, they began 
too. Their ſuperiority of ſound preſently 

| ſilenced 
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filenced the ſtentorian voice of the ſpeaker; 
who found himſelf reduced to the neceſ- 
ſity of adjourning his crowded audience 
to a more diſtant ſituation, ſo as to finiſh 
his harangue out of the reach of inter- 
ruption from the belfry. This incident 
was merely a frolick of ſome young men 
of the town: but, by thoſe who, from 
whatever motive, had aſſembled upon the 
occaſion, it was generally imputed to the 
amiable vicar. He was in conſequence 
expoſed for ſome time to a deal of viru- 
lence and reproach: how juſtly, or how 
injuriouſly, the diſcourſe would evince, 
had we room for it in the Appendix. 
It moſt amply delineates the heart and 
{pirit of the writer. His text is taken 
from Hebrews, x1. ver. 28. Let us have 
grace, whereby we may ſerve God acceptably, 
with reverence and godly fear. His pero- 
ration, ſhort and pointed, 1s very charac- 
teriſtick, and will be felt by congenial 
minds. Ungenerous return for my 
faithful labours! Unkind people, I had 
almoſt been tempted to ſay, but I for- 
bear; and am ſorry to have had occaſion 
for detaining you ſo long, on ſo ungra- 
cious a topick: and yet, if I had not 

; ſpoken 
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ſpoken to it, the very*ſtones of theſe walls 
might almoſt have been ready to have 
done it for me. One word of comfort 
and ſatisfaction to my/e/f, (which ſome of 
you will the rather excuſe, when it 1s fo 
hard, as you ſee, to meet it from others, 
and I have done. God's providence is 
over all; and I doubt not in the leaſt its 
protection and defence. So long as I 
conſcientiouſly diſcharge my truſt, weighty 
and difficult as it is, to the beſt of my 
power, I ſhall not need to fear, but that 
the divine favour and countenance will go 
along with me, and aſſiſt me to the end 
of my days. I know that Hs, in whom 
I have believed, will never leave nor for- 
ſake me, unleſs 7 firſt deſert Him. On 
him, therefore, even on that great maſter, 
„ whoſe I am, and whom I ſerve, will I 
rely ; and place no confidence in the vart- 
able friendſhip of inconſtant man, which 
every little ſtream of fancy can turn, every 
little wind of humour or caprice can 
blaſt. To the all-ſufficient ſmiles and 
power of heaven will I look, for what 
the whole world without them cannot 
give. Gop is my rock, and my might; 
in him will I truſt; and upon him do I 

call, 
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call, for courage and conduct in the pro- 
greſs of my duty. Grant that my ways 
may but pleaſe thee, O Lord; and then 
I know my very enemies, if any ſuch I have, 
muſt needs be at peace with me. Steady, 
ſteady and even be thy pace, O my ſoul; 
humble and honeſt be my heart.; uniform 
and conſtant be my practice ! Then ſhall 
I glorify thy name, O Lord, upon earth ; 
then ſhall I fight a good fight; ini my 
courſe with joy ; and draw many, many ſouls 
to heaven!“ 

The biſhop had been for ſome time at a 
worthy friend's in England, tranſacting 
buſineſs ; and naturally ſuppoſed he might 
have given ſome trouble to the family, 
whoſe kind attentions to him it was not 
in his nature to overlook. On the morn- 
ing of his departure, juſt as he was get- 
ting into his carriage, the good lady of 
the houſe ran out to her huſband, who 
was taking leave of his gueſt at the gate, 
and told him ſhe had picked up a paper 
that lay on the parlour-floor. It was a 
bank note. The huſband looked at it ; then 
at the biſhop; and was beginning to aſk 
him about it:“ It is not mine, ſaid his 
lordſhip, and drove off. 

He 
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He was very fond of the language of 
the iſland, over which he preſided ; and 
not only uſed to read part of the ſervice, 
but always diſmiſſed the congregation 
with the valedi&ory prayer, The Peace 
of God, &c.” and the bleſſing, in Manks *. 
He frequently expreſſed a wiſh to be aſ- 
ſiſted in learning it; “ and this,” ſays the 
Rev. Dr. Kelly, <* was my primary induce- 
ment for drawing up a Manks Grammar, 
and for compoſing a Dictionary alſo of 
that tongue, for the uſe of his lordſhip 
and others, which was in a great degree 
of forwardneſs at the time of his death.“ 
The latter work, in manuſcript, conſiſting 
of about two volumes, quarto, is at pre- 
ſent in the poſſeſſion of the duke of Athol, 
for his grace's inſpection and appro- 
bation; and we hope it will ſoon come 
into the hands of an impartial publick, 
already too long rendered impatient by 
delay. The grammar, which is in ſome 
reſpect the property of the Society for

It is allo 
uſual with the iſlanders, upon meeting 
their dioceſan, to kneel down on one 
knee, and aſk his bleſſing. 

His lordſhip was a great friend to theo- 
logical diſcuſſions calmly conducted, and 
recommended the practice, both by word 
and by example, to the ſtudents for holy 
orders, upon various ſubje&ts in Divi- 


nity, after the familiar manner of biſhop

dians.“ To the dreſs of his clergy he was 
very attentive: they all wore wigs; and even 
the ſtudents of ſixteen and ſeventeen years 
of age conformed to the cuſtom, which he 
approved, both for the ſake of diſtinction 
and decorum. Seeing a clergyman arrive 
at his gate, wrapped in a travelling blue 
great-coat, he aſked another, then ſtand- 
ing by him, What captain of a ſhip 
that was?” who muſt juſt then have 
paſſed, in his way up ſtairs, within hear- 
ing of what was ſaid, to the no ſmall 
confuſion of the viſitor, 

Happy to receive ſtrangers, he treated 
them in a very hoſpitable manner; was 
always fond of the company and conver- 
ſation of ladies; and particularly attentive 
and polite to ſuch gentlemen of the army 
and navy as happened to viſit the coaſt. 
From principle he was abſtemious ; never 
ate wild fowl, things ftrangled, or blood: 
he was no wine-bibber, but temperate in 
all things, and remarkably careful and 
cautious in his diſcourſe, ſo as to avoid 
giving offence or uneaſineſs. For himſelf, 
he felt much, if at any time he heard 
the leaſt indecency of converſation ; and

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to ſwearing and prophaneneſs he viſibly 
4 evinced a rooted abhorrence. Having one 
day performed the ceremonial of marriage 
for a naval officer, —Mr. T. another gen- 
tleman of that deſcription (who after. 
wards very actively contributed to get the 
trunk containing the manuſcript Manks 
verſion out of the ſhip's hold, when 
wrecked in 1771, and thus fortunately 
preſerved it), ſat in form, before dinner, 
with the reſt of the company. His lord- 
ſhip happened to be ſpeaking with much 
78 applauſe of captain Dumareſq ; of his ri- 
4 gidly abſtaining from oaths himſelf, and 
rendering the uſe of them needleſs to en- 
force diſcipline on board his ſhip ; when 
4 a circumſtance ſingularly awkward took 
3 place. Mr. T. it ſeems, having come 
p through a ſhower of rain, wore a pair of 
thick riding-hoſe, which he had borrowed 
from a .poor cottager on the way; and 
happening to look downward, eſpied a 
ſomething crawling up his knee; upon 
which, with a violent ejaculation, he ex- 
claimed - d the louſe !** The 
pious prelate, no leſs than the ſurround- 
ing party, was in a manner -thunder- 
ſtruck ; but he preſently turned the diſ- 


courſe; 
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courſe; and poor T. had an uncom- 
fortable afternoon of it; although his 
lordſhip by the mildeſt attentions endea- 
voured all he could to reſtore him to him- 
ſelf. | 
Unſuſpecting and liberal, he was not a 
little open to impoſition, more eſpecially 
if it appeared under the colour of diſ- 
treſs. Two men, in a ſtate of intoxica- 
tion, as they iſſued from a publick-houſe, 
ſaw the biſhop taking his uſual walk, and 
advancing towards them. In order to 
paſs off their irregular gait for feebleneſs, 
and at the ſame time to practiſe upon 
his charitable temper, they contrived to 
make up a kind of hay-band, and tied it 
round the waiſt of one of them; who, ſi- 
mulating blindneſs, followed his compa- 
nion, whole faultering ſteps, as if from 
extreme want, ſeemed ſcarcely able to 
ſupport him. This preſently attracted 
the good biſhop's notice, who, commi- 
lerating their hard fate, put half a crown 
into their hands, with which they re- 
turned to the publick-houſe ; having thus 
at once eſcaped detection and cenſure, 


and played upon the credulity of bene- 
volence, 
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In his perſon biſhop H1LDesLEY is re- 
preſented, by thoſe now living who beſt 
knew him, to have been ſomewhat, but 
not much, above the middle ſtature ; with 
features rather ſmall, and very regular 
of a fair complexion ; and, as he himſelf 
often tells us, in conſtitution tender and 
weakly*.” 
ſonorous, was in an eminent degree clear 
and diſtin&t : his articulation, in reading, 
and in pulpit delivery, eſpecially in earlier 
life, was pointed, accurate, and perſua- 
ſive; his countenance, attractive, lively, 
and benign. His was the brow ſolute, and 
the eye of benevolence. *© He has an ami- 
able aſpe&,” —ſaid Mr. Samuel Richard- 
ſon, his friend, who certainly ſtudied nature 
well,.“ and a chearfulneſs in his manner, 
which ſeemed to me an aſſurance that 
all was right within +.”

His voice, though not deeply

at an uneaſy diſtance from him, 'through 
heſitancy or apprehenſion.

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It is in this view, more eſpecially, that 
the ſucceſſor of the pious and venerable 
biſhop Wilſon may challenge peculiar at- 
tention: and this 1s the very intereſting 
view in which his biographer was firſt 
ſtruck with ſo fair a character. 

Bleſt by his aſſiduous care for ſeveral 
years together, and aided by ſtill higher 
patronage than his own, the people of 
Mann, who had long fat in the ſhades, as 
to ſpiritual information, were happily en- 
abled to behold the vital light of Heaven. 
He was called forth from ſcenes of ob- 
ſcurity, as the honoured inſtrument of 
Gop's providence, to revive and to com- 


plete that extenſive and palmary work, 


the Tranſlation of HoLY SCRIPTURE, which 
his congenial predeceſſor had begun ; and 
thus, like his amiable exemplar, hath he 
left a name behind him, that his praiſes might 
be reported * ! 

It is highly pleaſing to reflect concern- 
ing this good man, that his ardent ſpirit 
was ſet at eaſe juſt before he died, by ſeeing 
the generous plan wrought out, which he 
had ſo much at heart, almoſt at the laſt 
hour of his well-ſpent day. This, how-

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ever, as we are aſſured by a very reſpect- 
able friend conſtantly about him, was not 
the whole ſcope of his lordſhip's benevolent 
deſigns. ** He had ſtill other objects in 
view,“ ſays he, for the benefit of his 
dioceſe, from which it pleaſed Gop to 
remove him'; and thus leave them to be 
purſued and perfected by his ſucceſſors, 
May the Almighty Diſpoſer of all events 
grant them to have fuch a will for the 
forwarding of their great maſter's work, 
as animated this bright luminary ! and 
may their light ſhine with equal luſtre as 
did his“ !” 

Had he continued among his clergy 
but another year or two, they would, in 
all probability, have been placed in a 
much more comfortable ſituation than at 
preſent; as he meant to have reviſited 
England during the Spring of 1773, to 
ſolicit contributions for the improvement 
of their income.

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paralytick ſtroke which finiſhed his courſe: 
at the ſame time declaring, that he had 
not the leaſt doubt of being able to effect 
it, if Gop ſhould prolong his life. Such 
was the fatherly and kind attention he 
always paid to his humbler brethren of 
the miniſtry : but the moſt eſſential aſſiſt- 
ance which they received from his lord- 
ſhip in pecuniary matters, and which 
lay more directly at his command, was 
his appointing them his proctors, in their 
reſpective pariſhes, to collect his tithes 
and dues, according to the mode of epiſ- 
copal finance eſtabliſhed by antient cuſtom 
in the dioceſe. This was a- conſiderable 
privilege in their favour : it had been 
ſanctioned by biſhops Wilſon and Hil- 
deſley, in order to aſſiſt and augment the 
value of their livings, which in general, 
even with this aid, did not exceed ſixty 
pounds a year : But of this privilege, to 
their no {mall inconvenience, they were 
diveſted by the immediate ſucceſſor in the 
ſee. 

Thus was he ever ready to exert himſelf, 
to ſpend and to be ſpent for the trueſt be- 
nefit of the grateful Manks: and his let- 
ters hereafter ſubjoined will evince how

dently endeavoured to imitate while living. 
Over his grave 1s. erected a handfome 
black marble tomb, with theſe inſcrip- 
tions, to his lady and himſelf.

Mr. Rowland Hildeſley, her a bro- 
ther, deſerves mention, and has been al- 
ready noticed with reſpect: he was born 
at Murſton, in Kent, Feb. 17, 1699. 
There 1s a ſtriking peculiarity in his cha- - 
racter ;—naturally very chearful, but much 
tried and harafſed by unavoidable diſap- 
pointments. He devoted himſelf early to 
the ſervice of the Royal Navy; and wantedy 
only that elevation, to become conſpicuous, 
which intereſt might have produced, had 
it been generouſly exerted in his favour : 
but, for the want of which, he never could 
riſe ſo high as to a lieutenancy in his 
Majeſty's ſervice. His letters to his kind 
correſpondent, friend, and brother, the 
biſhop, are numerous; and contain a 
great quantity of intereſting information, 
in the courſe of his voyages and travels ; 
and of the ſieges, and other occurrences, 
in which he was a party concerned. His 
firſt outſet to ſea was with his uncle, 


I John 
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John Hildefley, Eſq. afterwards a rear- 
admiral ; under whoſe command he ſailed 
in the Flamborough, from the year 1716 
to 1721; when Captain Hildeſley's health 
being much reduced, he took his nephew, 
Mr. Rowland, and a niece, with him, on 
a tour through France, Italy, and Hol- 
land, in order to. recover it: and the ex- 
pedient happily ſucceeded. On their 
route, Mr. Hildefley gave his friends at 


home a variety of intelligence, dated from 


Calais, Boulogne, Paris, Lyons, Mar- 
ſeilles, Genoa, Leghorn, Rome, Naples, 
Puzzoli, Amſterdam, and Rotterdam. It 
appears that ſome time after their return a 
miſunderſtanding took place between the 
uncle and nephew, excited, as it ſhould. 
ſeem, by the ill offices of others; and 
this unhappily occaſioned an entire ſe- 
paration, which mult have proved highly 
injurious to the young man's hopes and 

intereſts, 1 
In 1726, we find him on board the 
Royal Oak, Captain. Jacobs, (whom Cap- 
tain Leſtock ſucceeded,) from July of that 
year till November : ſoon after which he 
was employed in the Torringion, Captain 
Vincent, whence he dates his letters, from 
Spit- 
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wa Liſbon, Gibraltar, Genoa, Malta, 
Conſtantinople, Gibraltar again, and at 
Spithead, on his arrival in February, 1730. 
He was next engaged in the Namur, Cap- 
tain Falkingham, December, 1731, and 
continued till the February following. 
In. April, 1732, he ſerved, ſtill as a mid- 
{hipman, on board the Kingſton, Captain 
Trevor, deſtined for Jamaica, as was ſup- 
poſed: but of the iſſue of the voyage, or 
of Mr. Hildeſſey's future ſervices, we have 
no ſatisfactory record. 

He had a very deſcriptive pen; and took 
pleaſure to employ its. powers in every 
place and ſituation, for the amuſement of 
his family, and other friends. His tranſit 
through France, as being more rapid, is 
but ſlightly mentioned, yet not deſtitute, 
of obſervation. In Italy, he ſeems to 
have been quite. at home; and to have en- 
joyed himſelf much in the recital of thoſe 
little adventures, which, like the country 
itſelf, and as being written there, are very 
entertaining. His. remarks, unaided. by. 
books, or learned aſſociates, upon the va- 
rious antiquities he viſited at Rome, and 
the country adjacent, are pointed; and 
ſuch as might have furniſhed: ſome modern

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travellers, ſo called, with ample materials 
for a narrative, which would have ſaved 
them much 'ingenious trouble of ſelec- 
tion and compilation, in their own” cloſets, 
at home. He ſeems to have touched upon 
no ſcene, whether of peace or war, but 
what he himſelf was actually preſent at, and 
ſaw; and his journal of the celebrated 
ſiege and defence of Gibraltar, in the year 
1727, is clear and impreſſive; written off 
hand, on the ſpur of the occaſion, with- 
out ſtudy of phraſe, and therefore doubly 
intereſting, 

It 1s rather WII to reflect, that 
ſuch a man ſhould not have been better 
known and cheriſhed in the line of his 
profeſſion, He had friends indeed, by 
name; friends of great name; but, as we 
find, they were friends in name only: And 
this «+ Deſcendant of Kings,” the abi- 


| lities of whoſe underſtanding, and the 


principles of whoſe mind, might have 
adorned the firſt cabin of a man of war, 
often found it his ſole happineſs, that, 
amidſt labours and fatigue, the languors of 
11] health, and the groſſneſs ſometimes of 
ill uſage, the hope was yet left him of at 
length ſpending with frugality, amidſt 

his 
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his dear family connections, the little ſa- 
vings of his pay; and the ſcanty pittance 
of that caſual prize- money, which was 
all he could ever acquire! „ 

The following extract from one of his 
letters will tend to confirm theſe remarks; 
and, like the paſſages already cited in 
the Memoirs, it exhibits his character in a 
very reſpectable light. His father had 
certainly, taken good pains with him in 
early youth : the education he had re- 

ceived was at home; and the impreſſion. 
which it left upon his mind was ſuch, as 
even the rudeſt accommodations and ha- 


bits of a ſea-faring life could not oblite- 
rate,

Let us not then 
repine at any thing; but be always 
cheerful, content, and thankful for the 
abundance of mercies which we have, 
and do continually receive, from a good

In another letter, Nov. 27, 1730, he 
takes notice of the hard drinking, and of 
the horrid . oaths, ſo often practiſed on 
board ſhip; Which, they ſay, are ne- 
ceſſary for a ſea-officer ;'* but which, fo 
far from ſubmitting to them, he con- 
ſtantly reprobates in the courſe of his 
correſpondence. ** All theſe things, ſays 
he, are pernicious, and as contrary to

| On the Titles, Sopor and Manx, 


Tag diocefe of the iſland is thus named, in 
the general acceptation ; but the title So box has 


perplexed many. Camden, who is. followed in a 


variety of the ancient inſular formularies of ec- 
cleſiaſtical buſineſs, calls it both Sodor and 


Mann, and Sodot of Mann; and he inclines 
to derive Sodom from a ſmall iſlet near Caſtle 


Town, in which Pope Gregory IV. erected an 
epiſcopal ſee: no ſuch iſlet however is now vi- 
ſible. Buchanan, ſpeaking of the Ile of Mann, 
ſays, Superior ætas oppidum in ed Sadoram ap- 
pellabat; in qui Inſularum Epi ſcopus ſedem ha- 
bebat: and archbiſhop. Spotſwood, of St. An- 
drew's. in Scotland, writes, that “ in the iſland: 
of Mann a ſtately church was erected, to the 
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honour of our Saviour, called Sodorenſe Finum, 
that is, the Temple of our Saviour *:“ and hence 
it is, that the biſhops are. called Sodorenſes Epiſe 
copi. Others, however, with a greater degree of 
probability, have derived the appellation Sodon 
from a village of that name, in the iſland of 
I-columb-kill;—an appendage to North Britain, 
where the biſhop of the Weſtern Iſles had an- 
tiently his reſidence. 

“We were now treading. that illuſtrious 
iſland,” ſays Dr. Johnſon in his Tour, “which 
was once the luminary of the Caledonian regions; 
whence ſavage clans and roving barbarians de- 
rived the benefits of knowledge, and the bleſſings 
of religion. To abſtra& the mind from all local 
(notion would be impoſſible, if it were endea- 
voured; and would be fooliſh, if it were poſ- 
ſible. Whatever withdraws us from the power of

That man 
is little to be envied, whoſe patriotiſm would not 
gain force upon the plain of Marathon, or whoſe 
piety would not grow warmer among the ruins of 
Iona!” 

Fut,“ continues the 1 viſitant of 
this aweful ground, the inhabitants of Jona 
are now remarkably groſs, and remarkably neg- 
lected:. I know not if they are viſited by any 
miniſter. The iſland, which was once the mer 
tropolis of- learning and piety, has now no ſchool 
for education, nor temple for worſhip ; only two 
inhabitants that can ſpeak Engliſh, and not one 
| that can write or read * |" 

It has been ſuppoſed, that, after the Noll 
gian Conqueſt of the Ifle of Mann, and of the 
Weſtern Iſles of Scotland, the biſhopricks were 
united with, and blended into, the modern title 
of Sodor and Mann ; and that then the biſhop ſo 
called ſtill retained his appellation, while the 
Scottiſh prelate aſſumed ſimply that of Inſularum 
Epiſcopus, or Biſhop of the Ifles.” After the 
. conqueſt of England, the name of Sodor is ſaid

to have been given to Peel-Jſle (called alſo the

Biſhop Wilſon's account is as follows. “ The 
Iſle of Mann was converted to the Chriſtian Faith 
by Saint Patrick, about the year 440, at which 


time the biſhoprick of Mann was erected; St. 


German, to whoſe name and memory the cathe- 
dral is dedicated, being the firſt biſhop of Mann; 
who, with his ſucceſſors, had this i//and only for 
their dioceſe, till the Norwegians had conquered 
the Weſtern Ifles, and ſoon after Mann, which 
was about the beginning of the eleventh century. 
It was about that time, that the Inſulz Sodorenſes, 
(being thirty, ſo called from the biſhoprick of 
Sodor created in one of them, namely, the Ile 
of Hy,) were united to Mann: and from that 
time the biſhops of the united ſees were ftyled 
Sodor et Mann, and ſometimes Mann & Inſu- 
larum ; and they had the archbiſhop of Dron- 
theim, ftiled Nidorenſis, for their Metropolitan. 
This continued till the iſland was finally an- 
nexed to the Crown of England; when Mann 
had its own biſhops again, who ſtyled themſelves 
variouſly, ſometimes biſhops of Mann only, 
ſometimes Sodor et Mann, and ſometimes Sodor 
de Mann ; giving the name of Sodor to a little 
ifle, before mentioned, lying within muſket-ſhot 
of the main land, called by the Norwegians 

& Holm, 


— 
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Holm, and by the inhabitants Peel, in which ſtands 
the cathedral. For, in theſe expreſs words, in an 
inſtrument yet extant, Thomas, earl of Derby, 


and lord of Mann, A. D. 1505, confirms to 


Huan Heſketh, biſhop of Seder, all the lands, &c. 
anciently belonging to the biſhops of Mann; 
fEccleſiam Cathedralem Sancti Germani, in 
Holm, Sodor, vel Peel vocatam; Eccleſiamque 
Sancti Patricii ibidem; et locum præfatum in 
quo præfatæ Eccleſiæ fitz ſunt.” This cathedral 
was built by Simon, biſhop of Sodor, who died 
A. D. 1245, and was there buried. 

The arms of the biſhoprick are, Gules, upon 
three aſcents; the Virgin Mary ſtanding with 
her arms expanded, and ſupporting two pillars: 
on the dexter whereof a church, —all proper. In 
the baſe are the antient armorial enſigns of the 
Iſle of Mann; three legs conjoined, bended equi- 
diſtant at the knees, and girt in armour, gar- 
niſhed gold; with this motto, Quocunque feceris, 
ſtabit. Wherever thrown, 'twill ſtand.” 

A very handſome halfpenny coin for the iſland 
was ſtruck in 1786: having on one fide the 
above armorial enſigns; and on the other his Ma- 
jeſty's head, as lord paramount of the Iſle of 
Mann. 

There are ſeventeen pariſhes in the iſland ; the 
population of which, ſince the year 1765, has 


conſiderably increaſed, and is ſaid at preſent to 


amount to thirty thouſand inhabitants, The 
| laſt 
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laſt account of them was taken in the year 1784, 
in conſequence of directions given by his excel - 
lency, Edward Smith, at that time governor in 
chief of the Iſle of Mann; when; from the te- 
turns made it appeared, that the number of inha- 
bitants was near 28,000. In 1726, it was found 
to be 14,620; and in biſhop Hildeſley's time, 
from returns given in by the ſeveral clergy to his 
lordſhip, it amounted to 19,136. The iſland, 
from North to South, extends upwards of 
thirty miles, but rarely exceeds ten of twelve - 
miles in breadth.

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Thanks be to Gop, and, under his good Pro- 
vidence, to the introduction of better ſentiments, 
wholeſomer food, and greater cleanlineſs of li- 
ving, the pitiable claſs of ſufferers ſo called is 
almoſt now unknown; or, at leaſt, by no means 
found in ſuch formidable numbers, as to require 
large and ſeparate inſtitutions for their ſupport. 
This, therefore, no longer uſed by perſons of 
that deſcription, was appropriated by queen Eli- 
zabeth, in 1585, for the benefit of a miniſter and 
thirty poor, aged and infirm men, chiefly of the 
vicinity ; namely, fifteen out-brethren, and as 
many in-brethren; who, at the time of their re- 


ſpective nomination, or admiſſion, muſt be of the 


age of fifty-ſix years, or upwards. The former 
are generally conſidered as a kind of candidates 
for greater bounty; and, as the latter drop off, 
are introduced to the more immediate bleſſings of 
this venerable ſtructure;

1. In filling the vacant places of the in- bre- 
thren, a preference ſhall be often given to the 
out-brethren, who, in the maſter's opinion, de- 
ſerve to be taken into the houſe ; yet fo, as that 
it ſhall be matter of choice and diſcretion in the 
maſter, and not obligation, to proceed in that 
way. 

2. Theſe qualifications ſhall be required in 
every man that is admitted into Sherburn houſe 
as a brother :—That he be a fingle perſon, who 
hath lived well and creditably in the world, and 
is not at the time worth twenty pounds ; that he 
be born in the county of Durham, unleſs, by ſpe- 
cial allowance of the biſhop, the county be diſ- 
penſed with; and, particularly, that ſuch as 
have lived within the manors, and been tenants 
to the lands of the biſhoprick or hoſpital eſtate, 
if in other reſpects they be as well qualified, 
ſhall have the preference ; that he be of the age 
of fifty-fix, or upwards, never under ; that he 
be not then labouring under any fickneſs, or in- 
curable or infectious diſeaſe ; though the lame 
and impotent ſhould be conſidered in the firſt 


place. He ſhall be a conſtant member of the

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Church of England by law eftabliſhed, and con- 
tinue ſo. And to this end we order that, 

3. Every man that defires to be a hrother, 
ſhall preſent a petition to the maſter, ſetting

three, or more days, according to the maſter's 
pleaſure : provided, that the ſuſpenſion be never 
longer than three weeks at a time, and the value 
of the diet of the ſuſpended perſon be divided 
among ſuch of the brethren as are not offenders. 
And if, after the exerciſe of ſh diſcipline, any 
brother ſhall go on to offend in the fame way, 
the maſter ſhall then carry his complaint of him 
to the biſhop, that he may be removed, or 
otherwiſe puniſhed, as the biſhop ſhall think fit. 


13. Ws oRDAIN, that the faid brethren, who 
are well and ſound, do eat together at dinner in 
their own common hall, or room, according to 
a conſtitution of Thomas Langly to that effect; 
unleſs, for reaſons to be given to the biſhop, he 
ſhall diſpenſe with this rule for any time. One 
of the brethren ſhall be choſen, by themſelves, 
to ſay grace before and after meat, or give GoD 
thanks for. the bountiful proviſion he hath made 
for them, and for raiſing up fuch benefactors ro 
them, 

14. The woman who is to waſh their clothes, 
&C. ſhall be of middle age; of good fame and 
converſation ; as the ſame is alſo required of all 


the other ſervants and miniſters belonging to the 
houſe, 


15: We 
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x5. We do revive and enforce the late orders 
concerning the manner of the diet of the hre- 
thren, throughout the year, with ſome few alter. 
ations, as annexed in a ſeparate paper; which 
ve order to be tranſcribed, and hung up in the 
hall, where the brethren eat. 

a6. Laſtly, as to the relief of poor travellers 
at the gate, which-hath been cuftomary, and no 
doubt piouſly intehded, we give no injunction. 
Idle vagrants ſhould be diſcouraged and pu- 
miſhed ; neceſſitous travellers, on their honeſt oc- 
caſions, be ſupplied. But, care ſhould be taken, 
that ſuch as have no legal ſettlement be not bur- 
thenſome to the hoſpital, by an indiſcreet relief; 
as is directed by an act of parliament, for aſcer- 
taining of ſettlements.

Kxow ALL MEN by theſe preſents, that I 
Maxx HII DESLEY, by Divine permiſſion, bi- 
ſhop of Sodor and Mann, maſter of Chriſt's 
Hoſpital, in Sherburn, near Durham, in the 
county Palatine of Durham, am held and firmly 
bound unto the Rigat Reverend Father in Gop, 
Ricnary, by Divine Providence, lord biſhop 
of Durham, in the ſum of four hundred pounds, 
of good and lawful money of Great Britain, to 
be paid to the ſaid lord biſhop of Durham, or his 
certain attorney, or his ſucceſſors; for which 
payment well and truly to be made, I bind my- 
ſelf, my heirs, executors, and adminiſtrators, firmly 
by theſe preſents, SEALED with my ſeal; dated 
this fifteenth day of Auguſt, in the eighth year 
of the reign of our Sovereign Lord GORE the

Tunouas RunDLE, LL. D. formerly maſter 
of Sherburn hoſpital, prebendary of Durham, 
and archdeacon of Wilts, was the ſon of a repu- 
table farmer, and born about the year 1686, in 


the pariſh of Milton Abbot, near Taviſtock, in the 


county of Devon. He was educated in Exeter *, 
at

The ſame year he was not only 
promoted to the archdeaconry of Wilts, but is 
faid alſo to have ſucceeded his excellent friend 
Mr. Edward Talbot in the treafurerſhip of the 
church of Saliſbury. On the 23d Jan. 1721, he 
was appointed to the firſt prebendal ſtall in the 
cathedral of Durham, and removed to the twelfth 
prebend, November 22, 1722. In the year 
1723, he was domeſtick chaplain to Dr. William 
Talbot, then lord biſhop of Durham, and took 
his degree as Doctor of Laws, July 5 ; about 
which time Mr. Secker, afterwards ſucceſſively 
biſhop of Briſtol and Oxford, and archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, was aſſociated with him in the fa- 
mily. Upon the demiſe of biſhop Talbot, in 
1734, being then chaplain to the lord-chancellor 


and moſt agreeable place of refidence in England, yet it 
never appeared in ſo fair a light to me, as it will, when 1 
fee you preſiding in its cathedral,” See Mr. Duncombe's 
Correſpondence of John Hughes, Eſq.

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Talbot, Dr. Rundle was, by him, recommended 
to his Majeſty King George II. for the ſee of 


Glouceſter, which had become vacant by the 


death of biſhop Sydall: but, from an idea 
received, in conſequence of ſome reports, in- 
ſinuating that Dr. Rundle was deiftically inclined, 
his appointment met with a ſtrenuous oppoſition 
from biſhop Gibſon of London. Theſe reports, 
it ſeems, were advanced by a Mr. Venn, and are 
vaguely ſtated to have been founded on certain 
unguarded expreſſions, or imprudences of ſpeech, 
{aid to have dropped from Dr. Rundle ſome years 
before, and in a private chance converſation; at 
which, unfortunarely for him, the long-filent 
informer, Mr. Venn, Dr. Stebbing, and others, 
were preſent *, 

They had their amplitude of weight with the 
good prelate of London ; and in conſequence of 
this dead fly of obloquy thrown into the ointment +

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which was a very wife and popular action. His 
only fault is, that he drinks no wine; and I drink 
nothing elſe.” Mr. Pope, in reply, obſerves, 
am glad you think of Dr. Rundle as I do. 
He will be an honour to the biſhops : but, what 
you will like more particularly, he will be a 
friend to your nation : he will be a friend to 
the human race wherever he goes. Pray tell him 
my beſt wiſhes for his health and long life. I 
wiſh you and he came over together, or that I 
were with you. I never ſaw a man ſo ſeldom, 
whom I liked ſo much as Dr. Rundle.” To. 
which the Dean anſwers, I read to the biſhop 
of Derry the paragraph in your letter which 
concerned him; and his lordſhip expreſſed his 
thankfulneſs in a manner that became him. He 
is eſteemed here, as a perſon of learning, and con- 
verſation, and humanity ; but he 1s beloved by all 
people *. 

Upon the beſt authority we are informed, that 
Dr. Rundle was a man of warm fancy, of very 
brilliant converſation, and of abundant wit ; 
but that the vivacity of this latter quality carried 
him ſometimes into ludicrous and indiſcreet ex- 
preſſions, which created him enemies; and, as 
has been inſtanced on the before-mentioned oc- 
caſion, produced diſagreeable conſequences. Dr. 
Samuel Johnſon, without mentioning his autho-

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rity, ſays enigmatically enough, by a kind gf ſide- 
wind, that Dr. Rundle was a man unfor- 
tunately famous “; and another writer has con- 
fidered him as the victim of perſecution. It can 


hardly, however, be inferred that the charge of 


Deiſm was well founded; as, in that caſe, it 


would ſeem difficult to account for bis eligibility 
to a mitre in Londonderry, who was held to be 
ſo abſolutely inadmiſſible to Glouceſter +. But, 
ſecret innuendoes, perhaps; the blaſtings of the 
breath of rumour, long fince evaporated ; and 
motives which are now unknown, might, in this, 


as in too many other cafes, have had their oblique 


influence; for, as one obſerves, ** to every thing 
there 1s a time.” Thus much is certain, that, 
from his various letters, the unguarded index 
of character, Dr. Rundle appears to have 
really poſſeſſed the moſt ſplendid and amiable 
qualities. His epiſtolary correſpondence has 
more than once been publiſhed, as it amply 
deſerves: whatever he wrote ſeems to come

The chief happineſs which the publication of this gen- 
tleman's poem, intitled © Winter,” procured him, was, 
that it brought him acquainted with Dr. Rundle, after- 
wards lord biſhop of Derry: who, upon converſing with 
Mr. Thomſon, and finding in him qualities greater ſtill, 
and of more value, than thoſe of a poet, received him into 
his intimate confidence and friendſhip ; promoted his cha- 
racer every where; introduced him to his great friend «the 
lord chancellor Talbot, and ſome years after, when the eld- 


eſt ſon of that nobleman was to make his tour of travel- 


ling, recoramended Mr. Thomſon as a proper companion 
for him, His affection and gratitude to Dr. Rundle, and 
his indignation at the treatment that worthy prelate had 
met with, are finely expreſſed in his poem to the memory 
of lord Talbot.

The character of his noble, learned, and moſt 
excellent friend ſeems greatly to determine the 
complexion of that myſterious buſineſs, which 
impeded Dr. Rundle's election; and yet, could 
not be deemed a well-grounded impediment to 
his ecclefiaftical elevation. Lord Chancellor Tal- 
bot, we are aſſured, had the peculiar felicity

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of joining together thoſe contrary qualities, ſo rarely 
to be met with in the ſame perſon ; the mildeſt 
diſpoſition, with the greateſt firmneſs of mind: 

and, t: the ſame time that he had a heart ſuſ- 
centible of the ſtrongeſt impreſſions of tender- 
neſs and compaſſion, he alfo inviolably main- 
tained the ſtricteſt juſtice, and the moſt inflex- 
ible integrity. He had-a mind ſo enlightened, 
that no falſehood could ever elude his fight ; but, 
with inimitable ſagacity, he would purſue her 
through all the intricate labyrinths which ſhe 
took to eſcape his detection. His judgement was 
ſo clear, that he could at one view diſcover the 


| moſt entangled points; and yet had he patience 


and temper to hear every thing that could be 
ſaid upon the moſt plain and* obvious.” Such 
was the man, to whoſe ſtrenuous patronage Dr. 
Rundle owed his advancement to a mitre. Could 
it then have been lightly or unadviſedly done? 
Could a lord Tal RB Or be conceived to debaſe and 
deſecrate the higheſt honours reſulting from his 
beloved ſovereign's bounty? 

The firſt great patron of Dr. Rundle, biſhop 
Talbot, died on the 12th of October, 1730. 
Look,“ ſays he, into your own heart; and 
that will tell you what I feel, better than any 
words I can uſe to deſcribe my ſorrow. I have 
loft, I have loſt my patron ! friend! father! To 
him I owe all the happineſs I have ever enjoyed 
in life: all the comfort (if life hath any future 
comfort for me) that I am till to receive, flows 
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from his bounty to me I ſaw him, in miſery, 
who never before was beheld, by any that de. 
pended on him, but with gratitude and pleaſure ! 
'Fo look on him, who loved us all, was a joy , that 
made us reliſh the good fortune with which he 
had bleſſed us. What can I do, to ſhew my 
ſenſe of gratitude to him ?—The labour of my 
life, the ambition of my life, ſhall be, to enjoy 
the ſatisfaction of acting with a regard and love 


to his dear, dear memory “.“ 


But, this 1s not all. His frequent memorials 
of the Talbot family in general, thoſe friends,” 
faid he, to whom and to whoſe affection Lowe 
all the good fortune of my life ;” his ſolicitude 
for their recovery in ſickneſs ; his exultation at 
their enjoyment of health; his attention to their 
domeſtick concerns; his ardent prayers for their 
eternal happineſs; and his laſt remembrance of 
one of them in particular, when he himſelf was 
gaſping as it were on the bed of death;—theſe are 


' proofs of excellence, if excellence there be in 


man, which ſpeak far louder than the whiſperings 
of inſidious cenſure ; and may juſtly repel all 
the venom of intereſted, or of gratuitous in- 
vective. 

How manly and candidly he himſelf bore up 
under it will appear, much to his advantage, in 
the following extracts from a letter, which he

s wrote 
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wrote to William Duncombe, Eſq. ſoon after his 
repulſion from the ſee of Glouceſter #. It ſuffi- 
ciently evinces what were his feelings upon that 
event; and. as being the communication of 
his ſentiments to a friend, not as a publick 
apology, but as a confirmation of the good opi- 
nion which that friend had entertained of him, 
it were ſurely a want of candour to ſuppoſe him 
infincere.

I am moſt extremely obliged to you for the 
concern you have expreſſed for my ſucceſs, and 
ſhall ever acknowledge the friendlineſs of the 
advice you have given me, though it is by no 
means proper for me to follow it. The lord chan- 
cellor hath been pleaſed to think his honour concerned, 
more than mine, to deſire me to be quiet and eafy ; 
and accordingly I have taken not one flep in this af- 
fair, from the beginning; and ſhall be ſatisfied with 
any thing that he thinks proper to do, without 
interpoſing any ſcheme of my own in the leaſt. 
I defire not any preferment, which muſt be 
owing to a diſregard of him and his honour. If 
an intimate knowledge of me, and the higheſt 
friendſhip fox me, during twenty years together, 
1s not a ſufficient teſtimony to my reputation, 
nor to be preferred to Mr, Venn's, I muſt be 
contented to ſuffer, at preſent. Poſterity will

think 
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think his unexampled zeal for me the higheſt 
honour, though now it is diſregarded. I have 
not lived with obſcure men, but have enjoyed 
the favour of others, who are eſteemed by all 
that love this nation, and our conſtitution. 'The 


late Speaker“ hath ſhewn the ſincerity of his af- 


fection for me on this occaſion. He firſt of- 
fered me his friendſhip on the account of a pub- 
lick diſpute I had againſt Tindal and Collins, at 
the Grecian Coffee-Houſe, in defence of Chriſti- 
anity, and hath continued it ever fince. I am 
an open, talkative man ; and not one of my ac- 
quaintance ever ſuſpected my diſbelief of the 
Chriſtian Religion, from any expreſſion that ever 
dropt from me, in the moſt unguarded hour of 


vehemence in diſpute, J never omitted one op- 


portunity of defending it in private, when the 
turn of converſation made it decent ; or in pub- 
lick, when the diſputes of the age made it neceſ- 
fary. I have ſpoken charges to the clergy, or 
preached, on the moſt ſolemn occaſions, againſt 
Collins, Woolſton, Tindall, as multitudes will, 
and have, teſtified. 

* But, from a chance converſation, Mr. Venn 
thinks otherwiſe ! Dr. Stebbing was alſo offended 
with what I then ſaid.—I forgive them both; 
and though they treat me thus, I would ſerve

them, if I could, to-morrow. Though they will 
not believe my profeſſions of Chriſtianity, I will 
always obey, and enjoy the conſolation of its pre · 
cepts and promiſes. They may injure my for- 
tune, but ſhall not my temper. 

I do not doubt but the biſhop of London 
thinks me a very bad man, and thinks in oppoſing 
me he doth Gop and the church good ſervice ; 
but it is not me, but the phantom repreſented to 
him under my name, that he ſo vehemently op- 
poſes. If he knew me, poſſibly I ſhould have 
the favour of his eſteem and recommendation. I 
only complain that he prefers a hearſay character, 
from men that have no intimacy with me, to 
the dean of Chriſt-church *, whom he loves; to 
all my acquaintance, whom he hath examined ; 
to the ſpeaker +, whom he cannot-but eſteem; 
and to the lord chancellor, whom every man in 
England (unleſs thoſe who are angry on this oc- 
caſion, ) loves, and eſteems, and rejoices in his in- 
tegrity. | 

e deſire no greater reputation in life, than to 
be named the friend of the Talbot family, who 
loves and is beloved by them all; nor any nobler 
praiſe to be inſcribed on my grave. If theſe 
teſtimonies on my behalf are inſufficient, I am 
content to be diſregarded, and muſt ſubmit to 
an uſage, that is as unexampled as undeſerved.”

muſt be owned that England is ungrateful, if ſhe 
doth not confeſs, that the preſent happineſs ſhe en- 
joys was more guarded to her by him, than by 
any thouſand other private men the can boaſt of. 
He had undaunted courage to oppoſe all man- 
kind, for the ſake of what was right; but ſtill, 
his inborn imprudences generally rendered that 
courage feebly uſeful to the world; and his ina- 
bility to withſtand ſome evening's-merriment 
ruined half his attempts. | 
But, notwithſtanding the ridicule of ſuch an 
allay in his patriot- ambition, he went on, like 


others, through good and ill report; and ſuffered | 


bimſelf to be laughed at and railed at, with all 
the indolence and inſenſibility of a Stoick. 

No bribes of riches or greatneſs could have 
tempted him to do a baſe action; though the ne- 
cellities into which his careleſſneſs in the ma- 
nagement of his fortune, and a thoughtleſs gene- 
rofity, had thrown him, often compelled him to 
ſubmit to baſeneſſes, almoſt as low as thoſe, by 
which others raiſe eſtates, and become glorious 
in villainy. Yet, while he did it, he ſcorned 
and hated himſelf; and reſolved to be rich, that | 
he might be honeſt. But till, the want of money 
returned, and with 1t all the mean ſhifts to extri- 
cate himſelf from the fatigue of lying to his cre- 
ditors, | | 

Thus he went on, in a continual round of ſelf- 
diſlike, and doing actions which produced new 

h a N {elf- 
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ſelf-diſlike : But he had this to ſay for his worſt 
conduct, that his vices were always rencounters, 
and never meditated wickedneſs, 

He was a pleaſant companion, a generous ene- 
my, and a zealous friend. His company was 
courted by every body, as more entertaining than 
a comedy : he never refuſed to forgive, and then 
forget, the injuries that had been done him by 
thoſe, who defired they ſhould be forgiven; and 
all his fortune was at the command of his friends, 
as well as his labour and reputation. He ſeemed 
to want gold only to give it away : his buſy mind 
purſued project after project, in hopes to be 
rich; that by it he might be more eminently 
ſerviceable to his friends, and his country. He 
embraced every appearance that flattered this 
public-ſpirited avarice, though the propoſal were 
ever ſo wanton and improbable. In hopes of 
getting immenſe wealth, he ran after every whim, 
and ſo firſt aimed at the Philoſopher's Stone; and 
when that would not do, he could condeſcend to 
be thought the author of the humble diſcovery 
of a new-faſhioned hoop- petticoat: but fiill

This briſkneſs and 3 to find 
out mines of treaſure in a notion, made him en- 
quire out great numbers of men of abilities, 
who were obſcured by poverty; and animated 
them to exert their inventive talents, by high pro- 


miſes. When _ of them had contrived .4 
| | handſome 
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handſome ſcheme, he would, in the hurry of his 
approbation, expend his whole caſh to promote 
it: and at laſt, when the project was almoſt 
ready to repay with intereſt his trouble and 
charges, the hopes would be blaſted, for want of 
another ten pounds to complete the undertaking. 
Thus he rid hard, continually courſing after trea- 
ſure; and, when his dog bore at the game, by a 
nimble unexpected turn, it always eſcaped from 
its mouth, and he returned empty: however, he 
comforted himſelf that he had brave ſport, and 
went out again the next day, freſh and eager to 
the field. Thus, conſtantly, with high hopes and 
ſelf-complacency, he renewed his project, as 
warm in expectation of ſucceſs, as if he had met 
with no diſappointment. He was often within a 
day of being the richeſt, and therefore the ho- 
neſteſt man in England ; but, before that ill-na- 
tured to-morrow came, he died ! much lamented 
by all who value wit and good ſenſe ; and he muſt 
be owned to be, if not virtuous, yet a lover of 
virtue. | 

His writings will make him beloved by all, in 
ages to come, when his follies are forgot, or 
ſoftened by time. To him we owe not only his . 
own performances, but thoſe of others likewiſe z 
and he was properly the man-midwife to all the 
children of the Muſes born in his own time, and 
was ſuſpected very often to be their father alſo.

This elegant ſcholar and divine died in Dub- 
lin, April 14, 1743- And, as the nobleſt blazon 
of his character, like the good archbiſhop Secker, 
he crowned his laſt moments with an act of pe- 
culiar gratitude, which reflects the higheſt ho- 
nour on his memory. Having ſurvived the 
nearer connections of his own family, he left 
the bulk of his fortune, about five and twenty 
thouſand pounds, to the honourable John Talbot, 
third ſon of his kind ſecond patron, the lord- 
chancellor; with whom he always reſided when 
he came over to England, and whom he made 
his executor and reſiduary legatee. 


The following curious piece, never before 
publiſhed, was obligingly communicated to the 
editor by Mrs. Cornewall, of Chart, in Surry, a 
lady nearly related to the celebrated miſs Catha- 
rine Talbot.

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dreſſed berkelf to the well-formed judgements of 
men; clothed in that eaſy garb of cheerfulneſs, 
which is the reſult of firm conviction, and of a 
pure intention. ; 

It may ſeem W to add, after this detail, 
that though the death of PRILIT MookRE was 
gentle, and at a good old age; the retroſpect of 
his life, to thoſe who beſt knew him, made the 
cloſe of a career ſo amiable, and ſo uſeful, a con- 
ſideration of deep regret | He died, after a few 
hours illneſs only, at Douglas, in the Ifle of 
Mann, the 22d of January, 1783, in the ſe- 
venty-eighth year of his age; as worthy, poſ- 
ſibly, of every human honour and worldly advan- 
tage, as were even thoſe two great luminaries of 
Mann, with whom he had the happineſs of being 
ſo intimately connected. 3 

Mr. Moore's remains were interred, with great 
diſtinction, in the pariſh-church of Kirk-Brad- 
dan; and attended in that ſevere ſeaſon of the 
year, not only by all the clergy of the iſland, 
but by a great number alſo of the moſt re- 
ſpectable inhabitants, who could partake of fo 
painfully-pleaſing a ſolemnity “. On his tomb is 
the following epitaph. : |

SnorT. Account of the Rev. Parte Moors, 
Rector of Kirk-Bride, and Chaplain of 
* Douglas, in the Ifle of Mann. 


Ibis very amiable man, born in the year 1705, 
was well known in the literary world, by. his 
correſpondence with men of genius in ſeveral 


parts of it; and was eminently diſtinguiſhed as' 


the divine, the gentleman, and the ſcholar. In 
the earlier part of a life induſtriouſly employed in 
promoting the preſent and future happineſs of 
mankind, he had the honour of being chaplain to 
the Right Rev. Dr. Tnomas W1LsoN, the ve- 
nerable biſhop of Sodor and Mann, whoſe 
friend and companion he was for many years. 
At the funeral of that excellent prelate, Mr. 
Moore was appointed to preach the ſermon, 
which 1s ſubjoined to the valuable diſcourſes of 
his patron, at the cloſe of his lordſhip's works, 
publiſhed in two volumes, quarto, by Meſſ. Crutt- 
well, at Bath, in the year 1781. In a letter to 
the editor of the good biſhop's life and writings, 
Mr. Moore modeſtly calls this ſermon ** a haſty 
performance,” It might be ſo, ſays Mr. Crutt- 

well ; 
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well; but it was neither preached | nor heard 
without tears; and ſuch a compoſition was juſtly 
adapted to command them. It is addreſſed to 
Dr. Wilſon, the biſhop's ſon, with the following 
epiſtle prefixed. | 


« Sir, 
In obedience to your requeſt, I ſend a 
the ſermon preached at the funeral of your moſt 
worthy father, our moſt excellent biſhop. I am 
very ſenſible of its inequality to the merits of ſo 
great and good a man : but, for this, all juſt al- 
lowances will be made by the candid and inge- 
nuous, when it 1s confidered what diſadvantages 
we labour under here, ſo remote from the ſources 
of ſcience and learning.

Several years fince, under the auſpices of | 
biſhop Hildeſley, and at the requeſt of the

Mr. Moore undertook the reviſion of a tranſ- 
lation into Manks of the Holy Scriptures ; the 
Book of Common Prayer; Biſhop Wilſon, 
on the Sacrament, and other religious pieces, 
printed for the uſe of the Dioceſe of Mann; 
and during the execution of the firſt of 
e 2 theſe 
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theſe works, he was honoured with the advice 
of the two greateſt Hebræans of the age ;—the late 


learned Dr. Lowth, biſhop of London, and Dr. 
Benjamin Kennicott, canon of Chriſt-Church, 


ſo well known by his elaborate edition of the 
Hebrew Bible, and other very valuable publica- 
tions. 

In the more private walks of life Mr. Moore 


was not leſs beloved and admired. In his per- 


formance of duty as a clergyman, he was active 
and exemplary; and purſued a conduct, ſo far 
as human nature is capable, void of offence lo- 
ward God and toward men. His converſation, 
prompted by an uncommon quickneſs of parts, 


and refined by ſtudy, was at once lively, in- 


ſtructive, and entertaining; and his friendly cor- 
reſpondence, which, as before obſerved, was 
very extenſive, breathed perhaps as much of ori- 
ginal humour as can be met with in any writer 
who has appeared in publick, —Sterne of York 
not excepted ; to whom, in reality, he did not 
yield even in that vivid philanthropy, which the 
fictitious Yorick could ſo often aſſume. 

All the clergy of the Iſle of Mann, at the time 


of his death, except four only, were educated by 


Mr. Moore; and by them he was always diſtin- 
guiſhed with peculiar reſpect and affection. His 
conduct operated in the ſame degree amongſt all 
ranks of people; and it is hard to ſay, whether 
he won more by his doctrine, or by his example; 
in both, Religion appeared moſt amiable, and ad-

That Chriſtianity was very early planted in this 
iſle, appears from a catalogue of our biſhops, re- 


q gularly deduced from the year of Chriſt 447, 
n, to this time, in a ſucceſſion of fifty-five biſhops, 
from Germanus, our proto-biſhop, to the Right 
Rev. Dr. Richmond, our preſent dioceſan; in- 
cluding a ſpace of 1326 years to this time. 
K And though the biſhops of Mann be not lords of 
t, the Britiſh parliament, yet are they barons of 


the iſle, in virtue of their demeſne lands, and 
the baronies annexed to the ſee of Sodor and 
Mann. But, whether it be better or worſe for 
O 2 the 
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the real intereſt of religion, that they are not 
lords of parliament, is a point, which the writer 
of this memoir does not preſume to determine, 
as adbuc ſub judice lis eſt *. Whether it be 
owing to this circumſtance, or rather to the good 
providence of Gop over this ſmall part of the 
Chriſtian fold, our iſland has been remarkably 
happy and fortunate in her biſhops ; who have 
been, for the moſt part, men of excellent endow- 
ments, and well qualified for that important truſt, 
To go no farther back than to the epiſcopate 
of biſhop BAR RO w, anno 1665; who, with be- 
nefactions raiſed in England, purchaſed lands in 
the iſland, founded a publick free-ſchoo], and 
eſtabliſhed an academy for the education of 
young men, to ſerve the churches of his dioceſe; 
with an exhibition of, now, twelve pounds per 
annum, for three or four ſcholars on that foun- 
dation; befides making proviſion for Engliſh 
petty ſchools in the ſeventeen pariſhes of the 
iſle. 
Equal to him in eminence and utility, though 
not next in ſucceſſion, was that bright and ſplen- 
did luminary of the Chriſtian church, Dr. Tho-

Mas WiLsoN ; than whom it may juſtly be ſaid, 
that, ſince the days of the Apoſtles, there never 
was a better man, nor a more fincerely original 
primitive Chriſtian; learned, venerable, and 
pious 3 a polite gentleman, and a ſound divine, 
as his writings teſtify, This great character filled 
the ſee of Sodor and Mann, with dignity and ho- 
nour, for near fifty-eight years; and was, when 
he died, at the age of ninety-three, the oldeſt 
prelate in the Chriſtian world, 

He was ſucceeded, and worthily ſo, by Dr. 
Marx HiLDESLEY, in 1755 ; who made it the 
great and invariable rule of his conduct, through 
his whole epiſcopate, to tread, as nearly as poſ- 
tible, in the ſteps of his excellent predeceflor ; 
and how well he did this, his conduct has amply 
ſhewn. 

In his call and appointment to the biſhoprick, 
there was ſomething uncommon and extraordi- 
nary, in this very refined age of ** divers good 
cauſes and curious conſiderations thereunto mo- 
ving.” For his grace, the late duke of Athol, 
very much to his honour, conſidering the weight 
and importance of his patronage, diveſting him- 
lelf of every partiality, and not willing to truſt 
to his own judgement, wiſely, and indeed piouſly, 
applied to that great and good man, Dr. Szcktr, 
the late archbiſhop of Canterbury, and other 
eminent prelates, for their advice and aſſiſtance 
in the choice of a proper perſon to fill the va- 
cant ſee.

having begun his acquaintance with the Greek writers, 
their 
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anxious was he to make himſelf underſtood by 
the native inhabitants, two thirds of whom know 
nothing, or very little, of Engliſh, — that he never 
ceaſed till he had made himſelf maſter of the 
whole Office of Confirmation in the Manks 
tongue ; which he pronounced very intelligibly, 
though with an Engliſh SHibboleth, as a French- 
man would ſpeak Englith, or vice ver/# ; and ad- 
miniſtered the office in what ſome of the iſland- 
ers called ** very pretty Manks,” with much 
pleaſure to himſelf, and greatly to the ſatisfaction 
of the congregations. Some portions of the 
lanks liturgy alſo he pronounced diſtinctly and 
clearly, ſo as to be very well underſtood. 
Indefatigable and attentive himſelf to every 
part of his duty, he inſpected, with a ſtrict 
and careful eye, the manners and behaviour of his 
clergy: Of whom, and the people in general, 
he gave this character, in a memorial to the 
Society for promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, if 
| miſtake not *; That at his coming to tlie ſee, 


their language and philoſophy, and paſſionately ſtudied 
them, even toward the clole of a long lite. Ut ego feci; 
qui Grecas litteras ſenex didici: Quas quidem fic avide are 
ripui, quaſi diuturnam ſitim explere cupiens ; ut ea ip/e 
mrhi nota ſſent, quibus me nunc +-xemplis ut: videtis.” How 
appoſite the words, to the mutivy of our worthy prelate!

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he found the clergy a very ſenſible, regular, de- 
cent ſet of men, and the natives, to a man, of 
the eſtabliſhed church ; orderly, devout, and 
conſtant in their attendance on religious wor- 
ſhip.” He lamented much the confined ſcan- 
tineſs of our churches, and had formed a plan 
for their enlargement ; having obtained the pro- 


miſe of conſiderable benefactions for the good 


purpoſe, from ſome of God's ſecret ones.” 

Another defign which he had in view, and 
much at heart, was, to augment the ſtipends and 
livings of his clergy, which, in a general way, 
are not more than about thirty or forty pounds a 
year. Some of their poorer widows he had the 
addreſs and influence to get on the eſtabliſhment 
of the Welch widows; but the execution and 
completion of theſe good works, it 1s to be hoped, 
will now devolve, with the office, on his right 
reverend ſucceſſor ; of whom, from his general 
good character, we entertain the moſt favourable 
and pleaſing hopes, that he may have the honour 
and the happineſs to achieve and accompliſh 
theſe noble and pious deſigns; uod faxit Deus, 
optimus, maximus ] 

On his acceſſion to this dioceſe, biſhop Hil- 
deſley beheld us in a condition of the moſt unfor- 
tunate ſingularity, deſtitute of the Scriptures and 
Liturgy in our native language. For, although 
a defign had been formed by his predeceſſor, of 
pious memory, the late moſt excellent biſhop 
Wilſon, for having the Scriptures of the New 

Teſtament 
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Teſtament in the Manks tongue, and although 
the four Goſpels, with the Acts, had been al- 
ready tranſlated; yet were they never printed, 
excepting only a few copies of St. Matthew's 
Goſpel, until his immediate ſucceſſor reſolutely 
undertook the arduous work. 

Impreſſed with the deepeſt ſolicitude and con- 
cern for the ſpiritual welfare of the flock com- 
mitted to his care, his lordſhip could have no 
reft in his ſpirit till he had made ſome effort to 
remedy this capital defe& ; which he zealouſly 
undertook, and happily effected, by the Divine 
bleſſing upon his endeavours, and a ſucceſsful ap- 
plication to the honourable Society for pro- 
moting Chriſtian Knowledge,” together with the 
liberal aid of many other perſons of eminence and 
diſtinction; who, generally approving the pious 
zeal of our worthy dioceſan, were pleaſed to en- 
ter into his views, to patroniſe the cauſe, and 
take 1t under their protection. 

By theſe means his lordſhip was enabled to fur- 
niſh his people with the New Teſtament entire, 
the Common Prayer, the Chriftian Monitor, 
Lewis's Catechiſm, and an Office or Form of 
Prayer for the herring-fiſhery ; all in the Gaelick 
or native Manks tongue : ſo that Divine Service 
is now performed in all our country pariſhes with 
as much order, uniformity and decency, as in 
the beſt regulated Engliſh congregations. 

Animated with theſe ſucceſſes, and benefactions 
coming in beyond the higheſt expectations of his 

zealous 
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zealous heart, the good biſhop was encouraged 


to promote and ſet on foot a tranſlation of the 
whole Old Teſtament; which, with the affift- 


ance of his faithful clergy, he has alſo happily 
accompliſhed : for they too, touched with the 
ſame ardent zeal for the glory of God, and the 
good of man, which their dioceſan had infuſed, 
ſoon caught the flame; and, apportioning out the 
work among themſelves, . cheerfully gave their la- 
bour, till they had fairly finiſhed this great un- 
dertaking; conducted under the auſpices of their 
beloved leader, the patronage of the Society, 


and the favour of the publick. 


Of the tranſlation itſelf, we ſay nothing more, 
than that it is formed on the model of ſome of 
the beſt authorities we could procure for a fu- 
ture Engliſh verſion *. 

This laſt and ultimate defire of his ſoul his 
lordſhip alſo ſaw completed ; rejoicing that it 
had pleaſed Gor to make him the happy inſtru» 
ment of conveying and perpetuating to his peo» 
ple a bleſſing ſo ineſtimable ; and which, though 
abſolutely eſſential to the very exiſtence of ge- 
nuine Chriſtianity, was yet but imperfectly en- 


joyed, for a ſeries of ages, in this dioceſe: a dio- 


ceſe, too, ſo happily ſituate as we are, in the

very 
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very centre of his majeſty's Britiſh dominions, 
and a ſuffragan ſee to the metropolitical juriſdic- 
tion of York. For, although we have never 
been without the Engliſh Scriptures ſince the Rev 
formation took place in theſe nations, yet our 
people in general, like their n-ighhours, the an- 
tient Britons, ſtill retain their veteran aboriginal 
language; which is a diale& of the antient Cel- 
tick, and in a thouſand words radlically the ſame 
with the antient Cornavian z as appears on a com- 
pariſon with the Gloſſary at the end of the late 
Dr. Borlafe's Hiſtory of Cornwall. 

This great original work was the ſummit of 
the good biſhop's ambition; the pride and glory 
of his heart; which he juſt lived long enough to 
ſee completed, and fairly cloſed in with the top. 
key-ſtone of this ſpiritual ſtructure ; the minia- 
ture model of that houſe not made with hands, 
prepared for him, eternal in the heavens : where 
thoſe that be wiſe, or teachers, ſhall ſhine as the 
ſun in the firmament ; and they that turn many 
to righteouſneſs, as the ſtars for ever and ever.—

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an opinion had the late archbiſhop Secker of 
biſhop Hildeſley's moderation, Chriſtian temper, 
and great abilities, that he had pointed him out 
as a proper perſon to be proto-biſhop of that miſ- 
ſion; on the ſubje& of which ſeveral letters had 
paſſed between them, and conferences were held, 

Elegant in his perſon, and polite in his man- 
ners, nothing gave him greater pleaſure, and he 
was never happier, than when, at our annual 
convocations, in his own chapel, and at his hoſ- 
pitable board, he was ſurrounded by his clergy, 
all decently and canonically habited ; there to 
deliberate on the good government of the dio- 
ceſe, and ſuch other ecclefiaſtical matters as 
were properly cognizable at thoſe ſynodical 
meetings; where an excellent charge was al- 
ways delivered by his lordſhip, with pathos, 
energy, and affection. And to the laſt, ſo paſ- 
fionately defirous was he of having all things 
done to edification, that he ordered the funeral 
office and ſermon for himſelf to be in Manks, 
but with a poſitive prohibition of any eulogium : 
Tanta fuit hominis modeſtra !”

and Divine Providence ſo poured its bleſſing 
upon the efforts of human zeal, as to give them 
all the ſucceſs which could poſſibly have been 
expected or deſired. 

Tax venerable biſhop W full of 
kindneſs and good fruits, firſt held up the 
ſtandard of information, which his ſucceſſor and 
the Society moſt ſtrenuouſly and happily fol- 
lowed : and thus, at length, was produced a tri- 
umph, indeed, over that grofs and palpable de- 
ficiency of ſpiritual means,. which for many ages 
had obſcured the ancient dioceſe of Mann. 

To detail thefe intereſting particulars is the 
object of the preſent artiele; and for this pur- 
poſe the editor has benefited his work, through 
the obliging aſſiſtance afforded him by a per- 
miſſion to inſpect the books of the Society; to 
whom, and to the Rev. Dr. Gaſkin, their ſecre- 
tary, he thus again, publickly, returns his thanks. 


Ox the 6th of July, 1762, the Rev. Mr. 
Archdeacon Yardley, treaſurer of the Society, 


laid before them. the. ſtate of religion in the Iſle 
ol 
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of Mann; and, particularly, that the inhabi- 


tants had no impreſſion either of Common- 
Prayer Book, Bible, or Teftament, in a lan- 
guage they could underſtand. Upon which the 
Society directed him to pay into the hands of 
Dr. Hildefley, the then worthy biſhop, out of 
Mr. Belke's charity *, the ſum of one hundred 
pounds, in ſuch manner as his lordſhip ſhould 
direct, for the purpoſe of printing the Scriptures, 
and other good books in the Manks tongue. 

In July, 1763, the board having received a 
letter from biſhop Hildefley, requeſting the 
Society to favour him by circulating, together 
with their own packets, a printed Propoſal re- 
ſpecting the intended Manks impreſſion; and 
alſo to aid the deſign, by permitting benefactions 
to be depoſited in the hands of their treaſurer for 
that purpoſe; It was reſolved that, on his lord- 
ſnip's ſending them his ſtatement of the plan, and 
its being approved at a General Meeting, their ſe- 
cretary, the Rev. Mr. Broughton, ſhould be di- 
rected to give it circulation accordingly. To 
forward alſo, as much as poſſible, ſo intereſting*

© WHEREAs, on the ſtricteſt enquiry, it ap- 
' pears, that the ancient church of the dioceſe of 


Mann, within the juriſdiction of the metropo- 


litan ſee of York, 1s probably the only Chriſtian 
church in the world, which 1s abſolutely deſtitute 
of a printed copy of the Haly Scriptures, in the 
vulgar tongue : And whereas the inconveniency, 
to ſay no worſe of it, experienced by the ſeveral 


congregations aſſembled for Divine Worſhip, in - 


receiving an off-hand tranſlation of the Engliſh 
Bible and Common Prayer Book, according to 
the different ſenſe, attention, and ability, of the 
officiating miniſter, has appeared to the preſent 
biſhop of the ſee, the Right Rev. Dr. Mark 
Hildeſley (as heretofore it did to his excellent 
predeceſſor), to be manifeſtly great and grievous ;

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nearly in the centre of that permanent light, 
which not only ſhines with full luſtre in every 
church, and almoſt in every houſe, of the neigh- 
bouring kingdoms; but is likewiſe extended 
even to the diſtant parts of India and Arabia; 
whilſt the eſtabliſhed church of Mann, within- 
the province of York, hath as yet only been 
favoured with a Manks impreſſion of Saint Mat- 
thew's Goſpel, and that now out of print. 

And whereas the contributions beſtowed by 
- ſome worthy charitable perſons in 1762, at the 
ſolicitation of the biſhop, being then in Eng- 
land *,—toward helping his flock to the comfort 
of a printed tranſlation of, at leaſt, ſome por- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures, the Common 
Prayer of the Church of England, that univer- 
ſally-eſteemed tract The Chriſtian Monitor,” 
and other religious books and treatiſes, into the 
language of the country; have encouraged his 
lordſhip to apply to the Soc1eTY for promoting 
Chriſtian Knowledge, for their advice and aſſiſt- 
ance, towards carrying the work into execution, by 
ſuch means as in their judicious conſideration ſhall 
ſeem moſt expedient,

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rage the ſaid Manks impreſſions, but have like. 
wiſe undertaken the management thereof, under 
the direction of the ?1ght Rev. the Lord Biſhop 
of that dioceſe : not doubting, but that the ſame 


gracious Providence which has hitherto proſ- 


pered all their other undertakings, for the Glory 
of Gop, and the ſalvation of ſouls, will alſo 
raiſe up benefactors, to enable them for the pro- 
ſecution of ſo good a work. 

All, therefore, who are diſpoſed to coun- 
tenance this charitable deſign, are hereby re- 
queſted to pay or remit their ſeveral contribu- 
tions to the Rev. Mr. Archdeacon Yardley, &c. 
&c. treaſurer of the Society; or to the Rev. 
Thomas Broughton, ſecretary, at the Society's 
houſe as above.” 

Tuts propoſal was ordered by the Society to 
be inſerted in their Annual Report, for 1763, 
then in the preſs; and two thouſand copies of it 
were directed to be printed ſeparately, and cit: 
culated among the members of the Society, 

At their meeting in February, 1764, a letter 
received from biſhop Hildeſley was read, relative 
to this moſt intereſting object of his lordſhip's 
attention; and more particularly to the expences 
of the Rev. Thomas Corlett, the voluntary cor- 
rector of the preſs, occaſioned by his ſtay in. 
London to prepare a Manks impreſſion of the 
New Teſtament ; accompanied with a draft upon 
James Heywood, Eſq. for fifty pounds, as his 
lordſhip's own benefaction to the good deſign. 

The 
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Thie Society thereupon agreed to make Mr. 
Corlett a compliment of thirty guineas, ex- 
cluſive of his expences; at the ſame time de- 
firing his lordſhip to beſtow reaſonable premiums 
on ſuch other of the Manks clergy, as had al- 
ready been, or ſhould be, ſerviceable in tranſlate” 
ing or reviſing the Manks publications, and in 
ſuch proportions as his lordſhip ſhould think fit. 

In conſequence of this, an edition of the Four 
Goſpels having been recently reviſed and printed 
for them, and being deſirous to expedite” their 
farther efforts, the biſhop, in March following, 
iffued the circular letter ſubjoined ; and an ar- 
rangement was ſoon formed, for carrying the” de: 
ſign into more extenſive effect in the Iſle of 
Mann.

I therefore do now, once again, find myſelf 
obliged, in the name of our great MasTzR, 
whoſe ſervants we are, to recommend it to you,

Generouſly elated with the happy proſpect of 
ſucceſs which now preſented itſelf to his view, 
the amiable biſhop would no longer conceal from 
the Society his intentions in favour of their joint 
concern, He accordingly ſent them a letter, 
containing a new clauſe in his will, fully expreſ- 
five of his paternal attachment to the great work 


in hand, It needs no comment, and is as fol- 
Jows ;

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«© I Mark Hildeſley, D. D. biſhop of Sodor 
and Mann, among other bequeſts, in a will beat- 
ing date 12. Sept. 1763, do give unto Samuel 
Dickens, D. D. archdeacon of Durham, and his 
two brothers, the Rev. Charles Dickens, and 
colonel Thomas Dickens, three hundred pounds 
Old South Sea Annuities, ſtanding in my name 
in the books of the South Sea Company, London ; 
In truſt, that they, or either of them, ſhall, after 
the death of my fiſter, Heſter Hildeſley, pay, or 
cauſe to be paid or transferred the ſaid ſtock of 
L. zoo to one or other of the treaſurers of the 
SocrzTy for promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, Lon- 
don; to be applied by the ſaid Society, intereſt 
or-principal, as occafion ſhall be, for furniſhing 
new impreſſions of Manks Tranſlations, when it 
Mall be ſignified to them from the biſhop of 
Mann, for the time being, that ſuch new im- 
preſſions of the Holy Scriptures, the Liturgy, 
or other good books in the Manks tongue, are 
farther wanting to the people of the Iſle and 
Droceſe of Mann.

Mr. Archdeacon Yardley reported, that he 
had offered Mr. Corlett thirty guineas, in purſu- 
ance of the Society's direction; but that, having 
generouſly refufed to receive what he thought 
was more that his labour deferved, he accepted 
twenty guineas only, for which he reſpectfully 
returned his thanks. 

By their next propoſal, May 4, 1764, ,the 
Society ſtate, That the dioceſe of Mann is ſup- 
poſed to contain near twenty thouſand fſouls.; 
the far greater number of whom are entirely ig- 
norant of the Engliſh language; that the bene- 
factions already received amounted to upwards of 
five hundred pounds; and that, in conſequence 
of this encouragement, they had printed and diſ- 
perſed gratis in the Iſte of Mann 2000 Cate- 
chiſms, 1200 Chriſtian Monitors, and 1000-co- 
pies of the Four Goſpels, and Acts of the 
Apoſtles, in the Manks tongue. They hoped 
allo to purſue farther the good deſign, ſo ſoon as 
enabled by the beneficence of well-diſpoled per- 
fons ; and to that end, the 4poſtolical Epiſties, and 
Liturgy of the church were already put into the 
hands of able clergymen of the Ifle of Mann, 
well ſkalled in the lauguage, to be prepared fer 
the preſs : After which it was intended to tranſ- 

lata 
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late and publiſh the Scriptures of the Old Teftg. 
ment ; that the dioceſe might be put upon a level 
with their neighbours, in having the pure word 
of God and the Liturgy-ſervice in their own 
language, for the uſe both of their publick aſ- 
ſemblies, and of private families. This done, 
and in cafe the fund ſhould anſwer, it was pro- 
poſed to publiſh ſuch other books and tracts, in 
the Manks tongue, as might be thought moſt 
ſuitable to promote true religion and virtue; and 
the ſociety, therefore, earneſtly intreated aſſiſt- 


ance from the pious and charitable, in favour of 


ſo excellent and extenfive a ſcheme.” 

Of the above propoſal three thouſand copies 
were ordered to be circulated ; and on the 4th of 
Dec. 1764, the Society reſolved on printing 1500 
Manks copies of the Common- Prayer, of the 
fame ſize and paper as the Four Goſpels, and 
Acts of the Apoſtles, already publiſhed ; together 
with an additional number of fifty copies in 
guarto, on fine paper, for the uſe of churches, 
and for preſents. 

Upon a moderate computation, however, it 
was found, that upwards of 1000 pounds more 
than had been received would be requiſite to 
complete the object, eſpecially if larger num- 


bers of copies ſhould be printed in future edi- 
tions; it being their view, © to extend, if poſ- 


fible, the diſtribution ſo far, as that no indivi- 
dual of the twenty thouſand natives in the Iſle of 
Mann

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Mann might be deſtitute of a Bible, and a Com- 
mon- Prayer Book, in his own language.” 

In June, 1765, biſhop Hildeſley, being then 
in England, and in the chair, repreſented to 
the board the extraordinary care and labour which 
the Rev. Philip Moore *, of Douglas, had taken, 
to aſſiſt the tranflation of the Liturgy into Manks; 
and that he had declined to accept of any gra- 
tuity in money. The committee, entertaining 
a grateful ſenſe of that gentleman's ſervices, re- 
commended it to the Society to make him a pre- 
ſent, from the produce of Mr. Belke's charity, 
of ſuch books in their catalogue as he ſhould 
chooſe, to the value of five pounds; and to 
the Rev. Mr. Corlett, alſo, to the amount of 
twenty ſhillings. 

At their meeting Oct. 7, 1766, after conſider- 
ing a letter from Mr. Shepherd, printer, at 
Whitehaven, relative to the printing of books 
in Manks, at Ramſay, in the Iſle of Mann; 
the Society reſolved, that 1000 copies of the 
tranſlated PFp//tles and Revelation be forthwith 
worked off, exactly ſimilar with the Goſpels and 
Acts already printed in London; and that biſhop 
Hildefley be deſired, both to fix with the prin- 
ter, as to price of paper, letter;preſs, and bind- 
ing ; and to draw upon their treaſurer for ſuch 
monies as were wanting to carry on the work.

His 
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His lordſhip being again in the chair, Auguſt, 
1767, and having repreſented to the board the 
neceſſity of a new edition of the Common- Prayer, in 
a ſmaller volume; they requeſted his lordſhip, 
after finiſhing the preſent impreſſion of the Epiſ- 
tles and Revelation, to order 200 copies of the 
Common-Prayer, with the Pſalms in Metre an- 
nexed, to be printed in the Nonpareil or Minion 
character. 

It was in this ſtate 0 the buſineſs, that the 
following AnDREss to the PurLIck” was 
printed and diſperſed, in 1769; drawn up, as we 
have reaſon to believe, by the Rev. Mr. Moors, 
whoſe name and important ſervices are ſo often 
and, deſervedly mentioned in the courſe of our 
narrative. 


* StNcg. the Ifle of Mann is become an ap- 
pendage of Great Britain, and its regalities are 
veſted in the imperial crown of theſe realms, it 
may poſſibly afford ſome ſatisfaction to the pub- 
lick, to be informed what effect this great, and, 
to us, intereſting Revolution in our ſmall ſtate, 
may have had on the minds, the manners, and 
the ditpoſition of our people. 


IN order to which I would obſerve, that the 


local trade ſo long carried on here, to the detri- 
ment of the crown, being now totally ſupprefled, 
by the care and attention of his majeſty's civil 
government in the ifle, aided by the vigilance 


and activity of the revenue officers and cutters ; 


we 
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we have turned our hands, with uncommon ſpirit 
and diligence, to cultivate the more innocent and 
laudable, though leſs lucrative arts of agriculture, 
and the linen manufactory. 
« Our HERRING FISHERY. too, with the "Ne 
vour of ſome further encouragement from Britiſh 
bounty to facilitate our attempts, would be a 
happy reſource for the ſupport and benefit of the 
inhabitants ; above a thouſand of whom have 
been obliged to leave this iſland, within theſe 
three years, for want of employment, to the 
great diſtreſs and irreparable loſs of the country. 

Ir is an obſervation no leſs juſt than pious, 
that it belongs to the wiſdom and goodneſs of 
divine Providence only, to bring good out of 
evil; and of this we are a very eminent and re- 
cent example, We have loſt, it is true, a cer- 
tain ſpecies of commerce, of no great advantage 
to the place in general, as but few, in compa- 
riſon, were enriched thereby; while it was ſe- 
cretly undermining us, as it introduced a ſpirit 
of idleneſs and diffipation z and, from the eaſy ac- 
quiſition of ſpirituous liquors, and other foreign 
luxuries, was tending faſt to debauch the minds, 
corrupt the morals, and enervate the conſtitu- 
tions of our common people; the gains ſo lightly 
acqured being, for the moſt part, as lightly li- 
quidated. 

'* InSTEAD of this, a more pleaſing and more 
agrecable proſpe& begins to open. Sublatd cauſd, 
tollitur effeus ; the cauſe being removed, the ef- 


Q fect 
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fect ceaſes. Induſtry and ſobriety have taken 
place, and diffuſe their ſalutary influence; which 
we have reaſon to hope will daily increaſe; fince 
the principal inhabitants of the iſle, yet remain- 
ing, have made application to the Britiſh mi- 
niſtry for ſome particular indulgence, in certain 
branches of a fair and honeſt commerce, which 
we hope will not be refuſed us; flattering our- 
ſelves with the expectation of ſome lenity and fa- 
vour, on account of our peaceable and ſubmiſſive 
behaviour; and that no ſubjects in the Britiſh 
dominions can be better affected to his Majeſty's 
perſon and government than the inhabitants of 
this iſle. 

«© WE beg only to be conſidered as fellou- 
ſubjects, or at leaſt as the poor relations, for that 
we certainly are, of a great and opulent people. 
Nothing do we want, nothing do we wiſh, but 
ſome ſmall encouragement, to make us not altoge- 
ther unworthy of your regard: And of this we 
will not deſpair, from the noble nature and ge- 
nerous ſpirit of the Britiſh nation, with the ex- 
perience we have already had of their liberality 


and compaſſion, in a caſe of the higheſt and mi "8

England, and even ſome Companies of diſtinctio A 
in the city of London, having kindly and chat! | 


tably contributed to redreſs one of the greatel 


grievances under which it is poſſible for a 


Chriſtian perple to labour. 
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t© For, on the acceſſion of our preſent worthy 
biſhop to this dioceſe of Sodor and Mann, he 
found us moſt unfortunately deſtitute of the 
HoLyY SCRIPTURES in our native language: and 


though a defign had been formed by his prede- 


ceſſor, of pious memory, the late moſt excellent 


biſhop Wilſon, for having the Scriptures of the 
New Teſtament in the Manks tongue, and though 
the four Goſpels, with the Acts, had been al- 
ready tranſlated, yet were they never printed (ex- 
cept only a few copies of St. Matthew's Goſpel) 
until his immediate ſucceſſor, our preſent biſhop, 
reſolutely undertook the arduous work ; which 
has in a great meaſure been effected, by the di- 
vine bleſſing on his own endeavours, and his ſue- 
ceſsful application to others, who generouſly 
countenanced, and liberally patroniſed the plan. 
Ir is impoſſible to deſcribe the avidity 
wherewith the books, which his lordſhip has been 
enabled to get printed off, are ſought after; or 
with what joy, and gratitude to their benefactors, 
they are received. Maſters of families, and 
others, who are well diſpoſed, can now read to 
the ignorant and illiterate the Sacred Oracles in 


heir own language; whereas, before, they never 


did nor could hear or know more of them, than 
what they learned from crude, and often ex- 


tempore tranſlations. To the younger clergy 
mis was a taſk difficult and diſcouraging, as it 
W 7<quircd the practice and experience of ſome 
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years to make them tolerably experc at ſuch ex- 
poſitions; and, after all, every man had his 
own different manner, and different explanation, 
to the ſubverſion of all order and uniformity in 
our publick Liturgy. From this inconvenience, 
however, we are now totally delivered ; and, 
thanks to the indefatigable zeal of our good dio- 
ceſan, ſupported as he has been by the contribu- 
tions of ſeveral munificent benefactors, the 
Publick Worſhip of God 1s every where performed 
with the utmoſt decency and good order. 

« In conſequence of this fair proſpect, the 
biſhop is encouraged to ſet on foot a verſion of the 
OLD TESTAMENT ENTIRE; that ſo his dioceſe, in 
common with others, may enjoy the full bleſſing 
of having the ſacred canon complete: a work, in 
which his clergy are now engaged ; animated 
with the fanguine hope, that his lordſhip, enabled 
by further benefactions to execute ſo laudable 


and neceffary an undertaking, may perpetuate | 


the ſame to future generations; and that the 
light and benefit of divine knowledge, enjoyed 
by all other Proteſtant churches in the Britiſh 
dominions, may be happily extended to this 
alſo. 

*« Ws juſtly blame, and even reproach the 
Church of Rome, for locking up the Scriptures 


from her people in an unknown tongue : but 


how little different, and no leſs to be lamented, is 
our own caſe; where the bulk of the common 
people 
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people underſtand very little, and many thou- 
ſands nothing at all, of the Engliſb language l 

« We celebrate the charity, and applaud the 
goodneſs, of thoſe benevolent minds, who, at a 
vaſt expence, procure the Scriptures and other 
good books to be printed in the Malabarick and 
other Aſiatick tongues, for the inſtruction of na- 
tions the moſt remote and different from our 
own; whilſt a very ancient Chriſtian community, 
at home, and of the eſtabliſhed church, has 
never hitherto had the Scriptures in their native 
aboriginal language : a circumſtance, I believe, 
peculiar to ourſelves, till it pleaſed God to inſpire 
the minds, and enlarge the hearts, of our kind 
benefactors. 

© WHAT an immenſe tribute then of thanks 
do we owe to theſe our noble ſnirited and ge- 
nerous friends, for the ineſtimable boon thus con- 
ferred upon a moſt grateful and affectionate 
people ! whole prayers to the Supreme Fountain of 
all good, and whoſe beſt wiſhes for their proſ- 
perity, our benefactors are defired to accept, as 
a juſt, but . inadequate, acknowledgement of 
their pious munificence. |

By their Annual Reports of the years 1770 
and 1771, the Society acquainted the publick, 
that, from the very liberal encouragement re- 
ceived, they had been enabled to print large edi- 
Q 3 tions 
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tions of the New Teſtament, the Common-Prayer, 
„ Lewis's Catechifm,” and The Chriſtian Mo. 
nitor ;” that they had alſo printed the Pentatcuch, 


or Five Books of Moſes; and that a ſecond por- 


tion of the Old Teſtament, as far as to the Book 
of Job, was gone to the preſs. 

Of the firſt- mentioned impreſſions they had 
diſperſed, gratis, in the Iſle of Mann, 2000 eo- 
pies of Lewis's Catechiſm, 1200 of the Chriſtian 
Monitor, 1000 of the Ne Teſtament in octavo, 
1550 of the Common- Prayer in the ſame cha- 
rater, and 1000 ditto of a ſmaller ſize. They 
farther ad, that, prompted by a conſideration of 
the good effects which already attended theſe 
diſtributions, the worthy Biſhop of Mann hag 
o*cr cxprefied to the Society his own and his 
peopbe's tenſe of fo noble an inſtance of Chriſtian 
charity to the ſus of men. At the ſame time, 
in this happily advanced ſtate of the pious de- 
nian, they hoped, that the ſame genuine prin- 
cip'es of benevalence, which had hitherto aſſiſted 
tem, would ſtiſl continue to operate, and thus 
enable them to perfect the ſucceſs of ſo uſeful 
an UnNCENt? KING. 

About rins time a fatal accident had like to 
have token place, which threatened greatly to 
retard the good work, and is thus related by the 
Rev. Dr. Kelly, ** I began to reviſe, correct, 
and ranſcribe, rhe Gaelic Tranſlation of the Bible 
on the iſt of June, 1758. The Pentateuch was 


{:on after nearly ready for the preſs; and we 
arrived 
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arrived at Whitehaven, where the work was 
printed, on the 13th of April, 1770. On our 
next return from the iſland to Whitehaven, the 
19th of March, 1771, charged with another 
portion, from Deuteronomy to Job incluſive, we 
were ſhipwrecked in a ſtorm. With no ſmall dif- 
ficulty and danger the manuſcript was preſerved, 
by holding it above the water for the ſpace of five 
hours; and this was almoſt the only article ſaved. 
His lordſhip, and the Rev. Philip Moore, when- 
ever the ſubje& afterwards came into converſa- 
tion, were jocularly pleaſed to compare the cor- 
rector to Cæſar; who, during the ſea- fight at 
Alexandria, is ſaid to have ſaved his Commen- 
taries by holding them in one hand, and ſwim- 
ming with the other . Of this trying event an 
account was given by a paragraph in the New- 
caſtle Chronicle, as of the ſame day, 19 March, 
1771. 

In October, 1772, not many weeks previous 
to biſhop Hildeſley's deceaſe, the Society read a 
letter from his lordſhip, expreſſing his hope, that 
ſome handſome gratuity might be thought of for 
Mr. John Kelly , a young gentleman, native of 
the Iſle of Mann : ** who has been, ſays the

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good prelate, a moſt aſſiduous and uſeful aſ- 
ſiſtant to Mr. Moore, in tranſcribing fair the 
whole tranſlation of the Manks Bible for the preſs *; 
of which he has been likewiſe a moſt indefati- 
gable corrector; and for which he has hitherto 
received no emolument.” His lordſhip further 
hoped, that the Society would the rather conſider 
Mr. Kelly in an eſpecial manner, as Mr. Moore 
had generoufly declined to accept any thing for 
his patas. The Society upon this, very much to 
their honour, referred the buſineſs entirely to his 
lordſhip; only requeſting him to make Mr. 
Kelly a ſuitable acknowledgement, and rather to 
exceed than fall ſhort of a due liberality. 

The firſt volume of the Bible Tranſlation was 
completed on the 2d of July, 1971: the ſecond

ſtate of their fund, and the precarious nature of their re- 
ſources ; the Society properly declined ſo expenſive an un- 
dertaking. Neither could the latter meet their approbation; 
as, though the number ſaid to be wanted was ſmall, the coſt 
of printing would be great; and, after all, it would prove 


but a mutilated performance. The idea, therefore, of folio 


impreſſions was indiſpenſably dropped; and the only accom- 
modation that could be reſorted to was adopted, by forming 
a few guarte ſized copies of the Bible and Liturgy, from the 
type of the oftayo edition, in manner hereafter mentioned. 
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volume was got ready for the preſs on the 6th of 
April, 1772; and all was finiſhed, and tranſcribed, 
in December of the ſame year, —uſt before his 
lordſhip died. 


At this period, perhaps, the editor of bi- 
ſhop HiLDesLEY's Memoirs might properly have 
finithed his account of the Manks verſion: But, 
imagining that the ingenuous reader may be 
equally ſolicitous, as himſelf once was, to know the 
reſult of ſo important a concern, —an Era, ſurely, 
in our inſular hiſtory, —he flatters himſelf that a 
continuation of the Narrative to its cloſe, will 
prove acceptable, and even intereſting ; as a teſ- 
timony of much good wrought out by peculiar 
exertions of labour and piety, in a bufineſs, 
which reflects high honour upon two moſt 
worthy Prelates ; on the excellent Society for pro- 
moting Chriftian Knowledge; on every bene- 
factor to the deſign; on every ſharer in the 


work itſelf ; and on the Proteſtant cauſe in par- 
ticular *,

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On the 12th of January, 1773, Biſhop Hil- 
Gefley being then dead, the Society took into 
conſideration the contents of a letter from Mr. 
Moore; in which he mentions, that befides the 
inceſſant labour Mr. Kelly had for four years un- 
dergone, in forwarding the impreſſion of the 
Manks Bible, the late good biſhop had engaged 
him in forming a Vocabulary or Dictionary of the 
language, with a promiſe of ten guineas, when 
finiſhed. It was therefore agreed, that in lieu 
of other recompenſe, a preſent ſhould be made 
to Mr. Kelly of one hundred pounds, or guineas, 
as Mr. Moore ſhould think proper: leaving it to 
that gentleman to draw immediately for the whole, 


or to leave ſuch yart as he might judge expe- 


dient, till the Manks Dictionary ſhould be com- 
Pleted *. 

The ſecretary, in March, 1773, reported, that 
he had waited upon Dr. Richmond, the new 
biſhop, in conſequence of his lordſhip's becom- 
ing a member of the Society. A letter from the

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Rev. Mr. Moore was then read, to acquaint the 


Society, that,“ on conſulting his brethren of the 
Manks clergy, he finds them of opinion, that 
2000 copies of the New Teſtament, in 8vo, to- 
gether with thoſe formerly printed, would be 
more than ſufficient to anſwer all the preſent de- 
mands of the iſland, and for many years to come.” 
He likewiſe recommends that the Four Goſpels 
and the Acts ſhould undergo ſome_ reviſion, 
before they are again ſent to the preſs, inaſmuch 
as they had been formerly printed from an un- 
reviſed copy, which was found amongſt biſhop 
Wilſon's papers *, Mr. Moore alſo wiſhed that 
an additional two or three thouſand copies were 
printed of biſhop Wilſon's excellent book on the 
Church Catechiſm : to which propoſitions the 
Society readily acceded. 

In June, 1773, upon a reſpectful application 
from Mr. Moore, the Society, with their ac- 
cuſtomed liberality, agreed to make him a pre- 
ſent of fifty pounds; both for his long and labo- 
rious attendance on the Manks Impreſſion, and 
the better to enable him to uſe proper means for 
the recovery of his valuable health, which had 
been greatly impaired by too cloſe and unwearied 
an application to the progreſs of that good work. 

Their Annual Reports of July, in this year, 
and in 1774, ſtate That the Society had printed 
and diftributed 2000 copies of the firſt volume

of 
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of the Old Teftament, extending to the Book of 
Job; and that all the remaining part, together 
with the two apocryphal Books of Wi/dom and 
Eccleſiaſticus, had been ſince printed, and were 
diſperſing as expeditiouſly as they could be paſſed 
through the binder's hands. 'The Society alfo re- 
folved to reprint 2000 copies of the New Teſta. 
ment: after which, ſo long as benefations 
ſhould continue to drop in, they would perſevere 
in ſupplying the Iſle of Mann with other good 


books and tracts; or with new editions, at leaſt 


of ſuch, as had already been publiſhed for the 
uſe of the inhabitants. 

Soon after this, upon a repreſentation from 
Mr. Moore, their ſecretary was directed to ac- 
quaint him, that the Society would be very glad 
to give Mr. Kelly all the encouragement in their 
power ; but could not undertake the printing of 
his Grammar, lately compoſed, until the ftate of 
their Manks fund ſhould be examined, and it 
was ſeen what would be the expence of reprinting 
the New Teſtament, then in the preſs. 

On the xoth of January, 1475, it was agreed 
to poſtpone the conſideration of a letter received 
from Mr. Moore, till the Society ſhould be aſ- 
certained of the fituation of their finances, and 
know what gratuities had been received by the 
ſeveral gentlemen engaged in the Manks impreſ: 
ſions. Dr. Finch, Dr. Markham, and Mr, Moore, 
were accordingly requeſted to act as a committee 


for that purpoſe; and on the 7th of February

reported, «© That they found the Society, at their 
jaſt audit, in April, 1774, had b

So that, as no freſh benefactions had come in 
fince the audit, there was, on the whole, a ba- 
jance due from the Manks impreſſions to the So- 
ciety. 

„That to reimburſe themſelves, however, the 
Society were poſſeſſed of C. 1800 New South Sea 
Annuities, and F. 100 Bank Annuities reduced: 
on the former of which a year's intereſt of C. 54 
was due at Chriſtmas, 1774, and on the latter 
L. 3, up to Michaelmas, 1774. 

They likewiſe reported, That the following 
perſons had, at ſundry times, received the ſums 
ſet againſt their names in the lift, as gratuities 


for their reſpective labours, in conducting the 
Impreſſions.

At the ſame meeting, Feb. 7, 1775, the So- 
ciety were informed by letter from the Rev. 
Meſſrs. Moore and Sewell, that they had begun 
printing 2000 copies in octavo, and about 40 in 
quarto, of a freſh edition of the New Teſtament; 
the former part of which, down to the end of the 
Acts, had been carefully reviſed by Mr. Moore; 
and they propoſed, when that impreſſion ſhould 
be finiſhed, to print a tranſlation of biſhop Wil- 
ſon's Treatiſe on the Lord's Supper. They there- 
fore wiſhed to know whether the Society ap- 
proved of the deſign; and, if ſo, what number of 
copies in octavo they choſe to have worked off; 
ſuggeſting it alſo as expedient to print the Manks 
and Engliſh in oppoſite columns. Mr. Sewell 
likewiſe ſpoke highly of Mr. Kelly, as an inge- 
nious man; a good ſcholar z and one, who, as he 
was intended for the church,- would be a valuable 

| acqui - 
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acquiſition to his native iſland. It was in conſe- 
quence agreed, that ſo ſoon as the preſent edi- 
tion of the New Teſtament ſhould be completed, 
the Manks tranſlation of biſhop Wilſon on the 
Sacrament ſhould be put to the preſs, but 
without the original in the oppoſite column; 
which the Society thought would only ſwell the 
work, without anſwering any very eſſential pur- 
poſe. They left it to the biſhop of Mann, Mr. 
Sewell, and Mr. Moore, to determine the proper 
number of copies to be printed; and returned 
hearty thanks to Mr. Sewell for his zealous atten- 
tion to the good work. 

That gentleman, in Auguſt following, in- 
formed the Society, from the Rev. Mr. Moore, 
that the manuſcript tranſlation of biſhop Wilſon's 
Treatiſe would want revifing; and that Mr. 
Moore ſtill retained his opinion, that the book 
would be more uſeful, if publiſhed both in 
Manks and Engliſh: in which idea, however, if 
the Society ſhould not acquieſce, he could wiſh 
that a thouſand or two might be printed ſepa- 
rately in Engliſh; and he thought it might be 
cheaper done at Whitehaven than in London. 
Mr, Sewell likewiſe obſerved, that a ſecond edi- 
tion of the Common Prayer was much wanted. 

The Society about this period agreed to pur-

Prayer Books alſo, of the quarto fize, for the uſe 
of churches, were earneſtly called for by the 
clergy. ET,” 

From what his lordſhip could gather upon en- 
quiry, he ſuppoſed, that 2500 copies of biſhop 
Wilſon on the Sacrament might very well ſuf- 
fice, for preſent uſe at leaſt: and, with regard to 
printing the Engliþ and Manks in oppoſite co- 
lumns, he informed the Society, That, out of 
twenty-two of his clergy, nineteen had agreed 
with him in thinking, that this two-fold impreſ- 
ſion would be attended with incomparably greater 
and more general utility; ſince, excluſive of 
other reaſons afligned, they all concurred in this, 
—that the two tongues would help thoſe to un- 
derſtand both, who as yet were not over perfect 
in either.“ 

In anſwer to a requeſt from the Society, Mr. 
Sewell expreſſed himſelf clearly of opinion, that 
a freſh Manks impreſſion, in duodecimo, of the Com- 
mon Prayer, printed with the ſame character as 
the edition of 1769, would do exceedingly well, 
both for the old and young; including ſeveral 
portions of David's Pſalms, together with the 
hymns and doxologies in Manks verſe ; none of 
which were printed in the London oCtavoy: of 
1705. The ſame ſort of paper with that uſed for 
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the octavo Bibles would be very ſuĩtable; as; 


without rendering the Common Prayer Books at 
all diſproportionate, they would be ſomewhat 
longer and broader, and conſequently require a 
rather leſs quantity of paper. In conſequence of 
this clear and urgent repreſentation, the Society 
kindly agreed to print 3500 copies of biſhop 
Wilſon on the Sacrament, with the Manks and 
Engliſh in oppoſite columns : to publiſh likewiſe 
a new edition of 3000 Common Prayer Books, in 
duodecimo, on the ſame type with thoſe of 1769: 
At the ſame time poſtponing the conſideration, 
whether or not to republiſh a few Bibles and 
Common Prayer Books in a larger ſize. 

At their next meeting, Feb. 13, 1776, the 
lord biſhop, by letter, acquainted the Society, 
that Mr. Moore, aſſiſted by Mr. Kelly, had for 
ſome months been engaged in reviſing the Tranſ- 
lation of biſhop Wilſon's Treatiſe: and, after 
returning thanks for the extenfive bounty con- 
ferred upon his dioceſe, his lordſhip adds, That 
thoſe larger Common Prayer Books which had 
been ſuggeſted by his clergy, were propoſed 
merely for their own uſe, in their reſpective 
churches ; and, although not indiſpenſably necel- 
ſary, muſt certainly prove very convenient and 
deſirable, 

The Society would gladly have obliged his 
lordſhip, and the clergy of Mann, in this point, 
had they thought themſelves at liberty to ven- 


ture on ſo large an expence, as muſt be incurred 
; | by 
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by the printing of ſuch an edition.“ They 
agreed, however, to ſtrike off fifty copies of the 
Manks Common Prayer Book, in quarto, by 
breaking the forms of the octavo edition, at 
that time under the preſt, into a larger fize ;—as 
had already been done in their former impreſſion 
of the Manks Bible.” 

The Rev. Mr. Sewell, about the ſame time, re- 
queſted the Society would apply to biſhop Rich- 
mond, for his lordſhip's direction to Mr. Moore 
at Douglas, and the clergyman at Ramſay, to 
ſend for the 308 Bibles then in the printer's ware- 
houſe at Whitehaven ; and alſo to give orders 
for the diſtribution of ſuch other copies, as 
were ſome time fince depoſited under the care of 
thoſe two clergymen. 

Mr. Moore, by letter, Aug. 15, 1776, ac- 
quainted the Society, that Mr. Kelly, his very 
able co-adjutor, and corrector of the preſs, had 
taken Holy Orders; and, as his affiduous and eſ- 
ſential ſervices for the Society, during the ſpace 
of eight years, were now cloſed, Mr. Moore took 
the liberty to remind them of what that gentle- 
man had ſo amply done for the Manks im- 
preſſion. | 

By a ſubſequent letter, in 1977, he gives them 
the information they had deſtred on the above 
ſubje& ; ſtating the proportion of labour and 
ſtudy which Mr. Kelly had employed on the 
good work, ſince he received-their. former com- 
pliment of one hundred guineas. Mr, Moore 
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likewiſe hints, that he ſhould be- happy if the 


Society would ſo repeat their favours to himſelf, 
as. to. enable him to reſort to ſome medicinal 
ſprings, for the recovery of his declining health, 
It was in conſequence determined, at the next 
General Meeting, to pay due honour both to 
Mr. Moore and Mr. Kelly, for their very uſefu] 
and important exertions. 

In this year alſo their ſecretary, by direction 
of the board, wrote to the Rev. Mr. Bell, of 
Bride-Kirk, in Cumberland, requeſting him to 
learn, if poſſible, the ſentiments of the Rev. 
Mr. Sewell, whether he expected any, and what 
remuneration, for his long- continued and cloſe at- 
tention to the buſineſs of the Manks impreſſion. 
To which was returned for anſwer, that Mr. 
Sewell had never entertained a thought of pecu- 
niary recompenſe: that the thanks of good bi- 
ſhop HILDESLE , whilſt he lived, and of the So- 
ciety ſince his deceaſe, together with the appro- 
hation of his own heart, were all the reward he. 
wiſhed for. in this world. That he would there- 
fore agcept: of no acknowledgement from the So- 
ciety, unleſs it were in the book-way, which 


might be a permanent teſtimony of their ſenti- 


ments towards him. And, in particular, he men- 


tioned. © Dr. Dodd's Commentary on the Bible,“ 


as a work, which he had long had it in his in- 
tention to purchaſe. 
The Society accordingly directed their lecre⸗ 


tary to write to Mr. Sewell, in their name cs. Re- 
s turning 
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turning him their hearty thanks for the great at- 
tention, which, for ſeveral years, he had been 
pleaſed to beſtow upon the Manks impreſſion: 
Aſſuring him, in particular, that they entertain 
the higheſt ſenſe of his uncommon generofity. 
and diſintereſtedneſs; not only in devoting ſo 
much of his time to the ſuperintendence of that 
work, without a view to reward, but even in 
declining to receive any pecuniary ſatisfaction for 
his trouble: That they are happy, however, to find 
he will permit them to make him a ſmall ac- 
knowledgement, by a preſent of books ; and 
therefore beg him to accept, as a permanent to- 
ken of their regard and eſteem, -

To which they are defirous of adding any 
other books, with which Mr. Sewell would * 
be ſupplied.“ , 

Soon after this, orders were givers by the So- 
ciety, for ſending to the Ifle of Mann 183 copies 
of the firſt volume of the Holy Bible, in octavo, 
with 124 copies of the ſecond volume: alſo fifty 


quarto Common Prayer Books, 2000 in duode- 


cimo, and 2500 of biſhop- Wilſon's excellent 
Treatiſe on the Sacrament. Their Annual Report 
adds, that 1 500 copies of the ſmall Common Prayer 
Book, and 500 of Biſhop Wilſon's Tract, were 
already bound: the reſt to be completed and ſent 
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over as ſoon as poſſible. After which diftri- 
bution, liſts were to be made out, of ſuch books 
as ſhould remain in the hands of the clergy ; to 
be delivered to biſhop Richmond, who had un- 
dertaken the charge of any future diſpoſal of 
them, as occaſion ſhould require. 

In conſequence of this arrangement, the Rev. 
Mr. Moore, by letter, tells the Society, Our 
Manks impreſſions come in very faſt, and are as 
faſt diſtributed to the ſeveral pariſhes, according 
to the directions given by our late Dioceſan, be- 
fore he left the iſland *. The books,” continues 
he are ſo joyfully and ſo thankfully received, 
that I have no ſmall ſatisfaction at being em- 
ployed in the diſtribution of them.” The biſhop 
alſo, about this period, wrote a letter to the So- 
ciety, in very pointed terms; deſiring to expreſs 
his unfeigned and grateful ſenſe of the piety and 
benevolence, which they had for ſeveral years paſt 
exerted, towards the clergy and people com ; 
mitted to his charge. 

In 1781, the Society, wiſhing to take the opi- 
nion of Dr. Maſon, then lord biſhop of the. dio- 
ceſe, ' reſpecting the diſtribution of ſuch copies 
of Manks books as remained at Whitehaven, 
directed Mr. Broyghton, their ſecretary, to write 
to his lordſhip, to know what he would chooſe

to 
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to have done with them. His lordſhip in an- 
ſwer ſaid, he had conſulted his clergy how they 
might be diſpoſed of to the beſt advantage; in 
compliance with whoſe opinion, he had given 
directions for purſuing the plan laid down by his 
late predeceſſor, which to him appeared very 
convenient and proper. He would accordingly 
take care to have the ſcattered remains of the ſe- 
veral copies collected together. 

Mr. Moore, in 1782, informed the Society, 
that biſhop Maſon had ordered a very large re- 
mainder of the Manks publications to be ſent 
from Whitehaven, the greateſt part of which 
had arrived at Ramſay and Douglas: But, as the 
Society had received no particular information 
concerning the diſtribution of them, it was pre- 
ſumed that his lordſhip continued to diſpoſe of 
them agreeably to the plan adopted by his pre- 
deceſſor. 

In April, 1783, the biſhop, being then in 
London, and preſent at a Committee of the So- 
ciety, acquainted them, that he had given orders 
for diſtributing the books ſo ſent over, through- 
out the iſland. 

The Rev. Henry Corlett, Vicar of St. German, 
in 1784, informed the Society, that a conſider- 
able number of New Teſtaments and Common 
Prayer Books had been lying a long time in the 
Iſland, undiſpoſed of, though much wanted; 
owing to Biſhop Maſon's ill ſtate of health, 4 . 
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ring the laſt eight months of his life. As Dr. 


Crigan, however, the preſent Biſhop, had be- 
come a member of the Society, it was not 
doubted but his Lordſhip would take due care 
of that matter. Information was accordingly re- 
ceived in 1785, from the Rev. Mr: Chriſtian, 
Vicar-General, that the Biſhop had kindly un- 
dertaken the diſtribution ; and had written circu- 
lar letters to his Clergy, directing them to fend” 
him an account of what books were wanted tor 
their reſpective congregations. 
Another letter, of the 12th of May, 1786, 
defired Dr. Gaſkin *, then Secretary, to in- 
form the Society, That almoſt all the Manks 
publications had been circulated amongſt the 
Clergy, and by them regularly diftributed f. 
The remaining copies, which Mr. Chriftian ob- 
ferves were few, had been properly taken care 
of; and would ſoon be diſperſed, in proportion” 
to the wants of the Inhabitants.

Tux preſent number of Inhabitants in the Iſle 
of Mann, much increaſed ſince good biſhop 
Hildeſley's time, is conjectured to exceed iwenty- 
eight thouſand; nearly two-tlurds of whom. are 
ſuppoſed mot to underſtand: the Engliſh language. 
Hence it appears evident, that the expenditure 
of about four thouſand pounds, caſually raiſed by 
voluntary conttübution, bas ſufficed to illuminate 
with Scripture truth, for a period of above thirty 
years, upwards of eighteen thouſand ſouls, What 
is the humble and- ſtriking average-?—Leſs than 
five ſhillings at the very utmoſt, for . each 
Manks individual, in all that ſpace of time! 

But here let it, in juſtice, and with the ſincereſt 
reſpe&t-to the Society for promoting - Chriſtian 
Knowledge, be obſerved—That, long ſince, it was 
rightful in them, as a publick body, to have ap- 
propriated to the variqus other purpoſes. of their 
extenſive bounty, a conſiderable part of the rem 
nant of the Manks Fund. They had, indeed, 
large claims upon it, for monies.advanced; which 
in mercenary hands might have nearly involved 
its annihilation. This, however, was an idea, 
repugnant to their wonted liberality. Their 
glory, after the beſt Example, is to ſave and che-

are happy to find, that, for many years paſt, they 


have conſtituted themſelves kind guardians of the 


decaying Phenix-neft ;—the genial ſource of reſuſ- 
citation for Manks Impreſſions, incaſe of that emer. 


gency, which ere long muſt unavoidably occur, 


In order to compleat thoſe Impreſſions, much 
more money was neceſſarily expended, than the 
Society had received in Benefactions. Two in- 
veſtments, at different periods, have 'come in 
aid of the pious defign: the one, by purchaſe, 
of eleven hundred pounds, New South Sea Annu- 
ities; the other, in 1792, by legacy from biſhop 
Hildeſley, of three hundred pounds, Old South 
Sea Annuities. Theſe are liberally appropriated 
to that account; and the Dividends upon them, 
amounting annually to forty guineas, are applied 
to pay off what 1s due to the Society. 'The debt 
ſtill remaining, of about 180 /. is therefore in a 
gradual train of liquidation; ſo that in about five 
years, the abovementioned funds will ſtand as a 


_ clear reſource for the continuance of Manks Im- 


preſſions. Should their produce, however, be 
found inadequate, it is not doubted but that the 
ſame publick munificence will revive, to perpe- 
tuate the good work, as heretofore ſo largely 
flowed in, to give it exiſtence, and to crown it 


with ſucceſs. 3

AT a few miles diſtance from the town of Peel, 
is the famous elevation, called Tynwald-Hill; 


a kind of Daniſh barrow, of a conical ſhape, and 


beautiful ſtructure : which, conſidering its an- 
cient dignity and importance, is deſervedly no- 
ticed with admiration by well-informed ſtrangers, 
and regarded by the native iſlanders with a de- 
gree of enthuſiaſtick reverence. 

The veſtiges of two gates,. and of a wall, 
which once fenced this conſecrated encloſure on 
all fides, are now ſcarcely diſcernible ; but the 
reſt of this venerable mount is entire. The ap- 
proach to its ſummit is by a ſpacious flight of 
graſſy ſteps, fronting the ancient chapel of St. 

John, 
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John. *Below the ſummit there are three tiers 
of circular ſeats, raiſed for the different orders of 
the people. The loweſt of theſe tiers is about - 
four feet in width, and eighty yards in circum- 
ference. In the circuit and breadth of the two 
higher there is a proportionate diminution, and 
each tier is regularly diſpoſed three feet above 
the other ; whilſt the ſummit, upon which was 
anciently placed the chair of ſtate, does not ex- 
ceed two yards in diameter. N 
This romantick ſpot is ſituated in the nonk 
part of the iſland, not very far removed from the 
centre of it. And here it was, that, in 1417, Sir 
John Stanley, king and lord of Mann, convened 
the whole body of the people, to be eye and ear 
witneſſes of the firſt open promulgation of thoſe 
laws, which, until that memorable zera, had 
been locked up in the breaſts of their vene- 
rable Deemſters, as they were called; that is, the 
municipal Judges of Mona, choſen by the natives: 
to whom, in ancient times, all controverſial differ- 
ences were referred, and by them ſummarily de- 
cided, without any formal proceſs, or charges. 
This artificial mount of Tynwald is ſaid to have 
derived its name from the Daniſh words Tine, a

He was born Aug. 24, 1703, in the Pariſh of 
Kirk-Michael, in the Iſle of Mann; and after 
ſuch an Inſtitution there, as he muſt have re- 
ceived under the eye of fo excellent a father, 
was entered of Chriſt church, Oxford, where he 
took his degree of A. M. Dec. 16, 1727. On 
the roth of May, 1739, having previouſly be- 
come poſſeſſed of his mother's jointure, which 
devolved to him on her deceaſe, he accumulated 
the degrees of B. D. and D. D. and went out 
grand compounder. For many years he was 
chaplain to king George the Second, ſenior pres» 
bendary of Weſtminſter, and miniſter_ of St.

To Dr. Wilſon is attributed a pamphlet, in- 
titled © A Review of the Project for building a 
New Square at Weſtminſter, faid to be for the 
Uſe of Weſtminſter 'Sthool : by a Sufferer, 
Part I. 1757. 8vo. The injury here complained

In 1761 „were publiſhed, in 4to, « The Or- 
naments of Churches conſidered: with a par- 
ticular View to the late Decorations in the Pariſh 
Church of St. Margaret, Weſtminſter : to which 
is ſubjoined an Appendix; containing the Hiſtory 
of the faid Church; an Account of the Altar 
Piece, and ftained Glaſs Window over it; 2 
State of the Proſecution 1t has occaſioned ; and 
other papers.” To the ſecond edition of it was 
prefixed a View of the Inſide of St. Margaret's 
Church, with the late excellent Speaker, Arthur 
Onflow, in his ſeat. 

This pamphlet has by ſome been afcribed to a 
fon of Dr. Shebbeare, as publiſhed under Dr. 
Wilſon's inſpection. The reaſon for ſuch con- 
jecture is not given, and the fact is therefore 
doubtful. It has been ſaid that Dr. Wilſon 


was alſo the author of a e intitled, 
«« Dif+ 
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« Diſtilled Liquors the Bane-of the Nation * 
and that it was this which recommended him v 
Sir Joſeph Jekyll, then Maſter of the Rolls, who 
intereſted himſelf in procuring! for him the rec- 
tory of Walbrook. T his, however, if it were 
ſo, muſt have been another benevolent Treatiſe 
upon that horrid ſubject of dram- drinking, on. 
which Dr. Hales ſo much and ſo happily em- 
ployed his pen. "1 
That elaborate and excellent work of Dr. Le- 
land's, intitled, A View of the principal De- 
iſtical Writers,” in two volumes, 8vo. was, as 
the reſpectable author informs us, originally 
conducted in a Series of Letters, written to his 
moſt worthy. and much- eſteemed Friend, Dr. 
Thomas Wilſon, in the form they now appear.” 
He died at Alfred Houſe, Bath, April 15, 1784, 
in the 81ſt year of his age; and on the 27th 
was interred with great funeral pomp, in his 
church at Walbrook; where, during his life-time, 
he had put up a monumentary tablet, undated. 
His tenacity to the cauſe he once eſpouſed 
was no leſs conſpicuous in his oppoſition to the 
intended building of a ſquare in Weſtminſter, 
than in his warm patronage of Mrs. Catharine 
Macaulay, the celebrated hiſtorian; to whom, 
while ſne was living, he cauſed a ſtatue to be

pliance with the doRtor's will. 

e The excellence of biſhop Wilſon's piety as a 
parent,“ ſays Mr. Cruttwell, his biographer, 
« did not conſiſt in heaping up riches for his chil- 
dren. © He conſidered himfelf as the feward, not 
as the proprietor of the revenues of his dioceſe, 
and to what uſe- they ought, in his opinion, to 
be applied. The biſhop lived to hear this his 
ſurviving child thank him for the paternal bleſ- 
ſing he beſtowed, more valuable than riches; 
which, however, his fon enjoyed, not unmind- 
ful of his father's precepts and example, which 
be always admired and purſued.”

ENUMERATION of the Bisnors of Sopok and 
Mann. 


THE following feries is conſiderably more full, 
and perhaps in ſome inſtances more correct, than 
that which has been given by biſhop Wilſon, at 
the cloſe of his ſhort Hiſtory of the iſland, in the 
firſt volume of his works. It 1s copied from a 


- manuſcript, found amongſt the papers of biſhop 


IIildeſley, in the drawing up of which the Rev. 
Philip Moore is ſaid to have had a principal hand: 
and, taking it in as cloſe a connection as poſſible 
with the former account, and with the affiſtance 
alſo of Anthony Wood, and fome other writers, 
we have endeavoured ſo to blend them, as in the 
cleareſt manner to methodize the intelligence 
contained in both, and thus render the detail 
more intereſting. 

Tar venerable Wilſon tells us, that authors 
have mentioned three biſhops after St. Pa- 
TRICK'S leaving the iſland; namely, St. GER- 
MANUS, St. MAaucnoLD, and Cox Ax us. But 
they do not ſeem to have fixed the date of their 


conſecration, nor even the exact time of their 
exiſt- 
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exiſtence : and we are left as much in the dark 
with regard to their ſucceſſors, till Hamunpus, 
As it is but ſhort, however, we ſhall juſt give that 


Enumeration of them,; which is ſtated in the ma: 
nuſcript above alluded to.

Saint PaTRICK, accompanied by thirty re- 
ligious and learned perſons, on his way to Ireland, 
landed in the Iſle of Mann, then called Eubonia; 


where he found the people much given to ſuper-

V. Coxnanus, a man of ſupereminent abilities 
in literature, for the time in which he lived, 
was tutor to the three ſons of Eugemus IV, 
king of Scotland; who is ſaid to have taken 
ſanctuary in this ifle, for nine years, previous to 
his acceſſion, and was afterwards recalled by the 
nobility and people, and crowned king of their 
nation. He 1s ſuppoſed to have choſen the Ifle 
of Mann for his retreat, from its being then, as 
for many ages after it continued to be, ac- 
counted the only ſeat of learning, and remark- 
able for the piety of its biſhops. Hector 
Boethius terms 1t the Fountain of all honeſt Eru- 
dition; and others of the Scotch nation conſidered 
it as the Manfion of the Muſes. That ſuch was 
the opinion of Eugenius is evident, from his 
ſending his own ſons into the iſland, to be edu- 
cated by Conanus : And we are alſo informed that 
Goran, another of the Scottiſh kings, ordered 
his three nephews, the ſons of his brother 
Congel, to be there placed under the govetn- 
ment of certain ſchool-maſters, and other in- 
ſtructors, and trained in learning and virtuous 
diſcipline. So celebrated, indeed, was the in- 
lular ſcholaſtick inſtitution of thoſe ages, that it

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is ſaid to have paſſed into a law, ordained by 
Eugenius, That the heirs-apparent of Scotland 
ſhould be educated in this iſland, under the 
eye of its biſhops for the time being. Conanus 
is ſaid to have died January 26, 648.

GAMALIEL, an Engliſhman, conſecrated 
by Roger, archbiſhop of York, in 1154, died in 
1181, and was buried at Peterborough, in Nor- 
thamptonſhire., 

XVI. REGINALD, a Norwegian; to whom the 
thirds of the tythes, as ſome ſay, but, according 
„to others, the thirds of all the livings in this 


- iſland, were firſt granted by the clergy ; that 


from thenceforward they might be freed from all 
epiſcopal exactions. He is ſuppoſed to have been 
the firſt biſhop of Mann conſecrated by the arch- 
biſhop of Nidroſia, or Drontheim.

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XX. REGINALD, a perſon of royal extraction, 
nephew of king Olave ; a moſt exemplary prelate, 
He died about the year 1226, and was buried 
with his anceſtors in Ruſhin Abbey. 

XXI. Jonx, ſon of Harfere. This biſhop, 
through ſome negligence of his ſervants, is ſaid 
to have been burnt. at Jervaux, in the County of 
York *; and lies buried in the Abbey there.

XXII. Simon, an Orkney-man, of great learn- 
ing, prudence, and piety. He held a ſynod of 
the clergy in 1239, and drew up thirteen canons, 
which are inſerted in the Monaſticon Anglicanun, 
He died, in a good old age, at his palace of Kirk- 
Michael, 1245 ; and was buried in the Cathedral 
of St. German, which he is ſaid to have built 
and dedicated in honour of his venerable prede- 
ceſſor. A long vacancy enſued. 

XXIII. Laurence, the archdeacon, next 
elected biſhop, was conſecrated, after great diſ- 
putes, in 1249, by the archbiſhop of Drontheim, 
in Norway, at the time of his attending upon 
Harold; and the ſame year, together with the 
king, queen, and ſeveral of the nobility, was ſhip- 
wrecked and drowned upon the coaſt of Redland,

XXIV. RicuarD, an Engliſhman, was conſe-

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crated biſhop, at Rome. He dedicated the ab- 
bey of St. Mary Ruſhin, in 1260; died in Cop- 
land, on his return from a general council held 
in 1274; and was buried at Furneſs. 

XXV. Maxx Galvadienſis, or of Galloway, in 
Scotland, was promoted by Alexander III, who 
had lately conquered the Iſle of Mann. He was 
conſecrated in 1275 ; but, as being ſent to them 
by a Scottiſh king, the Mankſmen baniſhed him 
from the iſland, which, during his abſence, was 
laid under an interdict, On being reſtored, he 
impoſed upon every houſe what 1s called the 
e ſmoke penny,” (a kind of clandeſtine Peter- 
pence, renewed,) by way of commutative mul& 
for their offence. In 1295, he held a ſynod at. 
Kirk-Braddan, in which thirty-five canons were 
enacted, whereof many continue in force to this 
day. He lived to a great age, after being for 
ſome time blind; and, dying in 1303, was buried 
in the cathedral of St. German.

XXVI. MavriTivs; who, according to biſhop 
Wilſon (for our manuſcript does not mention 
him), was ſent priſoner to London by Edward I, 
king of England, 1305; and in his room was

XXVII. ALLEN, called alſo Onanus, or Ona- 
chus, a Scot. He governed the Church of Mann 
with great integrity and honour for ſixteen years; 
died Feb. 15, 1321; and was buried at Kothlay, 


in Scotland.

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XXVIII. Grtzerw, likewiſe a Scot, heldt he 


ſee about three years, and was buried near his 


predeceſſor at Rothſay. 

XXIX. BerNARD, another Scot, ſucceeded ; 
who died in 1333, and was buried in the Mo- 
naſtery of Kilwinning, of which he had formerly 
been abbot. 

XXX. Tromas, a fourth Scot, ſat as biſhop 
fourteen years; and dying September 20, 1348, 
was interred at Scone, in North-Britain. He is ſaid 
to have been the firſt biſhop who exacted twenty 
ſhillings from each of his clergy, by way of pro- 
curation, and likewiſe the tenths of all aliens, 


During this prelate's time the iſle of Mann was 


recovered from the dominion of Scotland. 
XXXI. WILLIA RussEer, a Mankſman, and 
for eighteen years abbot of Ruſhin, was immedi- 
ately elected biſhop by the whole clergy of the 
iſland, in St. German's cathedral, and conſecrated 
at Avignon by Pope Clement VI. He was the 
firſt prelate that ſhook off the yoke of the arch- 


biſhop of Drontheim. In a ſynod held at Kirk- 


Michael in 1350, he added five more to the ca- 
nons already eſtabliſhed. After holding the ſee 
twenty-ſix years, he died April 21, 1374, and 
was buried at the Abbey of Furneſs. 

XXXII. Jonx Doxcax, a Mankſman, was 
elected by the clergy of Mann, and confirmed at 
Rome in 1376, by Pope Gregory XI. On his return 
from thence he was made priſoner at Bologna; lay 
in irons for two years; and at laſt was forced to ran- 

| ſom 


t he 
his 
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ſom himſelf by the payment of five hundred 
marks. He died in 1380, and in the ſame year 
was ſucceeded by 

XXXIII. RosERT WerLBy; who is ſaid to 
have been tranſlated, in 1395, to the ſee of Chi- 
cheſter; and in the next year, — mirabile aictu I 
to have been made archbiſhop of York. He was 
immediately ſucceeded, in Mann, by 

XXXIV. Ricyard PuLLyY; of whom no 
other mention 18 made than barely his name. 

There muſt have been a ſingular vacancy, 
of long continuance, about this period ; for the 
perſon next named 1s not introduced till after the

XXXV. Jonx GREEN, of Sprotton (called 
in biſhop Wilſon's liſt, John Sprotton), vicar of 
Dunchurch, in Warwickſhire, was elected; and, 
together with that preferment, held the bithop- 
rick until the year 1452, the time, as it ſhould 
ſeem, of his death. The next we meet with is 

XXXVI. Tous BurxToxN ; who appears to 
have ſucceeded immediately, and to have held 
the ſee twenty eight years. He died in 1480; 
and the next year was appointed 

XXXVII. Ricnuard Ol Dfau, abbot of 
Chefter ; who died September 19, 1486, and 
was buried in Cheſter Abbey. 

XXXVIII. Huax Hes«eTH, of Blackleach, 
lucceeded him in 1487. In his time Thomas 
Stanley, king of Mann, and earl of Derby, by 
jus charter, dated March 28, 150 5, confirmed to

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him and his ſucceſſors the tythes and poſſeſſions 15 
which, as kings of Mann, his predeceſſors had to 
given to former biſhops. And particularly he he

XXXIX. Thomas STANLEY, ſon of Sir Ed- ye 


ward Stanley, firſt lord Monteagle, of Hornby 
caſtle, in Lancaſhire ; who obtained Jeave to hold 
with the ſee his other preferments ; viz. the rec- 
tory of Wigan, with North-Meales, in Lanca- 
ſhire; and afterwards the rectories of Barwicke 
All-Saints, in Elmet, and of Badiworth St. Mary, 
both in the county of York. In his time (1542, 
by ftatute 33 Henry VIII. cap. 31,) the newly- 
created ſee of Chefter, and the biſhoprick of 
Mann, were ſevered from the juriſdiction of Can- 
terbury, and annexed to that of York. But bi- 
ſhop Stanley, nat complying with Henry's meas» 

ſures, was deprived in 1545. His ſucceſſor, 
XL. Roß; ER T FERRAR, or FERRIER, was 
very ſoon tranflated to the ſce of St. David's. 
He partly received his academical education 
in Cambridge, and, while a young man, was 
made a Canon Regular of the order of St. Au- 
guſtin: after which he removed to St. Mary 
Hall, Oxford, where mention is made of him in 
1526. 
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1526. About the year 1533 he became chaplain 
to archbiſhop Cranmer ; following whoſe example, 
he married, and gained through his influence ſome 
preferment in the church. He 1s not noticed by 
Wood as having been a biſhop of Mann : but 
this writer informs us, that in 1547, being then 
in great favour with Edward, duke of Somerſet, 
he was by him appointed. biſhop of St. David's, 
on the tranſlation of Dr. William Barlow to the 
ſee of Bath and Wells; and conſecrated the fame 
year at Chertſey, in the dioceſe of Wincheſter, 
Upon the protector Somerſet's fall, in 1549, bi- 
ſhop Ferrar, who had adopted the principles of 
Luther, was proſecuted with much malignity, 
and impriſoned during the reign of king Edward 
VI. On Mary's acceſſion to the Crown, he was 
condemned as a Lutheran heretick ; filenced, and 
degraded ; and, being ſent into Wales, and given 
up to the ſecular arm, was burned at the market- 
crols in Caermarthen, March 30, 1555 *. 

XLI. Henry MANN, D. D. of Oxford, and 
dean of Cheſter, had the Royal aſſent for his 
election to the ſee of Sodor and Mann, Jan. 20, 
1546. He died in London, Oct. 19, 1556, and 
was buried in the chancel of St. Andrew's Under- 
haft. Upon his deceaſe, the above-mentioned 

THoMaAs STANLEY, who had been deprived 
vy Henry VIII, was reſtored by his daughter, 
een Mary. According to our manuſcript

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he is ſtated to have died in 1568, being then 
rector of Winwick, in the county of Northamp- 
ton, and of Barwicke in Elmet, Lancaſhire : but 
Wood ſays, This Thomas Stanley paid his laſt 
debt to nature in the latter end of 1570 *. 

XLII. Joan SaLisBURY, LL. B. dean of Nor- 
wich, chancellor of Lincoln, and archdeacon of 
Angleſea, was conſecrated in 1571; confirmed 
in the ſee April 7, of the ſame year, and al- 
lowed to retain the deanery of Norwich, in com- 
mendam, with it. Being a native of Wales, he 
had a ſhare in the honour of tranſlating the Bible 
into Welch, which recommended him to queen 
Elizabeth. It is thought that he loſt his prefer- 
ments very early in the preceding reign of Mary, 
for having married, contrary to his vow of celt- 
bacy. He died in September 1573, and was bu- 


ried in Norwich cathedral. The ſee, after this, 


is ſaid to have lain vacant above three years. 
XLIII. Jonun MERRYEk, or MERRICE, A. M. 
according to our manuſcript, was conſecrated at 
Lambeth, in 1577, upon the nomination of 
Henry, Earl of Derby. W ood, however, with 


greater probability, aſſerts, that being vicar of 


Hornchurch, in Eſſex, A. D. 1570, he was three 
years after (that is, in 1573,) biſhop of the Iſle 
of Mann, on the death of John Saliſbury T.“ 
He wrote that account of the iſland, which Cam- 
den firſt publiſhed in his Britannia; and which,”

XLIV. Gros LLOYD, S. T. P. rector of 
Hetwall in Cheſhire, immediately ſucceeded, in 
1500; and was tranſlated to the ſee of Cheſter, 
January 14, 1604. 

lere biſhop Wilſon has inſerted the 
nane, and the name only, of William Foſter, as 
the next biſhop in ſucceſſion ; but this evidently 
13 a miſtake, as will appear from the dates. 'There 
ſeems, however, from the enſuing account, to 
have been but a very ſhort vacancy. 

XLV. Jonx Parties, D. D. a native of North 
Wales; rector of Hawarden in Flintſhire ; arch- 
deacon of Cleaveland; tector of Shingleſbie, other- 
wife called Slingſby, and alſo of Thorp-Baſſet, 
both in the county of York ; is faid, by Governour 
Sacheverel, and by biſhop Wilſon after him, to 
have been conſecrated in 1605. He was famous 
for his great talents as a preacher, and much 
eſteemed for piety, and hoſpitality even to the 
meaneſt of the people. We are told, indeed, by 
Wood, that Dr. Philips was alſo archdeacon of 
the Cioceſe of Mann, and that he was conſecrated 
to it about the year 1614 ** But in whoſe room,” 

he 
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he adds, „I cannot tell; for, between the tranfſ. 
lation of biſhop Lloyd to Cheſter, in 1604, ſome 
perſon, yet unknown to me, did ſucceed.” This 
celebrated prelate is ſaid by Camden to have 
tranſlated the Bible into the Manks tongue; but 
that, by reaſon of his death, it never came to the 
preſs: and Wood aſſerts that he was aſſiſted in 
the ſaid work by Sir Hugh Cannal, miniſter of 
Kirk St. Michael, in the ſaid ifle .. This point 
has very much engaged the curious in ſuch 
ſpeculations; and upon the whole it ſeems to re- 
ſult, that what this biſhop tranſlated, or cauſed 
to be rendered into Manks, was the Common 
Prayer-Boc only; the verſion of which not 
being approved of, he 1s ſuppoſed, by ſome, to 
have deſtroyed it. Biſhop. Wilſon however, in 
his Hiſtory of the Iſle of Mann, ſays, “ that in 
his time it was extant, although of no uſe to the 
prefent generation,” Biſhop Philips died Au- 
guſt 7, 1663, and was privately buried, perhaps 
at his own deſire, in the cathedral of St. German,

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XLVI. WIILIAM ForsTER, S. T. P. ſome time 
fellow of Catharine hall, Cambridge, and pre- 
bendary of Cheſter. He held a Court at Dou- 
glas in the iſland, October 1634; and, dying 
about four months after, was buried at Barrow, 
in Cheſhire, of which he was rector. 

XLVII. RichARD Park, S. T. P. a native of 
Lancaſhire, ſometime fellow of Brazen- noſe Col- 
lege, Oxford, and afterwards rector of Eccleſton, 
in the county of Lancaſter, He was an excellent 
prelate, and the laſt who held the ſee previous to 
the civil wars: during which unhappy period a 
vacancy took place, of above eighteen years. Dr. 
Parr rebuilt Ramſay church, and was eminent as 
a preacher. He was conſecrated in 1635; and 
dying in 1643, was buried a: St. German's. 
XLVIII. Samugu RuTrEer, prebendary of 
Lichfield, and archdeacon of the dioceſe of 
Mann. Being a perſon of exemplary moderation 
and goodneſs, he ſuperintended the church under 
his official care with great prudence, during the 
civil wars; and upon the reſtoration was deſerv- 
edly conſecrated to the fee in 1661. He was 
tutor to Charles lord Stanley, fon of James, the 
great earl of Derby; to whom alſo, while hig 
lordſhip was confined in priſon, he was the con- 
{tant friend, the chearful companion, and much 
beloved by all the family. With his patroneſs, 
lady Derby, he ſtood out the famous fiege of 
Latham-houſe, againſt the rebel army of thoſe 
«1yointed times; and by his conduct and advice,

bl. cauſing the fiege to be raiſed *, Dr. Rutter had 


i a happy poetical vein, and wrote ſeveral pieces 
fi (ſome of them compoſed for the earl's amuſe- 
ment), which are ſtill extant, and held in great 
eſtimation by the people of the iſland to this 
day. He died May 3o, in the year 1663, and 
was buried under the uncovered fteeple of St. 
German's, then in ruins, like the fortunes of that 
noble family, whom he ſo long and faithfully ſerved. . 
One might ſuppoſe that he had choſen out the 
ſpot himſelf : for there, upon a braſs plate on his 
tomb, was inſcribed the following - ſingular epi-

On the Deceaſe of Biſhop Rutter, ſucceeded, 


XLIX. Isaac Barrow, S. T. P. uncle to our 
very eminent mathematician and celebrated di- 
vine, of the ſame names. He was conſecrated 
in Henry the Seventh's chapel, Weſtminſter 
abbey, July 5, 1663: upon which occaſion it 


is remarkable that his lordſhip's nephew, after- 
wards maſter of Trinity college, Cambridge, 


preached the conſecration ſermon; ſince pub- 
liſhed in his works by archbiſhop Tillotſon *. 
This exemplary prelate was the ſon of Iſaac 
Barrow, of Spiney abbey, in Cambridgeſhire, 
eſq. and received his academical education at 
Peter-houſe. On the 2oth of December, 1641, he 
was preſented to the vicarage of Hinton, by his 
college; of which he became a fellow, and re- 
fided there till driven out by the revolutionary 
preſbyterians of the time, Jan. 13, 1643. He 
then removed to Oxford; and, being well 
known there for his learning and abilities, was 
made one of the chaplains of New-College, by

fayour 
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favour of his friend, the very loyal and generous 
Dr. Pink, warden of that ſociety. Here Mr. 
Barrow continued till after the garriſon of Ox- 
ford had ſurrendered to the parliament; when, 
being obliged to ſhift from place to place, he 
ſuffered with the reſt of his faithful and or- 
thodox brethren, until the reftoration of king 
Charles II. In conſequence of this favourable 
event, he was not only reſtored to his fellowſhip 
at Peter-houſe, but choſen alſo one of the fel- 
lows of Eton college, which he held in com- 
mendam, with the biſhoprick of Mann. In 
1660 he was preſented by Dr. Wren, biſhop of 
Ely, to the re&ory of Downham, in the Iſle of 
Ely; and in 1662 reſigned his fellowſhip of Pe- 
ter-houſe. In April, 1664, he was appointed 
governor likewiſe. of the iſland, by his patron, 
Charles earl of Derby; and executed his office 
with the greateſt prudence and honour during all 
the time in which he held the dioceſe, and like- 
wiſe for ſome months after his tranſlation to the 
ſee of St. Aſaph. He was ever of a liberal, active 
mind; and rendered himſelf peculiarly conſpi- 
cuous, as a man of publick ſpirit, by forming 
and executing good defigns, for the encourage- 
ment of piety and literature, 

Soon after his appointment, in the year hin. 
biſhop Barrow gave this Statement and Cha- 
racter of the clergy, of religion, and of leara- 
ing, 
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ing, in the Ifle of Mann * ;” to which its preſent 
and much-improved condition, in every inſtanee, 
forms the happieſt contraſt. 

« At my coming, ſays he, into the iſland, I 
found the people, for the moſt part, looſe and 
vicious in their lives, rude and barbarous in 
their behaviour; and,—which I ſuppoſe the cauſe 
of this diſorder, without any true ſenſe of reh- 
Non, and, indeed, in a condition almoſt inca- 
pable of being bettered ; for, they had no means 
of inſtruction, or of being acquainted with the 
very principles of Chriſtianity, Their miniſters, 


it is true, took upon them to preach ; but were 


themſelves much fitter to be taught, being very 
ignorant, and wholly illiterate ; having had no 
other education than what that rude place af- 
forded them : Not many books among them, nor 
they intelligent of any but Engliſh books, which 
came very rarely thither. The poverty of the 
clergy gave no encouragement to ſuch mer- 
chandize, their livings not amounting to above 
five or ſix pounds per annum; which forced 
them to engage in all mechanical courſes, even 
in keeping of ale-houſes, to procure a livelthoad : 
and this, alſo, together with their ignorance, 
rendered them deſpicable to the people, who 
yet had no way of inſtruction but from their

2 mouths ; 
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mouths ; (for there is nothing either written or 
printed in their language, which is peculiar to 
themſelves ; neither can they who ſpeak it beſt 
write one to another in it, having no character or 
letter of it among them ;) Whoſe manner of offi- 
ciating in their churches was by an extempo- 
rary tranſlation of the Engliſh Liturgy into the, 
Manks language; and ſo likewiſe of the Holy 
Scriptures : which, how inconvenient for the peo- 
ple, and injurious to the Scriptures it muſt needsbe, 
we may eaſily judge, when done by ſuch as do 
not perfectly underſtand the Engliſh, and much 
leſs the meaning of many Texts of Scripture. 
This being their Condition, I ſuppoſe the beſt 
way of Cure would be, to acquaint the people 
with the Engliſh tongue, that ſo they might be 
in a capacity of reading Catechiſms, and books 
of devotion : and for / this purpoſe to ſet up an 
Engliſh ſchool in every pariſh ; and withal, to 
fit the children for higher learning, in a Grammar 
ſchool, which was alſo wanting. And, to vin- 
dicate the clergy from contemptible pover- 
ty*, and free them from the neceſſity of 
baſe employments, an increaſe of their mainte- 
nance was neceſſary .” 

The livings of the dioceſe of Mann are, in 
general, very ſmall: the two only parſonages

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on the iſland, were worth but about fixty pounds 
a year, even in biſhop Wilſon's time, who came 
to it ſeveral years after biſhop Barrow ; and the 
vicarages, including the Royal Bounty hereafter 
noticed, were ſeldom worth above twenty-five 
pounds. At preſent their condition is fomewhat 
improved: the principal livings may be valued 
at about. one hundred pounds per annum; the 
inferior from thirty to fifty. And yet, upon 
ſuch humble incomes, the frugality of the inſular 
clergy, much to their honour, has enabled them 
very decently to maintain themſelves, and ſome- 
times to bring up comfortably pretty numerous 
families; ſo that, upon the wliole, they live con- 
tented and happy. 

The ſituation of theſe reſpectable men did 
not eſcape the paternal attention of biſhop Bar- 
row. He accordingly ſet about means for the 


better maintenance both of the poorer clergy, 


and of the ſchool-maſters, in his dioceſe : and 
in order that the Church, through the pover- 
ty of the place, might never want fit perſons 
to perform divine offices, and to inſtruct the 
people of all ages in neceſſary truths and duties, 
he ſo effectually employed his intereſt with king 
Charles, as to obtain for them a grant of one 
hundred pounds per annum: which to this day 
is continued to be paid out of the Civil Lift; al- 
though, by deductions for fees of office, to 
the Treaſury, auditors, pells, tellers, &c. the 
clear produce of this very charitable bounty now

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About this period the Earl of Derby granted x 
long leaſe of the Impropriations of the Iſle of 
Mann. Till then, he ſeems to have retained them 
in his own hands; and, whether reſulting to him 
as lord, or abbot, of the iſle, they amounted to one 
third of the whole tythes. This leaſe the Bi- 
ſhop found means, by himfelf, or others, or both 
together, to purchaſe *; and, excluſively of an 
old rent and fine, ſtill payable to the lord of the 
iſle, 'it may be worth to the clergy and the 
ſchools about another hundred pounds per an- 
num. Not content, however, with theſe, Dr, 
Barrow added many other acts of great benefi- 
cence : and, in particular, he collected fix hun- 
dred pounds amongft the Engliſh nobility and 
gentry; whoſe names and donations are very 
gratefully recorded to this day, on publick ta- 
blets, in every pariſh throughout the iſland. This 
fum he took care to have properly inveſted ; and 
the intereft of it is applied to maintain the 
maſter of a clerical ſeminary, founded by him 
in Caſtle Town; where ſele& ſcholars are in- 
ſtructed in the elements of claſſick learning and

theology v. By his own private munificence alſo, 
he purchaſed two eſtates in land, which ſo long 
fince were worth twenty pounds per annum,— 
for the better ſupport of ſuch young gentlemen, 
natives of the iſland, as ſhould be defigned for 

the miniſtry. | 
e Theſe particular proviſions,” ſays his lord- 
ſhip, in the Statement before quoted, are al- 
ready made; and by the bounty of our royal ſo- 
vereign, and by the charitable contributions of 
moſt of the biſhops, and other perſons of ho- 
nour and piety, the allowance of the clergy is 
now raiſed, from five or ſix, to almoſt twenty 
pounds per annum; and will increaſe, as the 
leaſes of the purchaſed impropriations do expire, 
to about thirty pounds annually. By this in- 
creaſe of ſtipend, every miniſter is obliged to 
teach an Engliſh ſcbool, in his own pariſh, for per- 
fecting their children, and fitting them for the 
Grammar ſchool, which is alſo there already ſet- 
tled, with a ſtipend of thirty pounds a year: 
And there are likewiſe, of the monies collected for 
theſe good works, remaining in hand, not laid out, 
two hundred and forty-one pounds; which, with 
what ſhall be further contributed by the charity 
of good perſons, is intended for the purchaſe of 
40 or 50 pounds per annum, for the erection of 
a School for Academica Learning in the iſland, there 
being none here able to give their children an 
education in foreign univerſities ;—that ſo there 
may grow up a clergy, of ſuch knowledge and

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learning among them, as may deſerve eſteem, 


and carry an authority amongſt the people : as the 
people may more cheerfully and confidently ac- 
cept for their ſpiritual guides, and more readily 
liſten to their doctrine, and ſubmit to their d. 
rections.“ 

Such was the character and "ey the conduct 
of biſhop Barrow ; who thus proved himſelf to 
his dioceſe, a very ſingular bleſſing ; a ſteady 
patron, and a zealous friend. Can it be a wonder 
then, that upon his lordſhip's tranſlation to the 
ſee of St. Aſaph, which took place March 21, 
1669, his removal was felt as a very great loſs, 
both by the clergy at large, and by the worthieft 
inhabitants of the iſland ? The anſwer is already 
given: Laudari a laudato viro, is ſurely the no- 
bleſt of eulogiums: and theſe are the words of 
the venerable Wilſon himſelf, upon this occaſion; 
which, from ſuch a man, muſt be received 
with peculiar emphaſis: The name,” ſays he, 
and the good deeds of this excellent prelate 
will be remembered, as long as any ſenſe of 
© piety remains amongſt them.” 

On his removal to St. Aſaph, equal was the 
joy of its inhabitants, to the grief experienced 
by thoſe whom he had left behind him in the 
Hle of Mann. The true ſons of the church 
found, to their comfort,. that in him they had in- 
deed a paſtor. After being eftabliſhed in his new 
dioceſe, he repaired ſeveral parts of the cathedral 
church, — the North and South aiſles, 

5 | Which 
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which he covered afreſh with lead, and cauſed the 
Eaſt part of the choir to be wainſcotted. He 
alſo laid out conſiderable ſums of money in 
building and repairs, about his palace, and other 
premiſes there. In the year 1678, he built an 
alms-houſe for eight poor widows, and endowed 
it with twelve pounds per annum for ever. In 
the ſame year he obtained an act of parliament 
for the appropriation of ſeveral ſinecure rectories, 
in the counties of Denbigh, Montgomery, and 
Flint, towards the repairs of the cathedral, and 
better maintenance of its choir; and alſo for 
uniting ſeveral other rectories and vicarages of 
the ſame kind. He had an intention likewife to 
build and endow a free-ſchool, which death 
only prevented From his executors, however, 
ſome time after his deceaſe, Dr. William Lloyd, 
his ſucceſſor in the ſee, received two hundred 
pounds, towards the completion of this charitable 
plan. | 
Biſhop Barrow was permitted to hold the ſee 
of Sodor and Mann, in commendam, till, the 
month of October, 1671, in order to indemnify 
him for the expences of his tranſlation. He died 
at Shrewſbury, June 24, 1680, and was carried 
thence for interment to his palace at St. Aſaph. 
His remains, agreeably to his own direction, 
were depoſited in the cathedral church- yard, on 
the South-ſide of the Weſt door. Over his grave 
is laid a large flat ſtone, and above it is placed 
X 4 another, 
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another, ſupported by pedeſtals. On the upper 
is this inſcription':

had moſt ſolemnly abjured. This prelate died 
Aug. 30, 1689.

SHoRT AccounT of Dx. DoDDRIDGE. 
* 


Tunis very excellent man was born in London, 
June 26, 1402, and, as his numerous writings 
ſhew, lived much in a little time; thinking 
it better to wear himſelf out in his Maſter's 
ſervice, than to ruſt in literary indolence. His 
tearning, piety, and politeneſs, recommended 
him to the eſteem and friendſhip of ſeveral of 
high rank and diſtinguiſhed learning, both among 
the clergy and laity ; with whom he kept up a 
correſpondence, expreſſing in ſtrong terms the 
regard they had for his works, and the benefit 
they had found from them. The eſteem of ſuch 
perſons, for one in his ſtation, was an ample teſ- 
timony to his great merit ; as nothing but his 
perſonal qualifications could recommend him to 
their notice. His ſpirit was truly catholick, and' 
replete with liberality and candour. He always 
ſpoke in the moſt reſpectable terms of the wor- 
thy clergy of the eſtabliſhed church: My 
growing acquaintance,” ſaid he, with many ex- 


cellent perſons, ſome of them of great eminence 


in the eſtabliſhment, increaſes thoſe candid,

Dr. Doddridge was very much of the gentleman; 
having imbibed none of that waſpiſh moroſe- 
neſs and diſtance, which perſons of great read- 
ing, and engaged in a hurry of bufineſs, are too 
apt unintentionally to contract. He had a na- 
tural gaiety and ſprightlineſs of temper, eſpe- 
cially in younger life“. There was nothing un- 
civil in his deportment ; nothing in his language 
harſh or over-bearing. He was eaſy of acceſs to 
the pooreſt, when they came to him about their 
afflictive or their religious concerns; and, 28 
perhaps the ſtrongeſt evidence of Chriſtian ſua- 
vity, he would leave his moſt favourite ſtudies,

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to hear their complaints, to comfort, to counſel, 
and to pray with them &. 

His uncommon diligence, activity, and reſo- 
lution in the diſpatch of buſineſs, formed the 
moſt ſtriking part of his temporal character; 
and muſt be viſible to any one, who reads the 


* « This,” as a truly reſpectable pen has remarked, on 
another occaſion, “could not poſſibly be the effect of any 
thing, but that, which was indeed at the bottom of it; a 
ſtrong ſenſe of duty.” Dr. SgckER, the late abp. of Canter- 
bury, thus“ thought himſelf bound to labour for the Glory 
of God and the good of mankind; and that -all indolence 
and ſelf-indulgence, which interfered with theſe great ob- 
jets, was in ſome degree criminal.

break off the mot pleaſing or molt abſtruſe ſpeculations ; re- 
ceive his viſitors with perfect good-humour ; and ſacrifice 
thoſe precious moments to duty, to civility, to the ſlighteſt 
propriety, which he would on no account have given up to 
relaxation or repoſe.” See his LIE, by the lord biſhop of 
London, (p. 105.) originally prefixed to his Grace's poſthu- 
mous ſermons, and fince re-publiſhed by itſelf, in 8vo. 1797. 
Dr. Doddridge was for ſeveral years honoured with the good 
Primate's epiſtolary correſpondence, 
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preceding letter to Mr. Hildeſley, or is at all 
acquainted with his writings, or conſiders his ya- 
ried and arduous relations, as paſtor to a nu- 
merous congregation, and an inſtructor of youth 
intended for the miniſtry. He reckoned the 
ſmalleſt portions of time precious, and was eager 
on all occaſions to ſeize every moment of them. He 
thought with Eraſmus on this head: Qui literis 
addicti ſumus, animi laſſitudinem a /ludiis gravioribus 
contractam, ab iiſdem fludiis, ſed amemoribus, re- 
creamus ; and he often told his pupils, that one 
good work was the beſt relaxation from another, 

Dr. Doddridge, in 1751, from indiſpenſable 
neceſſity, went to Liſbon by advice, for the re- 
covery of his health. In December of the pre- 
ceding year he was called to St. Alban's, to preach 
a funeral ſermon for his late chief friend, and 
father, as, in the juſt ſpirit of gratitude, he always 
filed him, — Dr. Samuel Clark. In the courſe of 
his journey he unhappily contracted a cold, 
which hung upon him during the winter; 
abated in ſpring, but returned again with great 
violence in the enſuing ſummer. Every advice 
was volunteered in ſuch a cauſe, and every ex- 
pedient tried, which perſonal friendſhip or pro- 
feſſional ſkill could deviſe. His ſtrength daily 
decreaſed ; and, as the laſt reſource, he was re- 
moved, after ſome heſitation, to the warmer cli- 
mate of Liſbon. The learned Dr. Warburton, 
afterwards biſhop of Glouceſter, had long ho- 
E noured 
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noured Dr. Doddridge with his warmeſt friend- 
ſhip, and was the perſon, who, in the moſt obliging 
manner, procured an order from the Poſt- Office 
to the manager of the Packet-boat at Falmouth, 
to furniſh him with the beſt accommodations for 
his voyage. : 

About a fortnight before his departure from 
Briftol, he received from his lordſhip the follow- 
ing nervous and excellent letter ; the laſt of a 
very valuable correſpondence, which reflects the 
higheſt honour on both parties.

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The experiment of a voyage was tried, but 
failed. Worn down by ſtudy, amidft the ardent 
prayers of his numerous friends, Dr. Doddridge 
obtained his releaſe from mortality ſoon after his 
arrival in Liſbon, on the 26th of Oct. 1751, at 
the early age of forty-nine years and four months; 
about two years only from the date of his letter 
to Mr. Hildeſley. 

His remains were interred in the burying 
ground belonging to the Britiſh Factory at 
Liſbon. Moſt of the gentlemen of the Factory 


attended his funeral, and thus did him and them- 


ſelves equal honour on the melancholy occaſion. 


The widow of this moſt exemplary divine 
long ſurvived - him, and died but a few years 
fince, at upwards of eighty years of age ; a lady 
of excellent character, worthy in every reſpect 
of ſo good a man. Their three daughters, the 
amiable tranſcripts of ſuch parental goodneſs, are 
ſtill living at Tewkeſbury, in Glouceſterſhire; 
and, as inheriting the virtues of their progeni- 
tors, may they alſo inherit the many bleſſings 
which the pious pair ſo conſtantly invoked for

Some Account oF DR. HALES. 


This juſtly-celebrated philoſopher and divine, 
born in 1677, was grandſon of Sir Robert, and 
brother of Sir Thomas Hales, Bart. of Beakſbourn, 
1n the county of Kent. It was before obſerved; 
in the Memoirs, p. 7, that to Sir Thomas, and 
his brother John Hales, the father of biſhop Hil- 
deſley owed his preſentation to the reQory of 
Murſton, in Kent. Hence originated that inti- 
mate acquaintance .and friendſhip between . Dr. 
Hales and the biſhop, which ſubſiſted through 

life, 
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life, and. was cheriſhed and kept up by a regular 


| correſpondence of which, however, an unlucky 


accident has ſwept zway all other. traces than the 
preceding ſingle letter of Dr. Hales. | 
He entered as a penſioner at Raue t 
Cambridge, in 4696; was admitted a fellow in 
170g; appointed to the cure of Teddington in 
2796; and there conſtantly reſided till his de- 
ceaſe. In 1719, being much noticed in the phi- 
loſophical world, he was elected a fellow of the 
Royal Society ;. and preſented with a diploma de- 
gree, by the Univerſity of Oxford, in 1733. 
Dr. Hales was much eſteemed by Frederick 
prince. of, Wales, father of his preſent Majeſty; 
who took great pleaſure in frequently ſurpriſing 
him with a viſit in his laboratory. After his 
Royal Highneſs's death, he was appointed clerk 
of the cloſer to the princeſs dowager, and had a 
ſhare in the education of our Sovereign. Soon 
after, he was nominated for a canonry af Wind- 
ſor ; but declining to accept it, he immediately 
waited-upon his royal patroneſs, and prevailed on 
her to waive the honour ſo kindly intended him; 
preferring his retirement at Teddington to any 
other ſituation, as being more favourable for his 
philoſophical purſuits. His circumſtances, he 
ſaid, were ſuch as entirely ſatisfied his defires, 
and an ampler income would be N a greater 
incumbrance *.

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Beſides his excellent Treatiſes on Staticks, in 
two volumes, 8vo. and his book on Ventilators, 
| he alſo wiote ſeveral valuable pieces; conſiſting 
of Philoſophical Reſearches; Experiments on 
Medicines for diſſolving the Stone; a Treatiſe 
on Tar Water; Conſiderations on the Cauſes of 
'Earthquakes; and a Variety of Memoirs, in- 
ſerted in the Philoſophical Tranſactions of the 
Royal Society. He had ever ſome plan or other 
in view, which might tend to the benefit of 
his fellow-creatures : deviſing means to ſtop, in 
all poſſible caſes, the progreſs of infection, from 
foulneſs of air; and to render gaols, hoſpitals, 
mines, ſhips, and other cloſe or crowded places 
more wholeſome : analyfing mineral waters; and, 
from the pure love of truth and humanity, de- 
tecting the impoſitions of thoſe, who would have 
recommended common water to the afflicted, as 
2 ſpecifick for all diſorders. This he particu- 
larly exemplified in the Glaſtonbury. waters; in 
thoſe of a ſpring not far from Godſtone in Surrey, 

called the Iron-Pear-tree Water; and in another 
rival ſpring near it; which were alt very much 
extolled in the newſpapers of the time for their 
great virtues, but clearly ſhewn by Dr. Hales 
to poſſeſs no other properties than thoſe of com- 
mon ſpring- water. In 1736 he publiſhed the 
ſecond edition of a Tract, intitled, Diſtilled 
Spirituous Liquors the Bane of the Nation ;” 8vo.” 
A new edition ſome time afterwards appeared,

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with:[additions, - and an Appendix; which was 
called“ Friendly. Admonition to the Drinkers 
of Gin, Brandy, and other Spirituous Liquors, 
whichrare ſo deſtructive to tlie Induſtry, Morals, 
Health; and Lives of the People; by Stephen 
Hales, D. D.“ This is what he refers to in the 
preceding letter: and it is included in the cata- 
logue of books diſtributed: by the very liberal o. 
ciety for promoting Chriſtian Knowledge. 

II 141, he communicated: to the world his 
admirable invention of Ventilators, which it was 
the conſtant ſtudy of his life to improve. And 
about ſix or ſeven years after, one of thoſe ma- 
chines was put up in the Savoy priſon, the be- 
nefits of which were ſoon experienced, and pub- 
lickly acknowledged. It is afferted, upon tbe 
moſt reſpectable authority, that previous to this 
important diſcovery, between fifty and a hun- 
dred priſoners confined in that place had died 
annually of the gaol-diſtemper; but that aſter 
the machine was erected, four perſons only died 
in two years, although the number in confine- 
ment often exceeded two hundred! and hence 
the uſe of ventilators became general, in the 
kings ſhips, and various other places. In'z 
letter to Dr. Swithin Adee, of Oxford, dated 
Aug. 22, 1757, Dr. Hales expreſſes great plea- 
ſure, that by ſeveral preſſing letters to the con- 
tinent, he had at length ſucceeded in cauſing the 
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health of Engliſh priſoners in France, as had 


been practiſed for nearly two years in England, 
to the great benefit of French priſoners here. 
On which happy occafion. the venerable patriarch 
of Teddington was" heard merrily to ſay, he.

Beſides which, there is an appro- 
priate « Petition,” inſerted in their Litany, and ufed by the 
Manks in the publick ſervice throughout the year, for thoſe 
bleſſings of the ſeas, which Heaven ſo, copiouſly paurs around 
them, and on which the comfortable ſubſiſtence of ſo many 
depends! The fithing boats ſet fail with the evening-tide, 
and return with that of the morning. On leaving the har- 
bour, each fiſherman, as an expreſſion of piety, uncovers 
his head, and appears for a few moments engaged in devo- 
tion. Manyrpf their boats have, been known to return Jaden 
with from 25 to 39,909 herr: ings: a gave indeed! which, 
while it continues, mult occaſion a very rapid influx of mo- 
ney into the country ; a ſucceſsful night's fiſhing of the 
fleet being frequently eftimated at 3ooo, and femetunes 
ampunting to 5000 pounds!

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And now I have introduced Thurot, as it were 
by head and ſhoulders,” I hear you aſk hows I 


like the muſick that was lately played off be- 
hind my houſe, and whether we. did not expect 
the performers to call upon us for a boon? Yes; 


and they muſt have had it too, had not another 


ſet diſputed the merits of fleill in play; and by 


their ſuperiority; and generoſity togethet, not 
only diſpenſed with all reward from us, but 
treated us bandſomely, at their own ,expence. 
Had the Freneh nates indeed prevailed, it. would 
have been a melancholy ture for Manks-land: 
for, had their band come on ſnore, (as a ſcarcity 
of proviſions, whatever otherwiſe had been their 
intention, muſt have obliged them to do) tliey 
would have ſtripped our houſes and lands as bare 
as the rocks; and I ſhould have had a fair chance 
to have addreſſed my Engliſh friends from thenae, 
for a contribution towards my ranſom; as this 
poor country would not have had aught left to 
have paid it. Unworthy as your banithed coun- 


tryman or this land may be, kind Providence, 


about the middle of July; and, unlefs abridged by the vio- 
lence of the equinoctial winds, often laſts till the latter end 
of October; during which a memorable law prevails : There 
is a penalty of five pounds exacted for every ſea-gull that 
is killed; thele birds being ſuppoſed conſtantly to attend the 
thoals of fiſh, and thus to point out their courſe and ſituation 
round the coaſt.

the French hero juſt fallen with the laſt broad- 
ſide, and his on men throwing him overboard? 
Upon Forbes's acquainting the commodore 
that the Belleiſle was ſo leaky as to be in the ut- 
: moſt danger of ſinking, a bold foremaſt man of 
the ZEolus adventured to dive, with a quantity 
of  tallowed tow in his teeth, found out and 
plugged the leak, and thus reſcued 1. men 
and ſhip from deſtruction. 

Believe it or not, ſir, this is true; for I had i 
from captain Elliot's own mouth; who, at my re- 
3 introduced me to the man, on board his 


4-6 The conteſt laſted about an hour and a half; and was 
on our fide attended with the ſmall loſs of five men killed, 
and thirty-one wounded ; while the enemy, beſides their 
chief commander, had above three hundred killed and 
wounded in the engagement. This very critical event was 
celebrated with great applauſe, as a truly important fer- 
vice. The Iriſh Houſe of Commons voted their thanks to 
the three gallant commanders, Elliot, Clements, and Log 
gie; to whom alſo the city of Cork preſented their freedom 
in filver boxes. From that period every day's Gazette rt 
ported freſh ſucceſſes of the Engliſh Navy, and Gres 
Britain reigned ſole miſtreſs of the main.

Rev. WII LIM HAx BURY, Rector of 
Church-Langton, in Leiceſterſhire, 


Tn candid reader will excuſe the inſerting of 
an introduction to this letter, 

About the year 1751, Mr. . com- 
menced the execution of à deſign to encourage 
Praxrixe, for the moſt benevolent purpoſes, 
and upon a very extenſive ſcale. It met with va - 
rious ſucceſs, in proportion to the minds of thoſe 
who heard of it, and according to their feelings, 
liberal or otherwiſe, upon a ſubject ſo new and 
ample. | 

In 1758, Mr. Hanbury publiſhed an Eſſay 
on Planting, dedicated to the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford, where he received his education; and by 
this means his ſcheme became widely diffuſed. 
Many were the congratulations which he received 
in conſequence; and he had the ſatisfaction to 
find it met with very general approbation from 
men of abilities; who no ſooner were informed 
of its tendency, than they warmly extolled a plan 
lo very honourable, on the grounds both of 
publick ſpirit and of pure philanthropy. * I 
was conſcious,” ſays Mr. Hanbury, ** of the good- 
nels and praQticability of the ſcheme, and found it 
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much approved of by all my learned correſpond.

Permit me, though an entire ſtranger to you, 
to pay you the tribute of my congratulation, on 
the benefit and emolument likely to accrue to the 
community, from the peculiarly laudable zeal you 
have exhibited to the publick, by your exem- 
plary recommendation of the Theory and Prac- 
tice of PLANTING. | 9 

I may, probably, have been the more taken with 
your ſcheme, and the ſentiments ſet forth in your 
Eflay on this ſubject, on account of my having 


reſided for twenty five years in the well-cultivated 
and planted county of Hertford, and' being within 


theſe five years tranſplanted to the Iſle of Mann; 
where 
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where barren rocks and dreary mountains were the 
principal objects that ſaluted my ſight on my firſt 
entrance; and where, even upon traverſing every 
part of it, I found trees and hedges much ſcarcer 
than houſes and inhabitants. 

My. excellent predeceflor, Dr. Wilsox, with 
whoſe character, I believe, I need not acquaint 
you, happily endued with every quality to ren- 
der him a peculiar bleſſing to this country and 
people, among other manifold inſtances wherein 
this ſee was indebted to him, has left behind 
him a ſpecimen of Mr, Hanbury's taſte and ge- 
nius, by a large plantation of trees about the 
epiſcopal manſe *, where there was not a twig 
when he came to it. I wiſh I had not to lament 
the loſs of the largeſt and beſt of them, taken 
down to help towards the expence of repairs, 
before I was aware time enough to have re- 
dcemed them; which 1 ſhould gladly have done 
at double the price they were ſold for. All the 
anſwer I receive to this lamentation, frequently 
uttered, is that I ſhall ſoon ſupply the defi- 
ciency.” This, Gop willing, I ſhall endeavour 
to do, though without the leaſt hope of hving 
to reap the benefit of my pains, as my predeceſ- 
for did of his; who lived to have much uſe of his 
trees, both for pleaſure and profit; and might

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have had more, but for an over-fondneſs to his 
vegetable family, ſo as. to be often unwilling 
to part even with thoſe, whoſe removal would 
have given advantage to the growth of the reſt, 
He gave order, however, that one, of his own 
planting, ſhould be uſed for his coffin ; which, 
it ſeems, was accordingly fulfilled *. 

And now, good fir, I muſt tell you how ſorry 
I am for my diſtance from—my brother-planter, 
I muſt not ſay, who am, as yet, unqualified for 
becoming even a pupil to Mr. Hanbury. Lei- 
ceſterſhire happens to be as unfortunately ſituated 
for my receiving much help from your nurſery, 
as any part of England. Had I ſeen your Eſſay, 
if it were then publiſhed, when I was upon a viſit 
to my native country, in the year 1758, I would 
have endeavoured to have made Market-Harbo- 
rough in my way; in order to have paid my te- 
ſpects to the renowned horticultor. at Church- 
Langton, even at the hazard of being received, 
for want of credential recommendation. 

I herewith take leave to encloſe a draught for 
five pounds ; for which your gardener may ſend, 
indeed I know not welt what ; ſome ſort of plants, 
or trees, as you or he ſhall think ſuitable to thi

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ſea-breezed iſland, and its ſandy, gravelly ſoil. 
But, unleſs you have opportunity of ſending to 
Coventry, through which the Liverpool waggons 
paſs, I know not how I can receive any of the 
produce of your goodly plantations, of any fort. 
However, I was willing to tranſmit my mite of 
encouragement to your noble deſign, and to bear 
a ſmall teſtimony of my eſteem for your propa- 
cating ſpirit, both earthly and heavenly *. And 
though I ſhould never be able to receive any 
other return for my pittance of purchaſe-money, 
a few of your hints or inſtructions to a tyro in 
the art of planting, will be a ſufficient compen- 
ſation for my good wiſhes of proiperity and ſuc- 
ceſs to your promiſing undertaking for publick 
utility. A dozen or two of apple-trees, of the 
beſt ſort, viz. nonpareil, golden-pippin, and 
French or Dutch pippin, or what you better ap- 
prove, ſtandard or dwarf, would be acceptable, 
if the conveyance above-mentioned be practi- 
cable; directed to the care of the poſt-maſter in 
Liverpool. | 

Flowers I have no great taſte for, eſpecially 
fince I came hither; where I am obliged to be 
a tiller of land for breal. Next to neceſſuries, ge- 
raniums, honey ſuckles and provence-roſes are

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my chief cultivation in the garden. Of the firſt 
I have only four ſorts, though Miller, I think, 
reckons forty, with very hard names. Mine, in 
plain Engliſh, are the Hor ſenſboe, roſe-ſcented, va- 
riegated, and ſmooth-l:aved. If you have any 
other, unleſs they happen to be too trifling or 
unprofitable for your culture to regard, I ſhould 
he glad of ſome ſlips ; which by, experience [ 
find will do, though long out of the ground. 
I brought no other Lich me, and they have fur- 
niſhed me with increaſe. I generally houſe them 
in winter in my hall; for we Manks folks have 
not yet arrived at green-houſes ; though I think 
this. 1s a ſhrub that very little needs ſuch care, 
unleſs in places where frofts are ſevere, which is 
not our caſe. Winds, here, are more the 
planter's enemy than froſt or ſnow. The effects 
of that remarkable wind of the 6th of October, 
1756, which blaſted ſeveral yards of the tops of 
moſt, of my elms and aſhes, ſtill remain a diſ- 
agrecable blemilh, as well as probable damage to 
them; but, I know not how to conſent to the ha- 
zard my ſervants are willing to undertake, of 
climbing to cut off the dead branches. All my 
trees will not purchaſe the life or limb of a fel- 

low- creature, if any accident ſhould happen. 
Dr. Pococke, biſhop of Offory, tells me he 
thinks firs would thrive well in any, even the 
mountainous parts, of this 1ſle. I have ſome, 
but do not en reliſh them. Sycamore, aſh, 
elm, 
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elm, or abele * do very well, where tolerably 


ſheltered : but oaks are ſcarce with us, excepting, 
what are dug out of the Curragh, or low lands ; 


where there are ſtill ſome, and formerly were 
found in great plenty, and of conſiderable ſize . 
As our eſtates are moderate, every thing is 
proportionably ſo : but, as we have no mighty 
wealth, ſo neither have we extreme poverty; 
and, conſequently, no pariſh-rates 4 for mainte- 
| | nance

+ This Curragi (Iike the Curragh of Kildare, in Ireland.) 
is a large tract of land, which runs the breadth of the iſle, 
betwixt Ballaugh and Ramſay. It was formerly a bog ; but, 
ſince it has been drained, is become one of the richeſt parts 
of the iſland: and though the peat is fix, eight, or ten feet 
deep, yet by huſbandry and burning they have got a ſur- 
face, which will bear the plough. Thus the ſame ground 
ſupplies the neighbourhood both with bread and fuel.

In the whole iſland, ſays Mr. Robertſon, there is no 
vublick eſtabliſhment for ſheltering the deflitute, protecting 
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nance of the needy. Thoſe few, who may be 
deemed ſuch, are ſupported by voluntary col- 
lections, eſpecially at the ſacramental offertory, 
to which the whole congregation contribute; as 
well thoſe who do not, as thoſe who ſtay ar the 
communion ;—which I think a very commend- 
able cuſtom. . 

Every body, almoſt, hath land enough for cattle 
and bread- corn; but falt-herring and potatoes 
are the ſtaple ſuſtenance, to help out among the 
lower rank ; and which being cheap and plen- 
tiful, zwort, more than is abſolutely neceſſary, 
is what the natives are not very fond of . As to 

Planting, 


the inſane, reſtoring the ſick, or ſupporting the poor: yet 
in this country private charity is very liberal. In the her- 
ring-ſeaſon the benevolence of the fiſhermen feeds the poor; 
and during the reſidue of the year they are ſupported by 
the weekly generoſity of individuals. The Manks have 
the following generous proverb in their mother-tongue, Tra 
ta yz derrey wught cooney leſh bought elley, ta ſee hene garag htee : 
that is, When one poor man relieves another, Gon him- 
felf rejoices at it;“ or, as it is in the original, © he laughs out- 
rig.“ See Robertſon's Tour, pp. 18, 158. 


* «« Indolence,” Mr. Robertſon remarks, “ is a prominent fea» 
ture of the Manks character: otherwiſe, the lands would be 
more uniyerſally cultivated, and manufactures more gene- 
rally eſtabliſned. From what cauſes this hereditary inacti- 
vity may ſpring, I will not preſume to ſay : but, it cer- 
tainly deriyes new influence from the quiet of the lonely 
yales, and mountainous receſſes, to which the greater part of 
the inhabitants are accuſtomed from their childhood.”

] could not continue my correſpondence with 
this worthy man, as, from that period, I had no- 
thing to give him an account of, but what would 
much affect him; namely, the attacks made upon 
my ſcheme by the violent torrents of envy, ba- 
tred, malice, and all unchar itableneſs.

From the Rev. PHIIIT Moors. 


My Lord, Douglas, Set. 12 1761, 
I never, till this day, diſcovered the .cauſe of 


ſuch difficulty in coming at a ſhip's vane *: not 


the height of the maſt ; not the hazard of climb- 
ing; but another caprice, which your lordihip 
would little ſuſpe& in a common ſailor: viz. Su- 
perſtition. They have a notion, that to part with 
2 Vane would be diſaſtrous, and attended with 
unfortunate conſequences; and would ſooner give 
up a ſail, or an anchor, than part with this their 
whifBing æollan index of the winds! A hungry 
lion, a tiger, or a bear, has more ſenſe of fear than 
common Engliſh ſailors; and yet, their panick 
is inexpreſſible, when their meſsmates, the rats, 
quit the ſhip ! Storms and tempeſts, tornadoes, 
thunder and lightning, are eaſy and familiar to 
them. They will ſtorm and enter a breach, with 
forty pieces of cannon pointed againſt them, 
dauntleſs and intrepid ; and yet they are very 
ſlaves to the moſt ſenſeleſs ſuperſtitions. Witneſs 
their horſe-ſhoe nailed to the mainmaſt; not a

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fingle ſhip hardly in Europe, Aſia, Africa, ot 
America, without one: They would ſooner plunge 
into the deep, once for all, than ſet foot on- 
board a veſſel that wanted this taliſman againſt 
witchcraft ; a ſuperſtition, perhaps, as unaccount:- 
able as the other, if we have not recourſe to the 
poctick fiction of Neptune's producing a horſe 
from the earth, by a ſtroke of his ſceptre :

And yet, all this could not prevent a Guines- 
man from being ſhipwrecked here laſt Sunday 
evening, on St. Mary's rock, in our bay. This 
misfortune, however,. is now laid to the charge 
of “our unreaſonable diſcipline, and rigorous ob- 
ſervance of the Lord's Day, in not permitting 
theſe conſcientious people to ſet our porters to 
work; to ſet open our warehouſes, and let them 
take in their cargoes on that day!” And for 
this indulgence even friend Gr is a moſt 
ſtrenuous advocate; alleging neceſſity, in oppoſi- 
tion to the command of Gop; which, I told 
him, they would better firſt get aboliſhed by Act 
of Parliament, and then they might do what they 
would: but whilft that good old law ſubfiſted, 
they muſt be content to do here, as in England, 
and other Chriſtian countries ;—truſt to the Pro- 
vidence of Gop, and wait till Monday.

Dear Sir, 3 I 87 43 
It is high time T ſhould acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your laſt favour. I am glad to hear of 
the encreaſing ſtock of your houſehold, of each 
fort: they are all, in their diſtincét places and re- 
lations, bleſſings of Providence, for which we 


ought to be thankful. I had great reaſon to be 
ſo, 
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ſo, for one of the ſorts &; in which, though I hid 
great care, yet had I alſo more than merited emo- 
lument: and, had not Providence called me off, 
I had probably continued on in the ſame way. 

I am, or ſhall be in a few weeks, entered on 
the eighth year of my prefent ſtation ; and, thank 
Gov, have enjoyed as much health as I can re- 
member to have had in the eight years pre- 
ceding. However, I cannot but have occaſion to 


think, that I was removed at a critical juncture, 


when the double charge, of my pupils and a large 
parochial cure together, began to be too heavy 
for my weak ſhoulders . 

I have, indeed, in my new province as much 
care, but not quite ſo much labour ; and am ra- 
ther alſo in a leſs dependent ſtate than that of 
collecting ſmall tithes, and voluntary Eaſter-Of- 
ferings. The former you know the trouble of; 
and the latter, though never failing to produce 
me fifty pounds per annum, for twenty five 
years ſucceſſively, yet, being at beſt but a pre- 
carious truſting to the good-will of numbers, of 
various tempers and diſpoſitions, could not be 
ſuppoſed equal to a certainty, Though I muſt, 
at the ſame time, be ready to own, that, as they

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were for the moſt part voluntary, there was a com- 
fort in that reſpect, which was not always to be 
had from legal demands, 

My proviſion here depends upon a large de- 
meſne, for we are at a great diſtance from a 
market; and were we nearet, even neceſſaries are 
not always to be had for money. But my farm, 
thank Gop, furniſhes us with fleſh, fuel, and 
bread- corn. We grind, malt, and ſlay, within 
ourſelves : and as to. fiſh, the fea produces us 
plenty; for we are a kind of amphibious crea- 
tures who inhabit this terraqueous iſle. 

I conclude this epiftolary viſit, long fince due, 
with my bleſſing and love to my godſon, and our 
joint wiſhes for the health and proſperity of you 


and yours.

| Although I know it is ſometimes ſaid, that a 
perſon ſucceeds with diſadvantage to an office, 
which has been filled by a predeceſſor of re- 
markably eminent qualities, I muſt take leave to 
think the reverſe is nearer the truth; at leaſt, 
with reſpect to the inſtance I am about to refer 
to; viz. my coming after the great and good Dr. 
W1tsox, to this fee of Mann: foraſmuch as! 
find many excellent things ready done and efta- 
bliſhed to my hands, in regard to the govern- 
ment of the church; beſides the Example, which, 
by the traces he has left, his lordſhip ſtill lives to 
ſhew me. This I endeavour, ſo far as I am 


able, to follow; though I am ſenfible it is, and 


muſt be, non paſſibus quis. 


Among the ſundry good regulations, which my 
worthy predeceſſor formed and ſet forth for the 


benefit of this church, that was none of the leaſt, 
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which he has noted in a letter reſpecting the? Con- 
ſtitutions“ paſſed in convocation by himſelf and 
clergy, in the year 1703; which he afterwards got 
confirmed by a ſtatute law of the land, ſtill in 
force, and, as nearly as may be, duly obſerved. 

With reſpect to the Clergy, I am happily ena- 
bled to give a different account from what bp. 
Barrow does of thoſe in his time; namely, that 
| have found them, in general, a very ſenſible, 
regular, decent ſet of men, almoſt without ex- 
ception. | 

The pariſhes, though few in number, viz. 
only ſeventeen, are very populous; the iſland, 
though of ſmall dimenſions, — 35 miles long, and 
$ or 9 broad, containing, upon a pretty accu- 
rate computation, made ſince my arrival, very 
near twenty thouſand ſouls. 

The adult natives, to a man, I think I may 
lay, are conformiſts to the eſtabliſhed commu- 
mon of the church of England; and ſo exact 
and punctual, for the moſt part, in their attend- 
ance on the public offices of divine worſhip, and 
eſpecially at the ſacrament, (there being no leſs 
tnan ſix hundred at the communion in a country 
pariſh church at Eaſter,) that there is little or no 
occation for preſentments on this head: and, 


o remarkably uniform are they in their beha-

s {eldom known or ſeen, that any perſon, of

whenever the rubrick directs it, though it be on 
the bare, earthen, dirty floor; and that often with 
fuch inconvenience to themſelves and each other, 
from the ſcantineſs of room, that ſcarce a month 
paſſes throughout the year, without ſome one or 
other being carried out ſick, or fainting : kneel, 
however, they will, be. it ever ſo incommodious. 
Whether this be owing to ancient cuſtom 
amongſt them, (for cuſtom here in all things 
carries a powerful ſanction, ) or from the late good 
biſhop's attention to this very article, who had 
himſelf, it is well known, a ſpecial regard to de- 
cency and order, I cannot ſay; but fo I found 
it: And it continues to be the practice of the na- 
tive inhabitants of this iſle, to obſerve a ftrit 
uniformity of reverent geſture, 1n their reſpective 
congregations; notwithſtanding, as I before 


noted, the ſpace for their reception and atten- ' 


dance in them 1s ſo narrow and confined, as not to 
contain, in ſome pariſhes, above one half, and in 
moſt of the reſt, little more than two thirds of the 
people; who, from principle, have a defire, and 
from their parochial aſſeſſments have a right, 
they think, to be admitted to N divine 
ſervice in them *.

And 
there we ſtop, and muſt ſtop, till Providence ſhall 
be pleaſed to raiſe up more friends, to affiſt us in ſo 
defirable and ſo charitable a work as this, of 
erecting places moderately convenient for the re- 
ception of a well-diſpoſed people, to attend the 
offices of religious worſhip ; in a country, where 
there is no law for briefs, for the purpoſe of re- 
building churches, as in England; and where, if 
there were any ſuch method appointed, the cir- 
cumſtances of the inhabitants, eſpecially in the 
country pariſhes, are far too low, to raiſe a ſum 
of any ſignificance towards it. This is one of the 
orievances which the dioceſe of Mann at preſent 
labours under. 

Another, if poſſible ſtill worſe, is, their ha- 
ving neither printed Bibles, nor Common- Prayer 
Books, in the native language of the country ;—a de- 
fect, I believe, which no Proteſtant church in 
Chriſtendom feels, where they have eſtabliſhed 
forms, beſides the church of Mann : whence the 
major part of the people ate unable to attain 
any knowledge of the genuine Scriptures, but 


ſo that, by their ſcarcity of room, they be made uneaſy in 
the time of Divine Service; and do not enjoy the intended 
benent of their church- aſſeſſments. Therefore we beg the 
court s aſliſtance, to be redreſſed in this aggrievance.” 
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what they receive from the off-hand tranſlations 
produced by the miniſter in the deſk, out of the 
Englith Bibles : and fo, in like manner, of the 
Common- Prayer; every portion of which, conſe- 
quently, muſt he varied, and more or leſs exad, 
according to the judgement, the diligence, and 
abilities of the officiating reader. How very defec- 
tively this part of the office muſt needs ſometimes 
be performed, — by the junior clergy, at leaſt, at 
their firſt taking orders, juſt after having been 
for ſome years verſed in Engliſh and the learned 
languages, under an academick tutor bred in 
England,—any one may readily conceive. | 

This latter, as well as the former, I cannot 
but look upon as a melancholy circumſtance of 
the Church of Chriſt eſtabliſhed in this land ;— 
a Church, which has the honour o“ being ſixty nine 
years older than that of Bangor, in Wales ; which 
is ſaid to be the firſt biſhoprick we read of 
among the Britons, and one hundred and four- 
teen years before Auſtin, the Monk. 
The Manks people, in general, are naturally 
ſhrewd, of quick apprehenſion, and very apt to 
learn : and they would be, I am confident, ex- 


tremely fond of peruſing the Scriptures, if they 


had them, and were tauglit to read them, in 
their own tongue, as they are the Engliſh Bibles : 
which latter, numbers can do very roundly, whifk 
they ſcarce underſtand the meaning of a ſingle 
ſentence ; nay, I might ſay, I believe, of ſome, a 
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The uſe of a good book, in the Manks 
tongue, hath been ſufficiently and happily ex- 
perienced in this land, from the publication of the 
late biſhop, Dr. Wilſon's excellent “ Catechetical 
Expoſition, together with Private and. Family 
Prayers,” which is now re-printing, at the ex- 
pence of a lady lately deceaſed in England *. 
And if the ** Chrilian Monitor, a; moſt uſeful 
book, now tranſlating in the iſland into Manks, 
were to be printed and diſperſed through the 
country pariſhes, and one, at leaſt, in each fa- 
mily taught to read it, I am perſuaded it would 
greatly tend to give them a due ſenſe of real 
religion ; and help them to diſpel the remains of 
ſuperſtition, which, for want of more ſuch kind 
of books, ſtill ſubſiſts among them. But, how 
any of theſe great and good ends are now to be 
promoted or provided for, God only knows ! 
May the great lover of ſouls inſpire the hearts 
of thoſe of larger abilities, with a diſpoſition to 
aſſiſt me by a portion of their bounty ;—1n like 
manner, though it ſhould not be in equal meaſure, 
with what my two ſuper-excellent predeceſſors 
haye experienced: who, in the great good which 
they were enabled to do for this church and dio- 
ceſe, were in their times rendered happy, by the 
ſucceſs which it pleaſed God to vouchſafe them,

England ! 

Something, however, from my ſuperior bre 
thren, the archbiſhops and biſhops, and other 
dignitaries, I will venture to flatter myſelf with 
the hopes of receiving.

but cannot help being the more earneſt in be- 
half of the poor people of my charge, as J have 
nothing of any kind to aſk or to wiſh for myſelf; 
except it he, to be enabled to anſwer the ends 
of my preſent important truſt.

I did not expect to hear that it could be, in an 
aſſembly convened for the Propagation of Chriſtian 
Knowledge, a queſtion, ©* whether any nation 
uninſtructed in religion ſhould receive inſtruc- 
tion; or whether that inſtruction ſhould be im- 
parted to them by a tranſlation of the Holy books 
into their own language.” If obedience to the 
will of Gop be neceſſary to happineſs, and the 
knowledge of his will be neceſſary to obedience, 
I know not how he, that withholds this know- 
ledge, or delays it, can be ſaid to love bis neigh- 
bour as himſelf. He that voluntarily continues 
Ignorance, 1s guilty of all the crimes which igno- 
rance 
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rance produces; as to him, that ſhould extinguiſh 
the tapers of a light-houfe, might juſtly be im- 
puted the calamities of ſhipwrecks *. Chriſtianty 
is the higheſt perfection of humanity : and, as 
no man is good, but as he wiſhes the good of 
others, no man can be good in the higheſt de- 
gree, who wiſhes not to others the largeſt mea- 
ſures of the greateſt good. To omit, for a year, 
or for a day, the moſt efficactous method of ad- 
vancing Chriſtianity, in compliance- with any 
purpoſes that terminate on this fide of the grave, 
is a crime, of which I know not that the world 
has yet had an example; except in the practice 
of the planters of America; a race of mortals, 
whom I ſuppoſe no other man wiſhes to reſemble, 

The Papiſts have, indeed, denied to the laity 
the uſe of the Bible : But this prohibition,—in 
few places now very rigorouſly enforced, —is de- 
fended by arguments, which have, for their foun- 
dation, the care of ſouls, To obſcure, upon mo- 
tives merely political, the light of Revelation, 
is a practice reſerved for the reformed; and, ſurely, 
the blackeſt midnight of popery is meridian ſun- 
ſhine to ſuch a reformation ! 

J am not very willing that any language ſhould 
be totally extinguiſhed. The fimilitude and de- 
rivation of languages afford the moſt indubitable 
proof of the traduction of nations, and the gene-

And even our Saviour's recipes, to. which I par- 
ticularly referred you, receive little or no no- 
tice. i 5 Og 

Your next paragraph I like full well, as con- 
taining ſenſible Reflections on the Security and 
the Wiſdom of Early Repentance. What you 
cite, however, of the parable of the vineyard, | 
doubt will not hold, if applied to late penitenis: 
For, although ſinners ſhould never be led to 
deſpair, ſince we know not the extent of Goy' 
mercy ; yet, foraſmuch as you ſay, and I allow, 
that doctors in divinity, as well as thoſe in phy- 
fick, are fallible, I will ſuppoſe, at the hazard of 
my poor judgement, that the parable in quel- 
tion has no relation to late repentance. 

Thoſe who were called in at the eleventh hour 
received alike with them who were called in at 
the firſt hour: But we, who have been called 
at the firſt, if we defer our labour till the laſ, 
have no pretenſions to receive alike with thoſ, 
who have worked from the firſt hour of their 


call, and have borne the burthen and heat of tht

gay *; I doubt not, but if a ſinner were to em- 
brace the Goſpel diſpenſation on the firſt hearing 
or knowledge of it, even at the hour of death, 
(which may properly be called the / hour,) 
he would be accepted. That; poſſibly, nay, pro- 
bably, was the thief's caſe; and therefore I ſee no 
reaſon to have reeourſe to the extraordinary cir- 
cumſtances, of the time when, and the perſon-with 
whom he ſuffered. Beſides, where, pray, does it 
appear, that he was not converted by what he 
heard whilſt in priſon ?—ſince it is not unlikely 
but that thieves in thofe days, as well as now, 
might be for ſome time under confinement, be- 
fore they were called to ſuffer. However, if his 
faith and repentance, commenced when they would, 
took place as ſoon as the terms were known, or 
tendered, that, furely, would be ſufficient for 
obtaining his pardon and happineſs. I know, in- 
deed, that ſome other learned expoſitors, as well 
as Dr. Monſey, lay a ſtreſs upon the uncommon 
circumſtances of this companion of Chriſt in his 
but, as we hve in times of. freedom 
of ſentiment, I would crave leave to prefer the 
other ſolution, as above. 58

* The reflection of a judicious writer upon this ſubject is 
pointed and memorable, « One finner, ſays he, was par-

Seek not out the things that are too 
hard for thee, neither ſearch the things that 
are above thy ftrength : but, what is command- 
ed thee, think thereupon with reverence ; for it 
is not needful for thee to ſee with thine eyes the 
things that are in ſecret. Be not curious in un- 
neceſſary matters, for more things are ſhewed | 
unto thee than men underſtand : for many are 
deceived by their own vain opinion, and an 
evil ſuſpicion hath overthrown their judgement.” 
Ecclus. III. 21—24. Here is a citation, in return 
for yours out of Juvenal. Mine, you will ſay, 
is not canonical Scripture, any more than yours: 
it is, however, ſuch as is directed to be read in 
religious aſſemblies; and if you are in any 
church or chapel, you may hear it at evening 
ſervice, either on the 25th of March, or 24th of

And now, for your knotty queſtion about 
wa, and Yuyn, 2 Theſſalon. V, 23. I will 
not pretend to ſay whether they be terms ſpeci- 
tically different in eſſence, or only with reſpe& to 
different qualities and diſpoſitions of the ſoul, as 
rational, and ſenſitive; which, when it obeys the 
dictates of reaſon, or conſcience, may be called 
ſpiritual, and when otherwiſe, ſenſitive, or ſenſual ; 
as being, according to the latter ſenſe, ſubject to 
the influences of the animal conſtitution, 
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Soul and Spirit, according to common aceep. 
tation in the writings of divines, are, I think, 
of en uſed {ynonytnouſly, or alternately one for 
the other: But, if the apoſtle meant a diſtinction 
here, which other parts of Scripture do not help 


to explain, I am content again to be thought ig- 


norant of a meaning, which I hope and truſt it 
is not neceſſary to falvation preciſely to know, 
Tou are a curious man; and having poſed the 
doctors of your own faculty, you are minded to 
try the tkill of ſome of ours. It is a ſpecial text 
this, I own, which you have held forth to me, 
for exerciſing the conjectures. of critical diſpu- 
tants. 

As to thoſe fins which have no connection with 
the body, ſuch as pride, profaneneſs, malice, 
envy, and the like, and which, for diſtinction, 
are called /piri;ual; theſe the defects and corrup- 
tion of our nature, and the ſuggeſtions of the 
evil-one, may account for. The method of cure, 
however, for the comfort of our. patients, as well 
as of ourſelves, is exhibited in much plainer and 
ſurer terms in our diſpenſary, than are thoſe for 
bodily diſorders in yours, whether it be the new or 
old; London or Edinburgh. Watch,'and Pray, 
are two ſhort directions; bat, ſo very ſignificant, 
that either of them neglected leaves us to periſh ! 
At, and you hall have; what? An inf:llible ſo- 
vereign remedy for all the diſtempers of your 
ſoul; viz. the guidance and aid of that Spirit, 

which 
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which is given to conduct us through the paths 
of Chriſtian faith and holineſs, to the land of 
everlaſting life! Hear bow it ſounds, my friend, 
EvERLASTING LiFE! Look up, and pauſe 
awhile When the poor jailor put this queſtion 
to the Apoſtles, Sirs, what muſt I de to be 
ſaved?” the anſwer alſo was ſhort and expreſſive ; 
BELIEVE on THE Lokp Jesvs CRHRISTH: that is, 
«© 'Truft in the propitiatory ſacrifice of His blood, 
for the remiſhon of your fins paſt; and pay a 
fincere, although it ſhould be an imperfect obe- 
dience to him, as your Lord.” An hiftorical faith 
cannot be a ſaving faith; for, then, the devils can- 
not but be ſaved, ſince they cannot but believe 
that Chrift died for finners. It 1s amazing to 
think what long diſputes and puzzling diſſerta- 
tions have divided the Chriſtian world about 
Jujtification, If a plain man were to come to me 
to aſk a plain queſtion, for a plain text of Scrip- 
ture proper for him to have in mind, and to re- 
gard, I ſhould be apt to give him this; Lee 
thoſe wha have beliened in Gon, be careful to 
maintain goed. works,” What! ſtarts one imftte< 
diately, meritorious works ? Anſwer : I ſaid not 
fo: I only give you St. Paul's words, though ra- 
ther, perhaps, in leſs ſtrong terms than the original 
expreſs words, which are a direction to Titus.“ 
** Theſe things I will that thou affirm conſtantly; 
that they who have believed in Gop, might be 
careful to maintain good works,” Tir. iii. 8. 
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If divine grace is to ſave a man, without any ſort 
of endeavour to produce or maintain good works, 
would the Apoſtle trifle ſo, as to bid any man be 
careful to maintain them ?—Whence I draw this 
obſervation ; that he who ſaid; * An ill Life is 
the worſt ſort of Hereſy,” was no bad divine, 
But ſtill, let us be careful alſo of preſuming to 
think that there is any kind of merit in the beſt 
works we are capable of performing ; ſtill attri- 
buting the whole of our redemption from miſery, 
and reſtoration to happineſs, to the free bounty 
and mercy of Gop in CHRIST, who gave himſelf 
a ranſom. for loſt ſinners. We may wrangle out 
all our few days about nice points, and words, 
and phraſes; and have our religion to ſeek at the 
cloſe of them. One conquered paſſion, one ſub- 
dued luſt or evil habit, is worth a hundred vo- 
lumes, even committed to memory, of critical 
remarks and diſtinctions about ſundry points, of 
which our unavoidable ignorance will never be 
brought to account. That faith, which worketh 
by love, is, certainly, a true ſaving faith. What 
ſays our Lord? Tf ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments. And how is this to he done? By 
requeſts for the divine aid, ſent up to heaven 
in publick and in private, — I ſay one, as well as 
the other; and by partaking of the ordinances 
which remind us of the unſpeakable love of a 
dying Saviour. In publick aſſemblies, I ſay; for- 
aſmuch as the oracles of truth aſſure us, that it 
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is there Chriſt, by his ſpirit, is more peculiarly 
preſent. Where two, or three, land conſe- 
quently where more) are gathered together. in my 
name, there am I in the midſt of them. 

Theſe neceſſary means and inſtruments, my 
dear fir, of our growth in Chriftian holineſs, are 
ſo plain, as to need neither a Grotius nor a Ham- 
mond to make them more ſo. 

But this, you may ſay, is only like talking 
to children, and not unto wiſe men. Be it ſo; 
and you may call me a childiſh teacher, if you 
will; and ſo indeed I am, if converſing with and 
inſtructing children be childiſh #, If I had you

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found like Aſſurance, to which one would think a 
miraculouſly-converted apoſtle might have as 
good pretenſions as any modern faint whatever. 
But, whether the teachers of this and ſuch 
like doctrines are mad, or ** rogues,” or 
* hanged,” (which, if we rightly underſtand them, 
I cannot give into) I do not know that it is my 
buſineſs to judge, or to enquire. That a fallible 
man may be in an error, I may be allowed to 
form my opinion ; but, to enable me to pro- 
nounce whether he be fincere or not, I muſt have 
better evidence than at preſent I have opportu- 
nity to procure. To his own maſter, in this reſpect, 
I leave him to ſtand or fall. 

I am now come to your laſt words, —not your 
dying words, I hope ; although, comparatively, 
living or dying, they will be true; I know no- 
thing.”

I made them 


ſhake hands, and promiſe not to revive the cauſe 


uno verbo, on either ſide. If I had done nothing 


elſe, the trouble of my journey is well paid. 
Alas ! the trouble of all the duties I perform in 


the whole year, when put together, will weigh 


light in the balance ! 


My whole heart is upon Manks tranſlations : 
Hic labor, hoc opus eſt. A poor woman in this pa- 
riſn, upon her ſon's reading a chapter to her, 
cried out, with great exultation, We have It 
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in darkneſs till now!“ I don't know what the 
Manks word 1s for darkneſs *. 

I believe I ſhall prevail on Mr. Curghey to 
undertake the Liturgy. I have circulated a letter to 
the clergy on this head ; and 1t would grieve me. 
to the very ſoul, to find them ſlacken or cool in 
an affair, which, till it be zealouſly regarded, we 
ſhall ſcarce deſerve the name of a Cbriſtian com- 
munity, Even the Papiſts allow Scripture to 


ſome of their adherents ; whilſt we, Proteſtants, 


till now, had it not. What is read to the people 
from the deſk is but a ſmall portion, viz. ſuch 
leſſons only as occur on the Sundays, for holi- 
days have but few hearers. And what ſort of 
Scripture ! for as to the word of Gop, which ſome 
young readers diſpenſe, I leaye you to conceive, 
who know more of the matter than I do. Some, 
however, have been ſo ingenuous as to confeſs, 
« it was not true Scripture that they gave.” 

I pray God. to open the eyes, and enlarge the 
compaſſion of the Chriſtian miniſtry, in this part 
of what is called Chrift's Church Eſtabliſhed! 
I think the portions of Liturgy that are done 
ſhould be ſent in hither ; and I could heartily 
with, and do heartily pray, that every pariſh mi- 
nifter would proceed in earneſt with his Remarks 
on the Goſpels and Acts already printed F ; for 
till that 1s done, the liturgy, I doubt, will be re-

count, I ſhould glory in my ſufferings. 

But, why do I fay this to You, who are with 
me in heart and mind? It ſhould be ſaid rather to 
thoſe, who are indifferent in their great Maſter's 
cauſe. The whole 1s in the hands of the Great 
Ruler of hearts : and if, for our fins, He does not 
chooſe or think good to move them; or if it be 
becauſe their preſident in ſpirituals, who pre- 
ſumed to accept the province, is unworthy of it, 
or unequal to it; we may ſtill be ſure of one pro- 
poſition, The Lord is righteous, &c.“ Exod. ix. 27. 

Somebody, you know, told me, that“ I ſpend 
my breath,” —to little purpoſe, The left me to 
ſupply ; and I know one, that talks of “ wear- 
ing myſelf out.” But, pray, won't the attor- 
neys wear themſelves out too? each of whom, I 
dare ſay, ſpends more breath than you or I, 
within the year.

My Lord, | Dublin, June 27. vo 


I have received your moſt obliging letter of 
May 11, together with the three guincas you ſo 
generouſly ſent me. The expreſſions of your 
eſteem and regard are very acceptable to me, as, 
they come from, a perſon. of your lordſhip's real 
worth, and excellent character; though I muſt 
confeſs it humbles me, to reflect how much 1

REMARK on the DisPosAL of the IsLE of Maxx. 


In the political buſineſs alluded to by the pre- 
ceding letter, the good biſhop, who ſeems to 
have known as much about the running of 


* Sir John Thorold, mentioned in a former letter, with 
* ſuch deſerved applauſe. See p. 475+ 
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brandy * as his correſpondent, was evidently 
miſinformed. He caught, however, the terrifick 
influenza of the times; and to this fertile ſource, 
in a conſiderable degree, the publick are in- 
debted for a part of what is above advanced. 
We are told there was a time, when the vague 
commerce of Sodor and Mann, ſuppoſed to be 
carried on with benefit to the iſland, proved, in 
fact, injurious to the people. It is faid alſo to 
have been of ſuch a nature, as not a little to af- 
fe& the national revenue; and in that view, 
eſpecially, to call for the ſerious attention of the 
Britiſh Legiſlature. Reaſons of ſtate, therefore, 
appear to have rendered it neceſſary for the 
Crown of Great Britain to interpoſe its authority; 
and, by compromiſe, or purchaſe from the Athol 
family, to veſt in itſelf both the cuſtomary du- 
ties of commerce, and the ſovereignty likewiſe of 
the iſland, as an appendage to the mother coun- 
try. Accordingly, ſo long ſince as in the reign 
of King George the Firſt, A. D. 1726, an act 
of parliament was paſſed, purporting, that as the 
commerce of Mann was found prejudicial to the 
intereſts of his majeſty's dominions, a pecuniary 
compenſation ſhould be granted to the lord of 
the 1ſle, and its feudal ſovereignty be annexed 
in future to the Britiſh Crown. This, however, 
from various cauſes, was not accompliſhed till

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the fifth year of the reign of his preſent Majeſty; 
when, by ſtatute, March 7, 1765 „the royalty, 
with all its dignities and emoluments, the pa- 
tronage of the biſhoprick excepted, was for ever 
veſted in the crown; upon the payment of 
10,0001. to his grace of Athal, father of the pre: 
ſent duke *, and of an annuity alſo of 20001, 
for the lives of himſelf and his dutcheſs, both 
ſince deceaſed. To this circumſtance it is that 
biſhop Hildeſley refers in his letter, written three 
days only before the paſſing of the bill of ſettle. 
ment. . 
This ſale of the iſland, ſays Mr. Robertſon, 
fpread an univerſal terror through the country, 
The buſtle of commerce ceaſed ; every counte- 
nance indicated fear and amazement : the mer- 
chants, 1magining that the treaſures of their ware- 
houſes would be immediately confiſcated, dif- 
poſed of them greatly below their original value, 
and retired to other countries; whilſt many of 
the poſſeſſors of landed property, now deeming it 
of little conſideration, ſold it to any purchaſer. 
The uſual place of reſidence, for example, of 
the duke of Athol, is a ſtately edifice. It was 
built, previous to the alienation, by a merchant 
in Douglas, at a conſiderable expence ; but, ſoon 
after that tranſaction, was ſold to his grace for 
three hundred pounds : a memorable inſtance of

Mzs3xnczr Monszy, M. D. F. R. S. ſo fre. 
quently mentioned in the preceding collection, 
was for a long icries of years well known as the 
phyſician of the Royal Hoſpital at Chelſea, and 
obtained his appointment through the friendſhip 
and intereſt of his ſteady patron, the earl of 
Godolphin. He was the ſon of a reſpectable 
clergyman in the county of Norfolk, and, from 
an early period, the very intimate friend of bp, 
Hildeſſey. Their correſpondence, from the 
ſcanty ſpecimens exhibited in this work, will 
beſt ſhew how ſincere and mutual was their re- 
gard for each other. | | 

He received a good claſſical education, chiefly 
under his father's eye ; and was at a ſuitable age 
removed to St. Mary Hall, Oxford, where he 
ſpent five years. After which he ſtudied phy- 
fick for ſome time under fir Benjamin Wrench, 
at Norwich; and, on leaving his tuition, ſettled 
as a phyſician at St. Edmunds Bury, in Suffolk. 
As very critical circumſtance took place ſome 
few years after, which decided the direction, 
and ſtamped the colour of his future life, 
Lord Godolphin, grandſon of the great John 
duke of Marlborough, being on a journey to his 
ſeat at Hogmagog, near Newmarket, was taken 

| exceed» 
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exceedingly ill. The only medical aid next at 
hand was at the town of Bury. Dr. Monſey was 
called in ; and proved fo ſucceſsful in his appli- 
cations, as not only to reinſtate his lordſhip in a 
comfortable degree of health, but to engage alſo, 
through life, the warmeſt gratitude of his noble 
patient, Lord Godolphin found, with furprize, 
in this his rural phyſician, a man of candour, of 
chearfulneſs, of literary talents, and of conxivial 
wit. He felt the generous impulſe of humanity, 
which ſtrongly inclined him to patroniſe a gen- 
tleman, ſo very ſuperior in all reſpects to the 
ſituation in which he had found him. His 
eſteem for the doctor increaſed during the inter- 
vals of convaleſcence; and, upon his lordſhip's 
recovery, his offers were found ſo very liberal 
and kind, that, deprived of the power to heſi- 
tate, Dr. Monſey determined to change his 
views, and accompanied his patron to town. 

At lord Godolphin's he was ever treated as the 
companion and the friend. He was introduced 
by him as ſuch to the firſt characters of the age. 
Sir Robert Walpole affiduouſly cultivated his ac- 
quaintance ; and the celebrated earl of Cheſter- 
field acknowledged with gratitude the benefits 
which he derived from his medical aſſiſtance. 

It is much,” faid his lordſhip, ** to the ho- 
nour of your ſkill, to have encountered and ſub- 
dued almoſt all the ills of Pandora's box.

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way between leiſure and fatigue; ſtrewed too, in 
this inſtance, as it were with choiceſt flowers, by 
the conſenting hands of Friendſhip, Society, and 
Amuſement. 

A vacancy happened in Chelſea Hoſpital ; and 
Dr. Monſey was appointed to ſucceed. Lord 
Godolphin, however, could not prevail upon 
himſelf in declining life, to relinquith the fdus 
Actates, whoſe intereſts he had ever promoted; 
and whoſe company. his lordſhip was frequently 
heard to declare, was the principal comfort of his 
exiſtence. It was therefore ſettled, that the 


doctor ſhould ſtill continue to refide with him in 


the Stable. yard, as it is called, near St. James's ;, 
which he did till his lordſhip's deceaſe, upon 
condition of viſiting his patients at Chelſea as 
often as occaſion might require. 

The character of Dr. Monſey, in point of na- 
tive humour, is thought to have borne a near 
reſemblance to that of Dr, Swift, the memorable 
dean of St Patrick's; and, like the dean, he too 
will long be remembered for the vivid powers of 
his mind, and the marked peculiarity of his man- 
ners. His claſſical abilities were indeed enviable: 
his memory, throughout life, was wonderfully re- 
tentive; and upon a variety of occafions enabled 
him, with an inexhauſtible flow of words; to 
pour forth the treaſure of, long-paſſed ftudy, 
reading, and experience. Inſomuch, that he 
was truly allowed to be a ſtorehouſe of anecdote

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a reſervoir of narrative for all weathers ; the living 
chronicle, in ſhort, of other times. 

'The exuberance of his wit, which, like the 
web of life, was of a mingled yarn, often rendered 
his converſation exceedingly entertaining, ſome- 
times indeed alarming, and at other times point- 
edly pathetick and inſtructive; for, at certain 
Happy intervals (of which the editor of this 
volume has been a frequent witneſs) the doctor 
could lay afide Rabelais and Scarron, to think 
deeply on the moſt important ſubjects, and open 
a very ſerious vein, 


His application of qualities ſo multifarious and 


obſervable, was in numberleſs inſtances eccen- 
trick: in ſome, affable and attracting; in others, 
forcibly repulſive: thrown out as it were at hap» 
hazard, without guard or premeditation; and 
keenly or ſorely felt in the courſe of its opera- 
tion, either at the coſt of his company, or of 
himſelf by rebound. | 

We are informed that Sir Robert Walpole 
knew and valued the worth of his“ Norfolk 
Doctor,“ as he was uſed to call him; but, though 
he knew it, he neglected it. The prime miniſ- 
ter was fond of billiards, at which his friend 
very much excelled him. How happens it,” 
ſaid fir Robert, in a ſocial hour, ** that nobody 


will beat me at billiards, or contradict me, but 


Dr. Monſey ?”—** They get places,” ſaid the 
doctor: I get a dinner, and praiſe.“ 
| Until 
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Until very far advanced in years, Dr. Mon- 
ſey poſſeſſed a ſingular knack and facility in the 
compoſition of rhymes; chiefly, as it is ſaid, 
of the hudibraſtick or doggerel ſtrain; but full of 
that livelineſs of humour, and drollery of wit, 
which defy all the powers of gravity to refrain from 
laughter. Scanty indeed muſt have been the 
ſubject, upon which he could not weave a ſe- 
ries, from fifty to a hundred lines, without a 
ſtop. His unambitious muſe, although the verieſt 
contraſt ſurely to our great Milton's, in ſome re- 
ſpects however reſembled her operations on that 
illuſtrious bard ; 


and, unimplored, inſpir d 
Eaſy his unpremeditated verſe. 


Some notable ſpecimens of the kind are ſaid ſtill 
to exiſt, in the cabinets of his friends; but, 
whether unluckily or otherwiſe, we have not been 
enabled to trace them to their preſent poſſeſſors. 
The following anecdote is very characteriſtick 
of the doctor's turn of temper, and is ſaid to be 
well atteſted. He lived fo long in his office of 
Chelſea-Hoſpital phyſician, that during many 
changes of adminiſtration, the reverſion of his 
place had been ſucceffively promiſed to ſeveral 
medical friends of the different paymaſters-ge- 


neral of the forces. Looking out at his window 


one day, and obſerving a gentleman below, ex- 


amining the college and gardens, who he knew

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had juſt ſecured the reverſion of his place; the 
doctor came down ftairs, and going out to him, 
accoſted him thus: Well, ſir, I ſee you are 
examining your houſe and gardens, that ate to 
be; and I will ailure you they are both vety 
pleaſant, and very convenient. But, I muſt tell 
you one circumſtance. You are the #fth man 
that has had the reverfion of the place; and 
I have butied them all, And what is more,” con- 
tinued he, looking very ſcientifically - at him, 
«there is ſomething in your face, that tells me 
T ſhall bury you too.” The event juſtified the 
prediction, for the gentleman died ſome years 
after: and, what was ſtill more extraordinary, at 
the time of the doctor's death there was not a per- 
ſon who ſeems to have even ſolicited the promiſe 
of a reverſion. 

Dr. Monſey died the 26th of December, 1788, 
at the advanced age of ninety-four ; after having 
conſtantly retained all his faculties, till within a 
ſhort time of his diſſolution *. We are told, 
that on the morning of the day in which he died, 


being at breakfaſt, he {aid to the ſervant who 


waited on him, „I ſhall certainly loſe the 


game: and upon her aſking him what game, he 


replied, the game of à hundred; which I have 
played for, very earneſtly, many years. But, 1

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ſhall loſe it now; for I expect to die in a few 
hours.” | 
Obloquy, like the moſchetto of the Indies, 
which loves to fly abroad and fting at ſun-ſet, 
when poor mortals with to fleep, hath been nei- 
ther indolent nor ſparing in poſthumous ſtrictures 
upon the life of Dr. Monſey : While candour and 


truth would rather delight to repulſe them, at 


leaſt in ſome conſiderable degree, by an appeal 
to thoſe excellent letters of his pious and right 
reverend friend, which adorn the preſent collec- 
tion, And what 1s the reſult? They certainly 
warrant us in concluding, that the character be- 
fore us was, in a very ſtriking variety of re- 
ſpects, but too ſimilar to what the poet tells of 
the prolifick ſhores of Nile:

During the doctor's early refidence at Bury 
St. Edmunds, he married a widow lady with a 
handſome jointure, who died not many years af- 


ter, leaving him one daughter, an only child. 


This lady was married to Mr. Alexander, a gen- 
tleman of a reſpectable mercantile family in the 
city of London; and, ſince his deceaſe, has ſet-

rous family of daughters; for whom, in addi- 
tion to their father's fortune, Dr. Monſey made 
ample proviſion by his will.

them what little aſſiſtance I could, to remove the 
prejudice which, unreaſonably, in my opinion, 
prevailed againſt them; and to relieve them from 
the very great and unmerited diſtreſſes wich they 
labour under. It was too late in the ſeſſion to do 
any thing effectual; and I thought the moſt likely 
method to obtain what they deſired, would be to 
depute the gentlemen to attend the beginning of 
next ſeſſion. It will, I aſſure you, Sir, give me 
rery great pleaſure, if I can be of any uſe to 
them, for F think their caſe truly pitiable &.

My Lord, Lambeth, Sept. 26, 1767. 

No Biſhop in our days hath done himſelf ſo 
much honour by the diſpoſal of his preferments, 
as the biſhop of Durham ; and he hath out-done 
his own out-doings, in the offer which he hath 
made to your lordſhip. I inſiſt on your telling 
him that I fay ſo. To judge whether you can 
accept it, one ſhould ſee the Act of Parliament 
to which you refer. I do not find it in the ſta- 
tute-book ; and, were it before me, am poorly 
qualified to interpret it. But, fince you defire 
my thoughts, you ſhall have ſuch as I can give 
you on a ſudden. 

The office of a Biſhop conſiſts in the cure of 
ſouls : other things are ſeparable additions. But 
the eſtate, or income of a biſhoprick, is never, 
I believe, called in law a Heneſice; that word be- 
ing appropriated to preferments of lower rank. 
Lyndwood, p. 122, | this is not the learned, but 
the readier way, of quoting him], in his note on the 
words Beneficia eccleſiaſtica, ſaith, “ Intelligo con- 
tineri appellatione Beneficii, dignitates, perſon- 
atus, prebendas, et eccleſias omnes; et alia 
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quæcunque, cum cura, et ſine curl, que cum 
titulo habentur, et inititutione canonical,” Had 
bi ſhopricks been comprehended, they would have 


been mentioned firſt. And hence it is, I ſuppoſe, 


that Lord Hobart, as quoted by Godolphin, 
p. 200, (for I have not his Reports,) ſaith, that 
© biſhopricks are not within the ſtatute of 21 U. 
VIII. under the word Benefices.“ If they were 
benefices, in the language of the law, they would 
ſurely be benefices with cure of fouls. Sir Ed. 
Coke, 3 Inſt. 155, commenting on 31 Eliz. c. 
6, ſaich, „That in their law-books, deaneries, 
archdeaconries, and prebends, are benefices cum 


curd auimarum; but that by 21 H. VIII. c. 13, 


they are not to be taken or comprehended under 
that name, in any article of that act.“ Whence 
it thoald follow, that elſewhere they are to be 
comprehended under it. Yet the abovemen- 
tioned 31 Eliz. c. 6, by mentioning ſeparately, 
„ Penefice wit]: cure of touls, digaity, prebend, 
or living ccclchaftical,” ſeems to imply, that 
dignities and prebends are not benefices with cure 
of ſouls : and, — hich I ſhould have quoted firſt, 
as being earl:er,--the 13th Eliz. c. 12, accounts 
none but parochial benetices to be with cure. 
But, then, the whole act ſpeaks only of perfons 
under the degree cf- biſhops : and, as the biſhop, 
hath the cure of the whole dioceſe, the biſhop- 
rick muſt be a benefice with cure, if it be de-

The legiſlature, it may be ſaid, had the ſame 
renſen to prohibit holding the hoſpital with a 
hi” 2orick, as with a benefice chm curd animarum. 
But, if the reaſ\,ns are not ſpecified in the act, 
one cannot be {ure what they were ; and even 
the 2re, it might be thought unlikely that the 
Foſn1tal ſhould be offered to a biſhop, and there- 
furs needlets to provide againſt it. Or, it might 
be Hen that ſome biſhopricks did, or foreſeen 
that ſome bithopricks probably would, want ſuch 


' a help; or, how good reaſons they might have

Yet, ſince, according to the common uſe of their 
words in like caſes, they have not done it, why 


may not you take advantage of their omiſſion ? 


If, indeed, the conjunction of theſe two things 
were malum in ſe, a good man would not join 
them, though there were no law againſt it ; and 
a good judge would wiſh to extend the ſpirit of 
the law beyond the words. But, if a thing is 
not evidently malum, otherwiſe than becauſe. it is 
probibitum, acquieſcing in the latter is ordinarily 
tlie ſafeſt method of interpretation; and running 
too far after the former may have great incon- 
veniences. No evil, I think verily, can follow 
from your lordſhip taking this hoſpital: much 
good, I am perſuaded, will.

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What you ſay of the moderation and gentle- 
neſs of the Manks, toward the diſtreſſes of unfor- 
tunate perſons ſuffering ſhipwreck, I believe 
may be an obſervation juſt enough, ſo far as re- 
ſpects open violence, which I think is ſaid to be 
often exerciſed in ſome other countries. But, 
with, regard to ſtealing the goods, as well as the 
parts of a ſhip broken, I fancy that experience, 
and the guard always ſet here to prevent it, will 
ſhew that we are no honeſter than other people. 
Nor, indeed, can I reconcile to the dictates of 
conſcience, the taking advantage of the misfor- 
tune of wrecked mariners, by having their cargo 
at a far leſs: price than would be given if the veſ- 
{el were ſafe. in harbour. But, ſuch it ſeems is 


the cuſtom ! and defendit numerus, though a bad 


one, is the only excuſe I know of *. 

Lou know that, how deſirous ſoever I am of 
having you here, I have, for prudential reaſons, 
diſpenſed with your coming very ſoon after 
your ſufferings.

tion that can be imagined. This trial coming 
juſt after. the loſs of a favourite fon, about 21 
years of age, helps to make her preſent burthen 
peculiarly heavier to bear.

Our preſent Dioceſan has already met your in- 
quiries, in a good meaſure, by his Statement of 
Religion, &c. in our Iſland; ſome extracts 
from which I do myſelf the pleaſure. to encloſe, 
From thence you will obſerve, that his lordſhip 
laments the then ſcantineſs and inconvenience of 
our pariſh churches, together with our want of 
| the 
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the Holy Scriptures in the native tongue. This 


latter defect is however confiderably remedied ; 
for, ſince his acceſſion, and by his aſſiduous appli. 
cations, much has been done preparatory to its 
entire removal: and, in order to ſupply all de- 


fects, the clergy of the dioceſe are now engaged 


in tranſlating and preparing for the preſs the 
Scriptures. of the Old Teftament ; which it is 
hoped will be ready for reviſion, ſo as to be 
printed in due time, before the cloſe of the pre- 
ſent year. 

You particularly wiſh to know how the church 
here is ſupplied with miniſters; — a queſtion, which 
was ſome years fince propoſed alſo. by his grace 
of Canterbury to our biſhop *. To which I an- 
ſwer with pleaſure, that in the reign of Charles 
II. bp. Barrow eſtabliſhed an academy at Caftle- 
town, for the education of young men to ſerve 
the church; who receive their inſtruction. from 
an academical profeſſor, who is a Maſter of Arts 


from one of the Univerſities. There is a compe- 


tent ſalary for the teacher, and a handſome ex- 
hibition for the three or four youths on the eſts 
bliſhment. *' There is alſo, at Douglas, a benefac- 
tion from a gentleman. lately deceaſed, for the 
education of two candidates for the miniſtry. 
Our laſt academick maſter was the Rev. Mr. Roſs 
a gentleman of your country, from Mufſelborough:

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ſo that, you ſee, from theſe ſeminaries we have 
the bleſſing and benefit of a competent ſhare of 
claſſical, theological, and other learning in the 
arts and ſciences, to qualify us for the miniſtry; 
which has greatly contributed to diſpel that miſt 
of ignorance and illiterature, of which bp. Barrow 
ſo juſtly complained *. 

Beſides the above, there is an Engliſh petty 
ſchool, with a ſmall endowment, in every pariſh ; 
where the children are taught to read and write, 
and inſtructed in the principles of the Chriſtian 
Religion, previous to their further cultivation by 
the reſpective miniſters. We have likewiſe a 
fund of about ten pounds per annum, for the 
ſupport of poor clergymen's widows, eſtabliſhed 
and procured by the joint-endeayours and piety 
of our late and preſent worthy biſhops. On the 
whole, ſir, you may perceive ' that things are 
much mended with us ſince good biſhop Bar- 
row's time; and if you are deſirous to know more 
about us, or to be better informed as'to the na- 
tural, civil, and religious ſtate of this poor place, 
another viſit from you would do us honour, 

Your laſt call upon us was only a glimpſe; and 
you paſſed through like a luminous meteor. I 
hope your next viſit will be longer, for your own 
ſake, as well as ours; for you have not ſeen the 
half of what you might have ſeen and known,

tion ſo truly ſevere. |

letter from his grace this laſt ſummer, juſt as! 


was ſetting out from hence for my new: place of 


reſidence at Sherburn-houſe: And, as I am apt 
to conceive it was one of the laſt, if not the very 
laſt he. ever wrote, I preſerve it as a choice re- 
lick, —a juſt and pious memorial of him.

SOME ACCOUNT 
of 
Miss CATHARINE TALBOT. 


Turs very amiable lady, ſo reſpectfully and ſo 
often mentioned in the courſe of the preſent work, 
was the only daughter of the Rev. Edward Tal- 
bot, archdeacon of Berks, and preacher at the 
Rolls, who was the ſecond ſon of Dr. Talbot, 
lord biſhop of Durham. Her father died, of 
the ſmall pox, in December, 1720, at the early 
age of twenty-nine, about five months before the 
birth of this child; having on his death-bed re- 

commended 
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Tömthended Mr. Secker, afterwards archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, to his father's notice : a moſt for- 
tunate incident, ſurely, as it proved in the 
event! For, © thus did this excellent young 
man, by a nice diſcernment of character, raiſe 
up, when leaſt he thought of it, the trueſt friend 
and protector to his wife, and unborn daughter; 
who afterwards found in Mr. Secker all the tender 
care and aſſiſtance which they could have hoped 
for from the neareſt relation *.“ 

To the friendſhip of her father alſo it was, that 
the grateful Dr. Rundle, ſome time after lord bi- 
ſhop of Derry, ſtood indebted for his early in- 
troduction to the Talbot family, together with 
all his conſequent promotion : and by him a very 


elegant and beautiful character of Mr. Edward 


Talbot is given, in a letter to Mrs. Sandys, im- 
mediately upon the melancholy event of bis 
kind patron's deceafe +. Very honourable men- 


tion is likewiſe made of Mr. Talbot, in the Life 


of good Archbiſhop Secker, and partly cited 
from thence in the ſequel of this account. 

The firſt notice taken of his daughter's intel- 
lectual endowments, is by Dr. Rundle, in a let-

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Talbot could have been little more than eight 
years old. Every day, ſays he, Kitty grows 
a more delightful girl than the other. Her under- 
ſtanding ſhoots up faſter than her perſon. I can- 
not ſay-whether ſhe is more admired or beloved ; 
or which is moſt uncommonly excellent, her 
temper, or her fine ſenſe: in which reaſon and 
imagination ſeem to 1mitate the conduct of wiſe 
married people, where both command, and: both 
obey; and have no conteſt between them, but 
which ſhall beſt ſhew forth the other's excel- 
lency ®,” 


The following is a letter written by Doctor 
Secker to Miſs Talbot, early in the year 1733, 
when ſhe was about thirteen years of age. 


Dear Kitty, 

To increaſe your ſurprize, I thank you for 
your third letter, and ſhall be glad of a fourth; 
for, to tell you the truth, I have a great kindneſs 
for you, and am pleaſed with every inſtance of a 
mutual regard in you to me. I have many rea- 
ſons, on account of other perſons (one of whom 
you never knew ), and ſome on your own ac- 
count, to love and wiſh you well. |

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One of my greateſt pleaſures, in the new pre- 
ferment I am to have *, is, that it may be of 
advantage to vour improvement ; and it ſhall al- 
ways be my butineſs to give you all the improve- 
ments I can, and to adjuſt and regulate thoſe 
which other perſons give you. 

You are the only child of a very good woman, 
our dear friend, and in ſtead of a child to my 
wife and me. The affection we all have for 

one another is united in ye: for, ourſelves, all 
we can expect is, ſome continuance of our pre- 


ſent happineſs; but Tou are our growing / hopes, 


The only way our enjoyment of life can much 
increaſe, is by ſeeing your mind, and temper and 
behaviour coming near to what we wiſh it. I 


think, and it is a great pleaſure to me to think, 


that you are perſuaded, as indeed you have rea- 
ſon, that every word and action of ours, that re- 
lates to you, hath no other view than your hap- 
pineſs. Your preſent pleaſure and entertainment 
we deſire to conſult, in every thing that will 
not be of ſome future harm; and would never 
give you uneaſineſs about little things, if we did 
not know that great conſequences often depend 
on them. The knowledge of what is proper in 
life, (which we have learned ourſelves by ſlow 
degrees, and, ſometimes, by unhappy experience)

we 
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we apply, to give you the earlieſt direction, in a 
world full of miſtakes and bad guides. At pre- 
ſent, I doubt not, you have abſolute confidence 
in us: fix that principle in your mind. You 
know it not yet, but, the time is coming, when, 
if you provide not againſt it before-hand, you 
will be much leſs capable, however ſtrange that 
may ſeem to you, of judging right, than you 
are now; and yet, which is a dreadful conſi- 
deration, upon your conduct juſt then the 
happineſs of all your life will very probably 
depend. 

Fill your mind, dear Kitty, againſt that time, 
with good ſenſe; and, which is the main thing, 
with a reſolution to follow good ſenſe. Settle it 
in your heart, that reaſon 1s a better guide 
than fancy; and your old experienced friends 
more to be truſted than the moſt officious new 
ones, who can defire to recommend themſelves. 
By a conduct ſuitable to theſe thoughts, you may 
hope for ſuch happineſs as this world can give; 
and it is, and will be yet a while, natural for 
you to think, that it can give a great deal. By 
degrees you will find yourſelf miſtaken ; and the 
more miſerably miſtaken, the more you ſet your 
heart on it. | 

Human happineſs is generally faint and low; 
always full of interruptions and allays : therefore, 
let your rule be to act right, expect little, and 
take cheerfully the good, and patiently the 
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evil, that comes to your ſhare. There is a wiſe 
Diſpenſer of both, who hath his reaſons : ap- 
prove yourſelf to him; and your defire of hap- 
pineſs, which was not made for nothing, ſhall 
be fully ſatisfied in another world, though not 
in this. 

Let not the thought of ſuch a Being be terri- 
ble to you: He looks down with complacency 
upon you ; expects childhood and youth ſhould be 
what they are ; and approves of every galety that 
contradicts not innocence® The ferious pur- 
poſes and eaſy amuſements of life have each 
their times; and for our behaviour in each we 
ſhall account, not to a rigid unreaſonable maſter, 
but to a wiſe and good parent, equally the ob- 
ject of our reverence and love. 

Let the thoughts of ſuch an inſpector of your 
conduct be often preſent to your mind: they 
will ſtrengthen by degrees into a cheerful com- 
poſedneſs and rightneſs of heart. Life will often 
want this ſupport, and death ftill more. Think 
ſometimes on death, an awful but harmleſs 
thing, far diſtant from you, I hope, as yet; 
but ſure to come, and proper to be brought near 
in thought, that you may ſpend the beginning of 
life as you will wiſh in the end you had; and, by 
ſetting yourſelf early to acquire every valuable 
and graceful accompliſhment, have the longeſt 
enjoyment of them you can. 
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This is a very ſerious letter, dear Kitty; but 
ſeriouſneſs is the foundation of the building of 
life, happineſs the ſuperſtructure, and gaiety the 
ornaments. Laying the foundation appears coarſe 


and tedious work, to thoſe that are in over great 


haſte of ſeeing the building finiſhed ; and yet, 
if it be not both ſtrongly laid and carefully pre- 
ſerved, the fail of the whole edifice will be only 
more ſure, and more dreadful, in proportion to 
its height : Whereas, let the right care be taken 
firſt of the real, though inviſible ſupport of all; 
then the work riſes by ſure degrees, the delight 
of every beholder : the happy owner enjoys every 
convenience and every pleaſure of it with ſafety, 
and looks out on every proſpect with laſting de- 
light. 

| You will eafily add more particulars to the 
compariſon. There are beautiful buildings with 
little ornament, and ugly ones with a great deal : 
ſo, there are miſerable lives with great appear- 
ance of gaiety, and happy ones without it. Dif- 
ferent buildings, and different parts of the ſame 
building, require different quantities and kinds 
of ornament : But, I leave the reſt, Mrs. Cathe- 
rine, to your own imagination, 
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Tu many tranſcendent qualities of Miſs Tal. 
bot, no where hitherto regularly detailed, are 
worthy of being concentrated, and better known, 
They are thus glowingly delineated by a candid 
female pen, in a letter from the dutcheſs of So- 
merſet * to lady Luxborough, dated Nov. 23, 
1753. I have ſpent the laſt three weeks,” fays 
her grace, ** moſt agreeably : the firſt of them 
the biſhop of Oxford (Dr. Secker) and Mr. Tal. 
bot + pafſed with us; and had the goodneſs to 
leave Miſs Talbot, whoſe character I think you 
muſt have heard, when they went away. She is 
all the world has ſaid of her, as to an uncommon 
ſhare of underſtanding : but, ſhe has alſo other 
charms, which I imagine you will join with me 
in giving the preference even to that ;—a mild and 
equal temper ; an unaffected pious heart, and 
the moſt univerſal good-will to .her fellow-crea- 
tures that I ever knew. She cenſures nobody; 


ſhe deſpiſes nobody; and, whilſt her own life i;

bitterneſs againſt vice.“ | 

In another letter from the fame noble hand, of 
the following month, addreſſed to Mr. Shen- 
ſtone, the celebrated poet, Dec. 18, her grace, as 
if delighted to dwell upon the theme, obſerves, 
The kind offer you made me, of ſending me 
any thing you occafionally happen to write, I 
look upon as the higheſt obligation: and you 
will greatly add to it, if you will permit me to 
ſhew them to a very ingenious friend bf mine, 
whoſe ingenuity is her leaſt praiſe ; ſince the 
even cheerfulneſs of her temper, and the can- 
dour of her heart, joined with the moſt unaf- 
fected and honourable piety, muſt claim the 
eſteem of all lovers of virtue, who have the hap- 
pineſs of being acquainted with her. You may 
poſſibly have heard of her; as, in her very 
young days, ſome little things of her writing got 
abroad, which were thought worthy of notice, 
conſidering the age ſhe was then of. She is a 
grand-daughter of old biſhop Talbot, and 
niece to the lord chancellor of that name. She 
has lately ſpent ſix weeks with me here, and went 
away only on Thurſday.” 


TO the fineſt imagination, and the moſt 
elegant accompliſhments of her ſex, Miſs 
Talbot added the gentleſt manners, and a 
diſpoſition thoroughly benevolent and de-

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vout . Nature beſtowed upon this favourite 
character an excellent underſtanding, and formed 
her in the faireſt mould. Her ſenſibilities were 
exquiſitely refined, which enabled her to enter into 
the feelings of others with uncommon penetra- 
tion; and ſhe had conſequently the quickeſt dif- 
cernment to inveſtigate thoſe nice diſtinctions 
which ſtamp ſome characteriftick trait on every 
individual. Her mind was by education richly 
cultivated, her birth and ſtation entitling her to 
every accompliſhment ; and theſe ſhe improved 
by converſation with perſons of the higheſt rank 
and moſt diſtinguiſhed abilities. Her affection 
for the Muſes, and the deepeſt literary attain- 
ments, led her into ſo intimate an acquaintance 
with the claflicks, that, without the ſmalleſt 
tincture of affectation, ſhe embelliſhed her moſ 
familiar writings with pertinent and beautiful 
alluſions. She had aluxuriant imagination, when 
ſhe ventured to indulge her genius in the fields 
of fancy; but, ſo ſincere was her humility, ſo 
diffident was ſhe of her own powers, ſo awed 
by the deference ſhe paid to THE RESPECTABLE 
FRIEND with whom ſhe conſtantly reſided, that 
her elegant and refined taſte was ſometimes 
chilled in the bud, and many ſweet flowers were 
often ſwept off by the pruning hand of a judge- 
ment-long matured.

She ſaw, 
with an eye of candour and compaſſion, all the 
ridiculous failings which human nature conſtantly 
exhibits to the diſcerning mind ꝙ: and although 
ſhe had talents which could have expoſed thoſe 
follies with the keen edge of Attick wit, ſhe from 
principle ſuppreſſed her power; and turned its 
current, through the channel of her pen, to the 
purpoſes of uſeful admonition, and the moſt ef- 
fectual reſearches into the ſecret windings and 
workings of the heart, that perhaps were ever 
diſcloſed : whilſt real piety ſtrengthened her 
ſentiments, and breathed emphatically in all her

paſſions, diffuſed an amiable cheerfulneſs over 
her life, ſoothed all her diſappointments, and 
enabled her, with fortitude and reſignation, to 
endure a long and painful malady, of the moſt 
excruciating and hopeleſs nature. And, ſhe 
died the death of the righteous; departing like a 
famt indeed, prepared by chriſtian hope, and 
exalted by chriſtian faith, 

The above is the warm atteſtation of another 
lady, on this honour of her ſex : nor is it the leaſt 
eulogy of Miſs Talbot, that the rectitude of 
her deportment excited ſuch applauſe, and en- 
abled her to ſurmount what has juſtly been 
reckoned one of the greateſt difficulties ;—even, 
by merit, to ſilence envy *. The following lines 
by Miſs Scott, author of the ** Female Advocate,” 
have been juſtly admired, both fox their truth 
and elegance : |

A mind more generous, meek, or kind, than thine ? 
Delightful moraliſt! thy well-wrought page

Tue perſon of Miſs Talbot is deſcribed ay 
lovely ; her manners engaging ; and ſhe ſeems to 
have been. formed to conſtitute the higheſt feli- 
city of the married ſtate. She was juſtly admired 
and ardently addreſſed by ſeveral ; and by a few 
amongſt them who were completely worthy of 
her election *: Yet, by a train of ſuch unaccount- 
able circumſtances as often in this world diſap- 
point the faireſt proſpe&s, ſhe was throughout 
life appropriated to the duties of daughter, 
friend, and general benefactreſs to the unfortu- 
nate and the poor. Her attentions and ſenſibi- 
lities as a Daughter were almoſt unexampled ; ſup- 
preſſing her own ſufferings, in her laſt and moſt 
agonizing illneſs, the better to mitigate thoſe 
feelings on ber account, which a widowed parent 
was deſtined to endure ! 

As a Friend, ſhe was ever affectionate, faith- 
ful, and ſincere; of which, in one inſtance of 
fond recollection, ſhe has given a pleaſing proof, 
by the following lines, now firſt publiſhed.

Miſs Talbot was peculiarly bleſſed with a 
frankneſs devoid of all ſuſpicion, which gave the 
moſt acceptable conſequence to thoſe ſhe loved; 
whilſt with unremitting zeal ſhe purſued the in- 
tereſt of her friends, whoſe happineſs was eſſen- 
tial to her own : for her mind was far above that 
ſordid ſelfiſhneſs, which too often, in common 
diſpoſitions, checks the glowing impulſe to ha- 
zard every danger in the cauſe of virtuous friend- 
thip. 

As a charitable Almoner, ſhe was frequently 
employed by others, beſides communicating from 
the ample allotment of her own fortune. With 
peculiar ſympathy ſhe attended to the diſtreſſed, 
and rcheved their wants with judgement ; diftri- 
buting with all that lively pleaſure, which mere 
duty can never afford, but which is the conſtant 
and - juſt recompenſe of the feeling heart :—that 

heart, 
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heart, which, in this world of mortificatioti and 
miſery, muſt oftener expect to be grieved by 
fuch ſorrows as bounty cannot wholly aſſuage, 
than to be gratified in wiping away the tears of 
penury and depreſſion, by thoſe donations which 
it is the higheſt luxury to beſtow *. 

The Writings of this moſt valuable woman, 
known as ſuch, do equal honour to her mind and 
ſex: they vindicate the nobleſt ſpirit of chriſtian 
benevolence, and diſplay a more than ordinary 
acquaintance with human nature. There is a 
very ſingular and pretty letter of Miſs Talbot's, 
written when ſhe was hardly ſixteen years of age, 
and addreſſed ** to the new-born daughter of the 
Hon. John Talbot,” ſon of the Lord Chancellor; 
which may be found in the Gentleman's Maga- 
Zine for 1770, and has been thence transferred 
to ſeveral other valuable works. An important 
little treatiſe, of about forty pages, is alſo attri- 
buted to Miſs Talbot, which has gone through 
many editions, and evinces at once the lively 
imagination, the good ſenſe, and exalted piety 
of the writer. It is entitled“ Reflections on the 
Seven Days of the Week.” Thoſe, therefore, who 
had not the happineſs of a perſonal acquaintance 
with the author of this moſt rational and pious 
compoſition, may, at a very trivial expence,

Ever attentive to the ſacred duties of gratitude 
and humanity, abp. Secker by his will appointed 
the Rev. Dr. Daniel Burton, canon of Chriſt- 
church, and Mrs. Catharine Talbot, mother of 
the abovementioned lady, his executors; and left 
thirteen thouſand pounds, in the three per cent. 
annuities, to Dr. Porteus, now lord biſhop of 
London, and Dr. Stinton, his Grace's chaplains : 
in truſt to pay the intereſt thereof to Mrs. Talbot 
and to her daughter, during their lives; and after 
their deceaſe to be applied, as has been done, 
to charitable purpoſes. 

Mifs Talbot was born in May, 1727, and did 
not long ſurvive her kind guardian ; his Grace, 
with whom ſhe refided for more than two and 
forty years, dying Auguſt 3, 1768, and his

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happy charge on the gth of January, 1740, if 
the 49th year of her age.

The frequent mention which you have been 
pleaſed to make of me, in your letters to our 
worthy 
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worthy biſhop, calls on me to acknowledge the 
honour and the favour of ſuch kind and friendly 
notice. I am well aware that I owe this to” the 
partiality of my dioceſan, who lays more ſtreſs on 
my poor endeavours to promote his good and 
pious deſigns than they deſerve. To me, the 
work is its own reward : thankful to that good 
Providence, which has called me out in ſo glo- 
rious a cauſe, as to be inſtrumental in making 
the mind of Gop more diffuſive and intelligible 
to my countrymen, and giving them the pure 
word of Gop in their own. language; which, 
I venily believe to be one of the moft antient 
this day in the world, being manifeſtly a dia- 
left of the antient Celtick, the language of all 
Aſia-Minor, and of Europe for many centuries, 
before ever Greece or Rome exiſted; and which 
evidently appears to have been the language of 
Gaul, and of Britain, in the days of Julius 
Cæſar. I am the more confirmed in this opi- 
nion, from obſerving the wonderful analogy which 


| ſubſifts between the old Cornavian language and 


the Manks. At the end of Mr. Borlaſe's ** Hiſ- 
tory of Cornwall,” there is an Anglo-Corniſh 
Gloſſary; on peruſing which, I was aſtoniſhed at 
the ſurpriſing ſimilarity of the two languages ; 
every ſixth or ſeventh word almoſt the ſame, or 
with very little variation, but clearly from the 
lame root. The Phœnicians, you know, traded 
to Cornwall for tin; which could not well be

done, without the medium of ſome common 
language. Such an intercourſe would, no doubt, 
introduce many words of the old Phcenician into 
the Corniſh, now, in a manner, grown obſolete, 
The Welſh, the Iriſh, the Erſe, and the Manks, 
are all but different dialects of one and the fame 
original language. But, that any veſtiges of it 
ſhould be found in the vallies of Piedmont and 
the Vaudois, is the greateſt wonder of all ! That 
a vaſt number of Greek and Latin words are de. 
duced from the old Celtick, is not to be diſ- 
puted, and theſe we can trace very plainly in thc 
Manks. Some curious diſquiſitions on this ſub- 
ject of the Celtick, I underſtand, have been pub- 
liſned, ſame time ſince, in your country, which, 
I imagine, would preatly elucidate its obſcurity; 
but, not having ſeen them, I can form no judge- 
ment of their value. We are here remote from 
the ſources of learning and ſcience, and muſt be 
content yeplaednvai ano rw y/uy wirloſſuy on reari- 
ns TS TAuo1s * ,—Wwith this humble conſolation, that 
where little is given, not much will be required. 
Our ground- plot in the vineyard of our divine 
Maſter is ſcanty, indeed; but, laudato ingentia rura, 
exiguum colito: The fruit is not ſo large and luſ- 
cious as yours; but the grape, though ſmall, is 
good in its kind; and not altogether diſagreea- 
ble, we hope, to the great Lord of the vineyard!

p. 314.) do not apply to the matter of right. ** The biſhop 
of Mann,” ſays Mr. Robertion in his Jour, p. 112, © was 
anciently the firſt baron in the realm ; and at preſent claims, 
I preſume, chiefly, through courteſy, the title and dignity 
of a peer. But, as the biſhoprick was not one of thoſe ſpi- 
ntual baronies conſtituted by William the Conqueror, nor 
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With reſpect to your freſh application to me, 
about leave for cutting more corf-rods, J am fo 
little judge of propriety in theſe matters, that I 
am happy in having a gentleman well {killed in 
them, to whom I always refer for his determina- 
tion. It is true, every man has a right to diſpoſe 
of his property, when and to whom he pleaſes:

My good friend Mr. Wilkinſon's favour of 
the 23d paſt reached my hands here the 1ſt in- 
ſtant, which was no bad paſſage, conſidering the 
late ſtorms; in one of which, after weathering 
two preceding, our port packet was daſhed in 
part upon a rock, at her entering into our har- 
bour of Douglas; and the maſter and men, and 
paſſengers, were with very. great difficulty ſaved : 
one, by jumping into the ſea, and ſwimming 
through the breakers to land; and the reft, 
bound to the maſts, as ſoon as boats could ven- 
ture out to their aſſiſtance, were taken off, nearly 
expiring. I do not know whether the winds 
have been ſo boiſterous on your fide ; but ſuch 
ſevere and ſo long-continued tempeſts were ne- 
ver remembered here; and we daily hear of great 
loſſes. 

I have ſubſcribed eight pounds to Mr. Jeffer- 
ſon, as appears at the foot of his liſt of ſub-

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every living language, as arts and ſciences, reli- 
gion and politicks, war and commerce made a 
progreſs among them; renders it extremely diffi- 
cult to trace any language to its fountain-head. 
Where demonſtration is wanting, we muſt con- 
tent ourſelves with probable conjectures, and 
avoid being too ſanguine in our ſeveral hypo- 
theſes. It is probable that the deſcendants of 
Cham, only, were concerned in the confufion of 
tongues, if we rightly underſtand that paſſage of 


| Scripture : in which caſe, the ſons of Shem and 


Japhet would retain their original form of ſpeech, 
And if, as it is conjectured, we are deſcended 
from Gomer and Magog, the ſeveral dialects 
ſpoken by the Britiſh, Iriſh, &c. will have a 
radical affinity. To trace it, without ſtraining 
etymologies beyond the bounds of probability, 
we muſt have recourſe to the primitives; I mean 
ſuch terms for things, as, being common to the 
uſe and obſervation of all men, have probably 
ſuffered little or no change from their intercourſe 
with other nations. A few of theſe, ſuch as 1 
had leiſure to ſelect, I have ſent you incloſed; 
by which you will form a better judgement of 
their reſpective affinities, than from any thing I 
could offer to your obſervation. With reſpect to 
the oriental tongues, I am by no means clear 
that the language in which the Law and the Pro- 
phets are handed down to us is the original He- 


brew. I rather take it to be the Chaldaick, or 
that 
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that dialect which the Jews ſpoke after the Ba- 
byloniſh captivity; and that the Punick, or old 
Canaanitiſh, was the primitive language of the 
children of Ifrael. There is a province in China, 
inhabited by the Iſraelites who were carried into 
captivity, and diſperſed over the Eaſt by Pſal - 
manaazer * : they have the Pentateuch, and the 
older Prophets. Could we obtain a copy of 
them, that point would be cleared up to de- 
monſtration. I propoſed it ſome years ago to 
Dr. Kennicott, but do not hear that any ſteps 
have been taken towards effecting it. However 
that may be, the Hebrew, as it now ſtands, the 
Syriack, Armenian, Coptick, and Arabick, have 
the ſame radices. What remains we have of the 
Punick and Etruſcan are too inconſiderable to 
admit of fair reaſoning upon them.

I will not delay, one poſt, anſwering the favour 
of your letter, which I received this morning;

that I am. really ſorry it is not now in my power 
to gratify it, and to ſerve a worthy man. Next 


to granting your requeſt, the beſt way is to tell 


you, fairly, why I cannot do it, 

Profeſſor Hornſby, of Oxford, (whoſe brother 
was lately made minor- canon of Durham 
church, and is a candidate for the living in queſ+ 
tion) ated ſo handſome a part in the election of 
my pupil and patron, lord North, to the chan- 
cellorſhip of the Univerſity, that, upon an ap- 
plication in his brother's favour, I could not re- 
fuſe giving an abſolute promiſe ; though contrary 
to a general rule I had made, never to engage my 
vote aforehand. This is the truth of the caſe ; 
and blame me, if you can, or dare; for if you do,

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I will raiſe a battery againſt you, upon your own 
principles of gratitude. 

"Tis probable, that I ſhall commence a more 
intimate connection with Mr. Robſon ; who, I 
hope, if I exchange my prebend for the hoſpital, 
(as I intend,) will continue to ſerve the church 
there, as he did under the biſhop of Sodor and 
Mann: and I flatter myſelf, if things turn out 
according to expectation, .that I ſhall be able ta 
make him amends, ſhould he be diſappointed in 
his preſent view.

ſhock to ſhock *, which would ſoon and eafily 
ſet the whole field in a blaze; thus cutting 
off this occaſion of ribaldry from malevolent 
gainſayers. We have taken the ſame liberty 
with Elijah's ravensF ; for we found that Orebim, 
in the Hebrew, were The Men of Oreb;“ in 
whoſe neighbourhood the prophet lay concealed, 
and who doubtleſs ſupplied his neceſlities as 
well as they could. The phraſeology in 1 Sam. 
xxv. 22, 34. 1 Kings xiv, 10, and elſewhere, 
which has cauſed ſo much fooliſh tittering, we 
have reduced to the decent and modeſt expreſ- 
ſion of *©* the males,” or men. 

On mentioning theſe and other Variorums to a 
very learned prelate ꝓ, he was pleaſed to ſay, 
that our Manks verſion, as it was the laſt, fo 
would it be the beſt tranſlation of the Scriptures 
this day extant. I had likewiſe the honour of a 
moſt agreeable literary correſpondence, on theſe 
and other ſubjects, with the late General Sir 
James Adolphus Oughton, one of the moſt 
learned laymen that ever I had the pleaſure to

The few leiſure moments I could command 
from publick buſineſs, which of late has been 


very briſk, I have dedicated to my favourite pur- 
ſuit, in the ſtudy of Celtick diale&s and antiqui- 


ties. In my career, I have peruſed the Manks 


Bible and Teſtament, with great pleaſure, and 
much inſtruction. I admire the ſimplicity and 


force of the language, and the beauty of the 
verſion, 


for 1 
ouſe: 
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verſion, where many vulgariſms have ctept into 


the Iriſh tranſlation : ſuch as, your cur mian air, 
for our fexch, ** behold ;” and many others. 

The bookſellers have called on me for a new 
edition of my Grammar. I have in this edition 
new-modelled the Syntax, and flatter myſelf 
there 1s no part of ſpeech, no adventitious con- 
ſtruction, left unexplained. In my purſuit after 
Celtick hiſtory, I faſtened on a clue, which I have 
unravelled; and it explains and reconciles the 
traditions of the ancient Iriſh hiſtorians with that 
of all others. 'The heads I have thrown into the 
Preface ; leaving the detail for others, or for my 
own amuſement, at a more leiſure opportunity. 

I flatter myſelf alſo that I ſhall make the 
Iberno-Celtick an inſtrument of confirmation in 
the cauſe of the Proteſtant religion, if it wanted 
ſuch a ſupport. Thanks to our great Redeemer, 
it does not: but, in the ORATTO Dominica 
plus centum linguis,” publiſhed in London, in 
1700, dedicated to the biſhop of London; and 
in a ſecond edition of it, publiſhed in Amſterdam, 
with fifty-two additions by the learned Cham- 
berlayne, aſſiſted by Wilkins, Wotton, Reylan- 
dius, &c. &c. is the Oratio of thoſe primitive 
Chriſtians, the Waldenſes of the Alps, (not the 


Vaudois of Lyons, followers of Waldo) and 


this Oratio is not only Iriſh, but more gramma- 
tically expreſſed than our Prayer, in any of 
Our 
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our compoſitions. I have purſued this affair 
cloſely, and find, that the Old and New Teſtament, 
written in 1100 in that language, was depoſited 
in Cambridge Library by the famous Morlan, 
ambaſſador to Turin from Oliver Cromwell, in 
behalf of thoſe poor people. I am in daily ex- 
pectation of the tranſcript, which is ſaid to be 
handed down in their church fince the ſecond 
century. It may be a valuable diſcovery. 

I fhall take the firſt opportunity of ſending 
you the new Grammar, through our friend Mr. 
Black; from whom I have often the pleaſure of 
hearing of your good health.

In the abſence of my relation and good 
friend, Dr. Maurice Johnſon, the miniſter of 
Spalding, and grandſon of the founder of the 
Gentleman's Society at this place, I took the li- 


berty of opening your letter; and, upon refer- 


ence to the books of minutes, can only find that 
biſhop Hildeſley is entered as a member of the 
Society; and (as on the top of the other page) 
with a reference to the note ſubjoined “. 

About the beginning of the preſent century, 
Dr. Johnſon's grandfather, being a very reſpect- 
able antiquarian, and having a great taſte for 
literature, founded a Society of Antiquaries 
in this town, upon the plan of the London 
Society; which ſoon after became eminent, and 
correſponded with the Societies of London and

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other places. Their Society was honoured, indeed, 


by the correſpondence of all the great men of that 
time, moſt of whom were members. In the 
Liſt of Members, I find, amongſt many others, 
Sir Iſaac Newton; Sir Hans Sloane; Sir John 
Clerk; Sir Richard Ellis; Sir Charles Frederick; 
Lord Coleraine; Doctors Jurin, Taylor, Bentley, 
Knight, Stukeley, and Birch: Biſhops Pearce, 
Pococke, Lyttleton; Mr. Pope, Mr. Gay, 
Roger and Samuel Gale, Mr. Clarke, Martin 
Folkes; Profeſſor Ward, Browne Willis, Mr. 
Vertue, Mr. Bogdani *; Commiſſary Graves, Mr. 
Timothy Neve, Mr. John Rowning, &c. &c. 

It does not appear that biſhop Hildeſley was a 


regular, or a correſponding, but an honorary mem- 


ber: and the only way in which I can account 
for his being member of. a Society at. ſo great a 
diſtance, 1s, that Mr. Johnſon at that time had 
a near relation and intimate friend, Mr. Bogdani, 
who lived at Hitchin; for whom he was counſel, 


and ſteward of his Manor-courts at Baldock and 


Hitchin, and whom he uſed frequently to viſit. 
And upon ſuch viſits he formed an acquaintance 


with Mr. Hildeſley, whoſe name he requeſted as 


a member of his Society, amongſt the many 


other eminent men who had honoured it. Mr.

and Lord of the Manor of Hitchin ; who died in Nov. 1772.

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Bogdani and his ſon were members, and occa- 
fionally viſited Mr. Johnſon at Spalding; and it 
is probable that Mr. Hildeſley might accom- 
pany them. It was a cuſtom with Mr. Johnſon, 
on entering the names of the members, to add 
ſome account of them, by a note and reference. 

The printer of the Hiſtory of the Gentlemen's 
Society at this place, is Mr. John Nichols, printer 
to the Society of Antiquaries, London. The 
materials were collected by Mr. Gough, chiefly 
from books and manuſcripts in the poſſeſſion of 
Dr. Maurice Johnſon. 

The above is the beſt account I can give you, 
and, if of any uſe, you are heartily welcome 
to it. The time of Mr. Hildeſley's being entered 
a member of the Society was about the year 1750.

that after taſking my memory to the utmoſt, I. 


am not able to retrieve any circumſtances likely 
to be uſeful to your correſpondent, Mr. Butler, 
in his propoſed life of the late excellent Dr. Hil- 
deſley. My ſincere veneration for his Lordfhup's 
memory, and the obligations I owed him for his 
partiality and fervices to myſelf, would prompt 
me to afford any aſſiſtance in my power to ſuch 
a work; independent of the reſpe&, which I hope 
it is unneceſſary to ſay, I ſhall ever be happy to 
ſhew to a requeſt of yours. 

Such trifling incidents as have made a ftrong 
impreſſion upon my own memory, I ſhall give; 
though with no expectation that they will be 
uſeful, otherwiſe than as poſſibly furniſhing hints 
to you, who were on terms of familiarity with 
his lordſhip. Firſt, let me apologize for their

being trivial; next, for their relating principally 
to myſelf, No anecdotes but thoſe anſwering 
both deſcriptions can be expected to dwell on the 
mind of a child: and, let me ſay, in one word, 
it was only from my age of eight to eleven that 

I knew his lordſhip. | 
From the ſee being occupred, in ſucceſſion, by 
two ſuch men as WiILsoN and HIIDESLET, you 
well recollect in what reverence the epiſcopal 
character was once held in our native ifland. I 
clearly remember my firſt introduction to his 
lordſhip. It was on a winter's evening, at my 
father's; governour Wood's family and a large 
party having dined there, in company with the 
biſhop. I felt a kind of awe, when his lordſhip 
ſummoned me to his chair. He took one of my 
hands between both his; retaining it there, as I 
ſtood rather ſide-ways to his chair, for about ten 
minutes ; looking earneſtly, and queſtioning me 
the whole time. But, I have indelibly impreſſed 
on my memory his look of benignity, and the 
renewed, ſmile accompanying every queſtion. 
Something I know occurred in that converſation, 
which gave his lordſhip pleaſure, and which 
he afterwards often repeated: what it was I have 
totally forgotten, and have no hope of recovering; 
for, alas, all thoſe to whom it could be intereſt- 
ing are no more! Some days after, it was an- 
nounced to me by my father, that I had been 
X x 4 invited 
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invited to Biſhop's-Court, and was to go thither 
as ſoon as it ſuited his nn, and my ſchool- 
ing. 
I was between nine wk ten when this viſit 
was paid. By the name of- the room I occupied, 
tis preſumed I was not the firſt viſitor of the 
kind it had received. It was up a long narrow 
fone ſtair-caſe, in that part of the houſe deno- 
minated Zh? Tower, (engraved, I think, in 
King's Vale-Roya ”) and was called “ The 
Students' Room.” The family was the moſt re- 
gular I eyer entered. An hour, nay, indeed a mi- 
nute, was fixed for every thing ; and the vio- 
lating theſe, on the part of viſitors, was unpleaſant 
to his lordſhip. Even his hours of exerciſe were, 
1 believe, fixed. I think I recolle& his horſe, 
and a poney for me, being at the door at a cer- 
ain time every ſecond day. I don't recolle& his 
Jrawing out the chariot at any time while I was 
arre. When riding, I remember the country 
people dropping on one knee, and aſking his 
'bleſfing ; which he gave in their tongue. In the 
mornings he aſſigned me taſks, principally in 
Cicero's Letters, I think; in Horace, and in the 
Greek Teſtament. He made me get by heart, 
and then declaim with proper emphaſis and 
action, certain odes: in particular J recollect 
two; Integer vitæ, &c. to the end, and part of 
* Juſtum et tenacem. When viſitors of any lite- 
rary attainments dropped in, I was conſtantly 
called 
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called on to repeat an ode. The civil things 


which, in compliment to his lordſhip, were ſaid 


on the occaſion, appeared to give him more de- 
light than I am ſure: they did me. Not having 
much enjoyment of the applauſes beſtowed on my 
declamation, I remember well giving a gueſs, 
when a viſitor called, whether he was one before 
whom it was likely I ſhould be ſummoned to de- 
claim. If it was, I made my eſcape inſtantly, while 
compliments were paſſing, and before the par- 
lour door was ſhut, 

Still, I ruſt have been happy there: for, after 
fix weeks reſidence, or more, though there was 
no play fellow for me, I do not recolle& having 
a ftrong defire to return home. His Jordſhip 
was never angry with me, that I know of, but 
twice; though I think I remember inftances of 
my deſerving his reprehenſion frequently: once, 
for overſtaying my time at morning-prayers in 
the parlour. Another time, he had given me the 
Life of Charles XII. to read by myſelf; with an 
injunction, that when I came to the paſſage nar- 
rating the Turk's attack, and Charles's deſperate 
defence of his dwelling-houſe, I ſhould let him 
know, and read the ftory aloud, I was, how- 
ever, too much intereſted in the Narrative, and 
had fairly read out the book, before I thought 
of his lordſhip's orders. Having been, through- 
out life, and even then, a Hellus librorum, my 
frequent viſits to the library were found incon- 

| 4 venient: 
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venient : his lordſhip's orderly habits were broken 
in upon, by books throwh on the table, or im- 
properly replaced. I was forbidden to go there; 
yet ftill J watched my opportunities. I well re- 
collect, in one of theſe furtive viſits, ſeeing on 
the library table a ſtitched, cloſely-written ma- 
naſccipt, in his hand-wrrting, incomplete, and 
apparently then going on; intitled, The Life 
of Cyrisr.” What became of this I never 
heard; but of the fact I have the moſt correct 
remembrance *. | 

His lordfhip's letter, the original of which 
accompanies this ꝶ, arrived after my return to 
my father's. The Lift of Odes to which it refers 
is, perhaps, irrecoverably loſt. Another gift of 
hrs lordfhip's, which I confeſs I did not treaſure 
up fo carefully as Pine's Horace, was a new 
crown piece { he one day gave me, wrapped up 
in white paper; on which was written“ gue/itum 
meritis.” The 'occafion, I recolle&, of his making 


me the preſent was this: he gave me ſomething 


to tranſlate, or get by heart; and, knowing my 
idlenefs, fixed a time for my coming to fay it.

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I came to him in leſs than half the time; and, as 
he doubted it, ſoon convinced him I was perfect. 
When next he came from his library he pre- 
ſented me with the crown. 

The circumſtances attending his lordſhip's laſt 
malady have been mentioned to me by Mrs. Hil- 
deſley. His future biographer, I think you told 
me, is a relative of Mr. Giberne's; and there- 
fore 'tis probable, he already has them, from Mrs. 
Hildeſley's Letters to Mr, Giberne *, 

I lament, fincerely, that what I have to ſay is 
ſo unintereſting. Of this I am well aſſured ; the 
more is recollected of his lordſhip, the more will 
it be to his honour. A few years ago J uſed to 
viſit the part of Hertfordſhire in which he had 
reſided; but, his memory there had, in a great 
meaſure, paſſed away. Even ſome Hitchin people 
with whom I have converſed, recollected little 
more than the name. The family 1s now, I be- 
lieve, totally extinct. 

You will, no doubt, recall to mind ſome anec- 
dotes of his lordſhip's farming; his Kirk-Mi- 
chael Charity Boys; the Muſeum ; Thurot's 
Bowſprit, &c. &c. Pray, dear fir, remember me 
reſpectfully to your moſt amiable wife, and the 
young gentleman.

no health in us. But, do thou, O Lord, look 
mercifully upon us in thy Son rss Cunts, 
forgiving us what is paſt, and helping us to 
amend for the time to come. 

We defire to glorify thy name for all thy 
bounteovs goodneſs to us: for our health, and 
ſtrength, and quiet; our competent proviſions, 
dwelling- places, and friends; our protection 
from thoſe dangers to which mortals are expoſed ; 
for the laſt night's preſervation in particular; 
for . brought to the light of angther day: 
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for the gracious diſpenſations of thy Spirit and 
Providence, whereby we have been ſupported 
under, or delivexed from trouble : But, aboye 
all, for that greateſt inſtance of thy mercy and 
kindneſs, the coming and death of Chriſt to re- 
deem mankind. 

Through his mediation, we pray, for the 


- continuance of ſuch bleſſings and comforts of 
this life, as ſhall not hinder our progreſs to a 


better. | * 
Make us ſatisfied and contented in our re- 


ſpective ſtations, or whatever elſe thou ſhalt ſee 
proper for us; and above all, fit us for our great 
and everlaſting change! 

In the mean time, further and aſſiſt us in the 
diſcharge of our ſeveral duties, and give us 2 
conſtant view to the account which we muſt one 
day paſs. 

As Chriſtian char :y obliges to feel and inter- 
cede for ghenlſtha ſuffer adverſity, relieve and 
comfort, we beſeech thee, all ſuch as labour 
under any trials of mind, body, or eſtate; and 
give them, in thy due time, a happy iſſue out of 
all their afflictions. 

Bleſs and proſper our friends and benefactors, 
and forgive our enemies! Strengthen the hearts 
of all faithful and well-diſpoſed Chriſtians ; and 
ſo bring the ungodly and the finner to repent- 
ance, that iniquity may not be their ruin.
